Oh! excellent man, boia foi the reproof and light of ^ 
tHe age, how is the foul of our great lawj^er eidiilcrat- 
td> when he beholds thy innocent and unblemiAicd life f 
The treaiory of ^ieaven is enrehed with thy good works, 
the fcitile haivtA^ of viitues, the iltil Anita of the purity 
of thy tnturu! From thy firft defeent into that holy 
cave, tiie angels, who regider the words of men, never 
heard ihce utter a fyllible tlut could* be reprehended,

Atbeni oo this occafion. The prieft of the town, whofe 
.'^saRia was Diootus* as he Was making Uie aeiuftoined 
oblahioQ^f fiuits on an altar in the open field C^for at 
yhey had no tempUs)* a boU came running from the 
herd which walvpaauig ha^ by, and ate of the oonfo. 
^flftted herbagu," Upon, which Diomui the prieft, noved 

at fhcnkgci an^ fMUh^g; 4 fvwd 
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fi-om one of tJiofe that were prefwit^'kflltd the Vull. 
But wli«n Ills paflion was ovtr,* and h<! confidered what * 
btinous Clime he had committed) fearing alfo the 
of Uie people, he petfuuied'them, that a god had appeari- 
ed to him, drid commanded him to oiFer tliat bull ih'ftv 
. criiicc, by burning hia flflh with fire on the altar, bi ao 
atonement for his devouring the confecr^cd fruits. T^c 
devout multitude acquiefeed to the tvords of their prkft, 
as to an oracle; and the bull being flajed, and fiit 
laid on the altar, they all alTiilcd at the new factiflee ^ 

, from which time, the cuftom was yearly oblenrd among 
the Atheniuns, to faerifice a buU ; and by- tbefn thk' 
meihodtof religious cruelty was tauglit, not otily to all 
Tlreectf, but to the reft of the woild. In amcefs of limCy 
a certain priefl., in the miUft of his bloody Ucfilice, takin|[ 
up a }]iece of the broiled fldh> which had fallen fiOih the 
altar on the giound, and burning his llhgcrl tWretthli, 
fuddotily clapped tlicm to KIs moutli to • thhigitte the^ 
pain. Hut when he had ortce taAed ihe'fheetnefs of the 
fat, not*ndy lunged for mure of it, but gave a pielV'lo 
his afQllaot, nnd he to oihers) who ^ plcafed wkh the 
uen' fui)itd dJniics, fell to eating of lleih greedily t aird 
hence this fpccics of gluttony wk tai^ht to other mor¬ 
tals. Neither is It matciial, wliat the Hebrew dodlob ' 
obje£l againll thefe tcAlmonies, when they Introduce the 
fun oft Adam facrificing Hvidg creatures tn the infancy hf 
the world *, fince thou kno^^ many erioll are ukfiiinid 
in the vrittea law, from wbence they take this ftmyj \ 
'rhey fay alfo, that the 6rd: goat that Ml*by^be hands 
of miA, was lulled in revenge for the injuries'tf had dotie, 
(he owner of a vineyard, ia browfttVg on>hk llaes t ,

But li wliUil 1 lived, I have trufpafred 
in tafting any of thofc things which are foibiddcn, it 
WMnot my fia, but the fault of thefe entrails, which are 
here feparated from the red of my body.” Add having 
faid this, they cad the ve0el htio the river on the hanks 
t^wlvchihe ceremony was pel formed, embalming the 
red of the bSdy as puve sod free from da.

(fear of Jupiter. ** O divine governor of the hutiditd 
•dtles, we have led a holy life, fiom the time that we 


we*re initiated iu thy myficriesy and forfook the noAunul' 
ntes) and bloody fealls of Bacchus ) we are now purified, 
and clothe ourfelvet in white vcilments, the enblemi of 
our innocence: We Ihun the fodety of polluted mortals} 
neither approach we to the fepulchrei of the dead, nor 
taftc of the fielh of any thing which tfas been endued 


witli life.” 


Such alfo was if old, and to diia day is, the abfimence 
of tlir fndians j among whom the brachmans perfomi 
the office of pijjefihood. Tbefe the ancient Greciaaa 
called Gymnofophifts. They are all of one race, neither 
will they admit a fti anger into their order. They live 
for the muft part near to Ganges, or fome other river, 
for the lake of their frequent punfieations. Their diet 
eonfifis of milk, curdled with four herbs. They feed 
aUb on apples, nee, and Other fruita of the er^rth) 
eftcemiug it the height of impiety to taile of. any thing 
that has life. Tliey hve in little hnta or cottages every 
one b^ himfelf, avoiding company and difconrfe; 
pioyiog all their time in contemplaftioii, and the fervk«* 
of the temple. They efteepi this Hib but a neceffivy 
difpenfatiod of Nature, which* they voluntuily

Cettainly fo much wealth was never dcftincd to fall 
into the hands of little private thieves $ it is a booty fit 
for kin^ and gicat generals, the licence^ banditti of the 
earth. So many gKtteriog jewels would tempt the 
honefty of an aog<^ and he would be gUd to adorn the 
srpurtmeiKs of hit heaven, whb there-mdUnt drops of the 
fun which he fees on earth.

Tlie prince lieatlog' 
pf this) Ind being greedy of the novelty, fent for tlte Sa¬ 
racen, aad ba|gaiDed with him for a tiiou^ind crowns to 
unfold this riddle. He waited till May.day came, and 
watchidig'thp image that morning early, he obferved the 
place where the head caA its (hudow juft as the fun rofe j 
there he ordered certain men to dig, w'hich when they 
had don^ and wete got pretty deep in the earth, they 
encountered a prodigious treafure of filver, gold and jew¬ 
els, with which lire prince was fo well fatisfied, that he 
doubled the Saracen’s reward, and fent him home into 
his own country laden with rich prefenta* Doid>tlela 
there is much wealth buried by men in the earth ; for m 
former times they were of opinion, that if they ihould 
die fttddenly in the wars, or otherwife, fuch riches as 
they had hidden in the earth would ftrve them fn the

They fay he was a little feandalized at £rd, when he 
faw with what freedom the Sicilian women appeared a- 
broad in tlreBlt^ets and converfed with mm, but that af¬ 
terwards he took a great delight in their company, efp'e-

CntdnlylMfic has a mighty force on our affeAwns; and 
ft ii a proverb here in the Weft, ** That he who *does 
net love mufic, has oo foul.’* One of the aftdac pbile- 
fophere,defined the foul itfdf to be a& harmony t 'and an¬ 
other was fo leniible of tbe vanems eficAv of this feienee 
in raiiiag different paftioos in men, that he left; it ai an 
aphonfffl) ** Such at the mufte is, foeh are Um people of 
a comtnoiiweakh whence ft was thd great eftre of fuch 
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as took upon them to fo^ the manners of youth, tha( 
no tunes (hould be played in their hearing which nativ 
rally provoked to levity and wantonnefs, but grave and 
martial ilraliis, fucb as prompted lieit^c yioiights, and 
difpcffed them to virtue. The Italians arc great nudlers 
of this fcience, and tlie airs which they compofe for thcii 
church fervicc arc very deep and raviihing, wliich caufe? 
their new profelyte Don Philippo to paft his time very 
attentively during die celebration of their high mafs and 
their even fong. Tlicy repoit that he will turn Jcfult. 

He went from Sicily loaded with gifts and prefenta, 
and came to Rome, the f«ni of the Chriftians chief muf¬ 
ti, whom they call the Pope. He is much lioiionred and 
careffed by the holy father and all die cardinals, who havl' 
told him fo many foir things of the Nazareiic faith, and 
fhowed him fo many facred relics of antiquity, that he 
thinks hitnfelP'alreDdy within the verge dY" heaven, and 
that Rome is no other than the fuhurbs of paradife. There 
id fomething very charming and fweet in the converfa- 
tion of the ChriiUan prelates, if they^e men of-learn¬ 
ing, as tnoft generally ^they are ; and| ft is no wonder 
that fuch polite company fliould prevail much on the 
flexible temper of a young prince, who is as a pilgrim in 
a ftrange country, where he can hear nothing but perpe¬ 
tual Cdlogies of the Chriftian religion, nor fee any thing 
but ^jeds, ^hich ferve only to conflrm in his mind a 
venmdile idea of that faith he has embraced.' Befldes, 
the)^ fay, be is fallen deeply in love with a young Roman 
lady ; fb that there is flU hope of refcuing him from the 
|raw<arr'bf fo many enchtintmeiits.

I HAVE often wondered at the lethargy wherein the Na- 
zarenes feem to be drowned. They fo/get wlrat they 
read in their own biblcs; they' there encounter with ex- 
preflion^ which favour of ihe £aft. Every page of the 
wiitten law reliihes of the dialeil which is pure and live¬ 
ly, tliough the trauflatois have cropp1*d the flower of 
the fciife. I have read their bible in Grech, Latin, and 
Trench, but none of thefe languages cxprcfs to the life 
the otigiiial Hebrew, nor can it be expcflccl. It is im- 
polBble to £crew up ilic dull phrafes of Europe to ^the 
fignilicant idioms of Afia. We may as well cxpeA 
dates to fpung fiom a iccd; and, fut that reafon, it is 
forbidden the true faithful to tranilute the volume of light 
from the original Arabic, which is no otlrcr than He¬ 
brew in its tliicient purity. 

Tills is the language of thofe who dwell above the fe~ 
venth orb : It is the dialeil wherein God converfes with 
the pages uf his divine fernglio, whci-ein all the records of 
the celeflial empire are wiit; and, when he ilTues out or¬ 
ders to the mlnidere and haflus uf heaven, Hafinarlel, the 
fcctctary of the immortal divan, ufes no other charadler 
or fpeech, but that which is peculiar on earth to the fans 
of Tfinael, the inhabitants of the region on die call of 
the Red Sea. In line, tliis » the language wherein the 
Omnipotent thought flt to difeover his pleafuie to mor- 

Beiie>% Mahmut» when he.tells thee with profound 
diAt he has t^en fome pains totipry icto 
Itsguagin which have been the channels of divine 
* knowledge.;;^]!-have bee^ peculiarly ambitious to ftudy 
tl«, ;as)at^^<^ Oriental words ; and it fwould be no hy¬ 
perbole to fay; I hate learned to difTcdt even the very fyl- 
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lables, wherein the various placAig of ptjints and letters 
alters the fenfe, or at leaft makes it ambiguous. So fig- 
nificant and myflerious arc our facred' charafters. 

I fpcak not this in pecvifliucfs, or to vindicate myfelf 
from the contempt whicf> Ikingi Cap*-Oglant has put 
upon ntc. I have no emulation in that point; nor can 
any little fpur of pedantic ambition make me fortvard to 
contend with a* man, whofe whole talent coiilllls in 
knowing and remembering other mens works; as if he 
had iliidicd at Atlicns only for this end, to loani the 
facetious art of turning his brains into a catah-^uc of 
books. But* 1 rcfledl on the learned among tlie Naza- 
renes, who arc chiefly to blame, having the cudody of 
the book .delivered to them from tlic Jewsj^And among 
them the iianflators of that volume are paft excufe, for 
they have defloured the original, and robbed the vii-gin 
language of its beauty and huncur, whilll*the reft are 
witnefles aoul filent abettors of the rape, in concealing 
the indignity that has been done to the letters formed 
by the finger of God, and full of divine myfterfes. 

In thus accufing the Chriftian interpreters of the 
biblc, I do not patronife the critical whimfics of the 
•Jewirti cabbaliils. They arc exploded by all men of 
£esfe ; yet there is a medium between the excefs of that 
affe&ed aicenefs, which has rendered the one ridiculoitt, 
ohd of that'ftudied carelefTnefs to winch *tbe dtifcurity of 


thtAOther is owing. As the Hebrews, by the 

letters too clofc, have fqueezed out divine chimtr|8, fb 
the Chriftians, la uliog tod flack a hand, h4ve*fcarce 
gained # grofs draught of common human fenfe, leaving 
the genuine elixir of the writer’s meaning behind.

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who adored the ce}efti£l bodtea and eletnenta } nor did 
any of them pay thor devotions at the fame sdtar whli 
that Egyptian monarch, who was a wodhippCT of the 
god Serapis j. but they were Jews, feventy, or two more 
in number, as the tradition goes. And being every one 
coirmanded fererally to translate thofc manuicnptt, which 
the Jews adeemed the oracles of God, without coa> 
vcrfing with or feeing each other, it is laid their vcrfiona 
all agreed to a fyllable. 

This is tltc ftory of the Jews, and feems to be credited 
by tha- Chrillians; yet fome hare found many errors and 
incongruities in that celebrated copy ; mtd it is* eafy 
for an impartial eye, efpccially in the head of an Orien¬ 
tal, to fpy many more. 

But the Latin, which they coll the vulgar traoflation, 
is full of miftakes ; and the pretended faint who made it, 
fhouid have 'gone farther than Palcftine for his iotelli* 
gence in ancient Hebrew. His name, if I miftake not, 
was flieronymus; he pafled many yean in a cdl, near 
the fuppofed tomb of the Cliriftians MelSah in the Holy 
Land i where, they fay, he was infpired with the know¬ 
ledge of H^ew, and from thence ventured upon a 
iranilation of the Old Tellament. 

Thou wilt not capeA a certificate of thefe things from 
Mahinut, who only tells thee what he has read in Chri-, 
ftian authors, whom they call the hiilorta&a oi their 
church. 

1 can afiure tkite, it vms no fpirit of Ute Bad 
alEfied this ecclefiaftlo in b» verfion ; for he comes 

Iboit of i^hdy rendering the lofty hyperb^des^t^ofiSe 
fimiwilks, ekgant figures, and other omamentsof ^eech

* What fliall I fay then of the tranfiations that have 
been made of th^ir Bible in other languages, not fo copi- 
‘otis and dgniiicaiit as the Latin ? 

Since the diviiion arofc between tbe Roman Catholics 
and Proteftants, their Bible has been taught to fpi^k the 
diale.£l of all, or moll nations in Europe. Yet fuch is 
tho unhappinefs o'f the Franks, that the more they taoi'

Permit n^e to glartce only on the pftlter, or the odes of 
Saltan DaVid. How ilat and dull are the me^ures of 


the Chriftian tranflators ? How low have they funk the 
fenfe of that roj'al’poet? He never began to .y^rble 
forth any of thofe divine fongs, untif firft itifott^d by 4 
foiveph,be had lured down from'parlmfe by the 
melody of Ms harp. That ferapK’feii’-m^er of tlws 
mlofic above, as the HebreW db£tors'fe'acb. ' Bfveiy t|i^ 
Ikavid played'on Isis inilrihnleht, Ariel'(for |o was t^e 
fpirit called) made bis defeent, and fung with a grace 
Foiir. •* J2. 
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wliich cannot be cxprefTed. The docile poet foon^lear fl¬ 
ed both his notes and words. Seven htmdred times 
David touched his harm4)nious firings, and fo often the 
angel flood by Mm with the book of the choir. He 
taught feven hundred fonnets that arc chanted by the 
level's in paradife; but the devil flole them from the' 
king, whilft he was gazing on another man’s wife, bath¬ 
ing heifelf in an adjoining garden. 

Yet there are above an hundrcil hymns remaining, 
which David compofed by memory out of the former; 
but foific fc£ls among the Chriftians have turned them 
to the ballads of tlic vulgar. 

So ha?e they dealt with that furpafling poem of Solo- 
mo»> taughuhim by the ctherial tutor of his father. For 
Ariel was enamoured of one of the virgins of paradife, 
at the fame time that S(Jt>mon enjoyed Pharaoh’s daugh¬ 
ter, and had newly built for her a feraglio of cedar. The 
heavenly lover, therefore, to accommodate himfelf to the 
paflioii of the monrj, taught him one of the paftorals of 
Eden, a fong peculiar to bis own amour. 

But the NazareniTS liave turned it to a dry and in- 
iigiiificant allcgorj’, by their gloITcs j putting an affront 
alfo upon rhetoric and poetry, In wording their tranf- 
latiou. 

If I lliouid go nn and number the miftakes they have 
made in the writings of the prophets, and other books of 
ihe«01d Tellamcnl, though it were but in this general 
nianiuer, I ihould tire thee out; but to recount the par- 
ticulurs would be a thirteenth talk fur Hercules. 

Yet, after all thefc defaults of the Icaimed, neiflierthey 
tior the Ignorant can be excufed from wilful blindnefs, in 
liuttting their cyci againlloihe twilight which appears in 
tbo woril tranflation, and is fufficient to direft any mtn 
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tothc.Eaft, wlicre Wifdoia dunes io her perfed I'plcn. 
dour. 


I’hfrc tire exprefltons all over tlie feriptures, which 

point to the laws, cuftoms, habits, diet, and manner of 

life, ufed in the regions firft vifiicd by the morning fiirh 

TliclV are the fame now as they were of old; and the 

TnufTiilmans of this age ohferve no other rule of life, but

what was praAHcd by the patriarch Ibrahim, above three 
tlioufand years ago, and by all the faithful of thofe times. 
Onr n^aniages, tircumcifiona, funerals, prayers, wafhings, 
and all other ceremonies of religion or civility, Ire the 
ftusc now as then ; there is nothing added or diminifhed, 
fave the faith and obedience we owe to Mahomet, the 
ambalTudor of God, and to the volume put into his hands 
by Gabriel, prince of the divine mefiengers. 

Our very habits, and the manner of our building, our 
falutationi and whole nddrefs, arc tire fame at tliis day, 
as the Scripture tells us were in ufc in thofe ages next 
after the flood, among the patriarchs and prophets, and 
amoiig all the t:ue believers, the pofterity of Ibrahim, 
efpi'cially the defcendanls by the right line, the ftem of 
Ifmael, the cldcll fun of Itim who entertained three angels 
at once in his tent. 

Yet the infidels will not confider it, but perfuade 
thcmfelvcs they are the only children of the faithful Ibra¬ 
him, pretending to pradife, !i» I know not what flgura- 
live feiifc, the life we lead in truth ; cheating themfelwa 
with empty fymbuls, while we enjoy the fubflaoce. « 

Hut thou, great fimceflbr of Ibrahim and the* pro¬ 
phets, vt^Ufafe to pray for Mahmut, that whilft his 
duty to the Grand Siguier obliges him to dwell here ia

AHt peace agreed on laft year, between the Germans 
and Swedes, is not yet fully eftablifhed and confirmed. 
There has been a cefiation of arms fiuce that time, and 
now the Duke of Amalfi, on the emperor’s fide, the 
Duke of Vandort for the King of France, and he .of 
Krilcin, for the crown of Swcdcland, aic met at Norim- 
berg, to conclude a final ratification of the articles. 

During this confult, the Swedifh army are permitted 
by the emperpr’s agreement to quarter up and down iu 
feven circles of the empire, and not 10 be difeharged till 
all their arrears arc paid at the coft of the Germans. It 
is faid it will amount to three millions of fcquins. This 
war has lafied near thirty years ; in which above three 
hundred thouDind men have loft their lives. 

As to the Englifli affairs, the prevailing party there 
have declared that ancient kingdom to be a free ftatc, 
and the monarchy is abolifticd by a public aft. Never- 
thelds, after ChaHes was beheaded, his cl^eft fon was. 
predaimed king, both in England and Ireland, by fomc 
of the nobles and gentry that were friends to that royal 
family; and in Irdaod, a certain great duke appeared 
at the head of a numerous army, in behalf of the young 
king’s intereft, having laid fiege to the metropolh of that 
kfs^dom, wbfch, with one other town, were the only 
Axofig holds that relifted*the king’s party. But in the 
8th moon, the army which the Engliih ftates had newly 
fent over to that ifiand, engaged^ with the forces of this 
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duke, entirely routed them, killing two tboufand men 
on tiie rpot, and taking many thoufand ptiToners, with 
all theii ammunition and baggage. This, being fecond- 
ed with other Ti£lories, in a Ihort time reduced that 
kingdom under the obedience of the Engliih ftates. 

' In the mean time I hear no pleafing new* from the 
Levant. VelTeJs daily arrive in the haven# of France, 
who confirm each others relation# of a dreadful naval 
combat between our fleet and that of the Venetian#, 
wherein, they fay, we have loft feventy-two galley#, 
thrj^efcore merchant veflels, and eighteen fiiip# dF war.j 
that, in this fight, fu thoufand five hundred muffulman# 
have loft their lives, and near ten thoufand were taken 
prifoners. * , 

1 tell thee, thefe are great breaches in the navy, 
which, belonging to the lord of the fea^aud land, hat 
■ITuTned to itfelf the epithet of Invincible. Thefe are 
blemiibes in the eafign# of high renown, reproaches to 
the empire, which we believe is to fabdue all nations. 

I reflect not on the courage, or condufl of the captain 
balTa j neither am I willing to help forward the ruin of 
a man, who cannot expert to be honoured with a veft, a 
fword, or any other marks of the foltan’s favour, fur his 
fervice in this fea campaign. I am naturally compaffion* 
ate. It is, not in my praife I fpeak it; for 1 believe 
this tendemefs to be rather a vice of my conftitution, 
t^’in to have any rank in the morals, much lefc to be of 
kin to the family of virtues. I pity a man f|Iiing into 
difgiacc, on whom the weather of the feraglio cfc,nge», 
from v^ich he rouft exped nothing but clouds and 
ttorms. Thofe tempefts-wiU prove more fatal to hu*t * 
than any that ever tofied his fl^t on the ruffled oceto. 

In all probability, he will fuffer a fliipwreck of his £ar>

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tune, if not of his life ; thefrfore it is with extreme 
legTct I muft Ciy that wliich may haflcn his full. 

But I am commanded not to conceal any intelligence 
that relates to the intcreft of ihe Sublime Porte, nor to 
fjjare the foa of my mether, if J know him guilty of 
-criminal pia<5^iccs. 

All that I have to lay to the charge of the bafla of 
the fea, is a prh'atc corrtfpondencc wliich he holds with 
Cardinal Ma?.ari!ii. This I difeovered by the afliftancc 
cf a dwarf, whom 1 have often mentioned in my letter* 
to the grandees of the Porte. I need not repeat lo ihcc 
what 1 have faid already to them, of the birth, education, 
and genius of Ofinin (for fo js the little (park called), 
jior of the anctliod I have put him upon, tc wind him- 
felf into ilic fccri is of tlic public minifters; only thou 
mayeft report^ to the diran, that this diminutive man con* 
tinues to purfuc his advantages of accefs to the clofets 
of the French minifters, whereof I g^ve an account laft 
year, in a letter to Chiurgi Muhammet Baffa. 

Thou mayeft alTure them alfo, that when he was yef- 
terday in the chamber of Cardinal Mar.arini, he call; his 
eye on a IcU er which lay open on the table, whilft the 
cardinal wms in eameft difcouric with an extraordinary 
courier from Rome. He had not oppoituiuty to read 
more than the ruperfeription, and a line or two of the 
matter, which contained thefe words: 

* The rijlld Cominander, the Humble Shadow of the 
^ght Star of the Sea, Cit>AL, Captain Baffa ; 

the Moft lilufliious Prince of the Kingdom of the 
.f'^Mcfluh, emiaent amo^g t^c High Lords of Holy 
lionour, the Sublime Diredor of the People of Jefus, 
AJTjftani to the Cliair of Sovereign Dignity, the Seat 
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of the Roman Caliph, Julio Mazakiki, Cardinal, 
and our Friend •, may whofe latter days incrcafc in 
liappinefs. 


** Thy affeciiooate letter and prefents were-delivered 
Tafc to me, as 1 lay at anchor with tlie Heet under my 
command, not far from the ifland of Chios ^ and, as a 
mark of fny acknowledgment and good-will to thee and 
all the Nazarenes, I embraced in my aims the noble cap¬ 
tain, Signior Antonio Maratelli, who had the honour to 
he truiled with this negotiation. X immediately*difrob- 
ed myfelf, and caufed that brave Italian, thy meflenger, 
to be vefted with my own garment, as a pledge of—

Before Ofmin could read farther, the cardinal ap>- 
preached the table, and look up the letter, letting fall 
fome words to the courier, by which the dwarf was con¬ 
firmed in his fufpicion of the bafTa*! perfidioofnefs, and 
tiiat this letter newly came from him. .

XVIII.—To Caka Hali, FhjJician lo the GrandSignior. 

W. have bad a violent hot fummer in thefe parts, with 
much tlmixler and lightning, which has done conhderable 
damage to the farmers, in burning their hay and corn.,in 
their granaries. Complaints arrive here daily from all 
the provinceji that Heaven has confumed their harvells. 

This the court party interpret as a judgment on them 
for their rcbdlions; cauTing it to be induftrioufly fpread 
about in all c^panies, that Heaven is angry with the in- 
balutants of Guyeone, Bourdeaux, and other provinces, 
icf taking up arms this year againfl thdr foverdgn. I 
know not how far this cenfure is juftifiable ; but it ised)* 
ferved, tliat the people of thefe rebellious proviucei have 
received more apparent and i^parable injuries by the 
lightning, than ihofe of other parts. Several members 
of the parliament of Aix were found dead in their beds, 
after a tempeftuous night of Hghtning; and next day, 
the roof of the houfe where they aflcmbled fell down, and 
killed feverai. 

fnjthe great church of Bourdeaux, as they were cele- 
bratiug tUdr mafs, a ball of hre broke in from behind 
thc.^ar, fraote down feverai images, and hlKng the 

intolerable ftink, flew out at a window, 
Bidj^Ut doing any farther barm ; and a great bank of 
fV^ey, i«ifcd by this dty to pay their foldlcrs, was all 
nl^d down by lightnkg, to the aftohiihmtnt of thofe 
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who faw ic j for it waa done in the dRy>time, the gran- 
decs of Boardeaux being prefent. .£t would be endleft. 
to recount all the mifchiefi that have been done in ^ofo 
pasts. We had no great harm, here, &ve that almoft all 
the wine in the city was turned to a kind of vinegar in 
ctfic night} which the phflofophers attribute to the pc» 
ciiliar energy of lightning, which play# the chymill with 
tins liquor, and ih a moment feparates, and drinks up ita 
\ital fpirics, leaving only a mrfuum caput behind. 

The feafon hus been fo hot during the dog.4ays, that 
the air itfelf feemed combuiUble; and the very wind#, 
irotp whence Ve looked for refrefliment, were like the 
breath of a ftove. 

All things feemed ready to take fire, as ^if the ele- 
reeats waited for the grand conflagration; heat was tlie 
cry every where } men# bodies were fcaldcd with inter¬ 
nal flame#; the ihade 'of trees afforded nef relief; the 
fountains couRnot allay their thirll} all nature feemed 
to be in a fi^er, ready to expire. « 

Now thofe fervours are abated, ant^we begin to liavc 
frofty mornings; the nitrous air refteren mens appetites} 
abundance of rain has ntw.moulded the gaping parched 
earth, produced a fecond fpring; the huibandman com¬ 
forts liimfelf with the hopes of another crop of hay, to re¬ 
pair the lofs of the former, which the lightning robbed him 
of. In the mean .time, the winds are very bufy in difrob- 
i»8- the trees, and'fcattering not only their leaves, but alfo 
the fruit that is not gathered, on the ground; wliereby 
a banquet is prepared for the hogs in every orcliird} who 
claim asamuch right to feed on what lies on the com¬ 
mon t^ible, as their owners ; and it is .no impleafant 
fic to hear a herd of fwine fiet t^elr teeth at work .ni the 
windfallen apples; at leaft this fpedaclc and noile is de»> 
lightful to me, who have been without appetite thefe 
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three moonsj and but juft begin to recover my ftomach. 
I often vide out of Paris, on puq)ofc to take the coun* 
try air, where my bread tallcs more favourlly than in the 
city. There appears fomething fo liarmlefs and iimoc 4 ;nt 
in tiic faces and behaviour of the ruilics, ns ciTeftualiy 
relieves my melancholy ; I cannot difeern in them any 
ftgoatures of court craft and vilbny ; their converfalion 
cheers my fpirits; I love to hear them\nlk of tlieir ru¬ 
ral affaire \ my eye ftrfJows the phmghmcn with envy ; 
then 1 could wlfh it had been my lot to have been bted 
up in*fomc homely cottage, where 1 might have tended 
oxen, fheep, or aftes; all which a£l regularly according 
to their nature: whereas he that is the fervaui of princes, 
is compelled to do many things contraiy to his rcafun, 
which is the greateft unhappinefs that can befal a man. 
How fwcet is the ftcep of the hulbandman by night, and 
Itow void is ‘his mind of embittering cares by day ? he 
rifes witli the lark, and is as cheerful as that pretty bird; 
faluilng Aurora with a Cung, or a Icftbn on his pipe, he 
fuuft’s up the whokfome and fragrant dew of the mc/rniiig ; 
as be walks over the lands, he beholds, with admiration 
tiiid plr-.furc, the gilded clouds and tops of mountains; 
when the fun comes forth of bis bed-chamber in the ,eaft, 
be ^ura bimfelf ou to his daily labimr, by tire example 
of that avdivc plaurt, following his work with content 
»nd joy ; his food is plc;ifant both in his mouth and his 
belly t he feels uo after pangs through faticty ; but, well 
refrefhed aad noiirifhcd with his homely diet, he lies 
dowtf wfth the larob^ and lleqre in peace, never dreaming 
of flalc iiitrigiics, or the plots of the mighty. iIThus he

Tell me, dear Hali, apt not tbefe proper objefts of ' 
!vy to a man m my cireumftances ? or, canft thou blame 
who has judtlier bealtli of body nor peace of

If I have not addrefled to thee before, attribute it, to 
my ignorance of thy quality and perfon. As foon as I 
heard of thy advancement to this important truft, I re- 
folved to fjdutc thee, as becomes a Have in my puft, and 
to with thee all the happinefs thou canft defire. Yet, 
when I congratulate thy rife, remember I do but wcl- 
‘ come thee to a precipice, a mere pinnacle of fortune, 
where tliou hafl no reafon to expeft fecure footing; the 
blaft of an envious mouth will make thee totter ; thou 
•breathcil in an clement full of tempefts; the fly prafticcs 
of a rival may undermine thee, or the mere open frowns 
of thy fovercign may call thee down j thou art ever li¬ 
able to the malice of the vulgar, and not a little in dan¬ 
ger of thy own weaknefs, the infeparable companion of 
honianity. IT thou fhouldeft once look with’difdain on 
thofo that arc beneath thee, the vaft diftance and height 
of nhi profpeA may make thee giddy ; therefore it will 
be gaod for thcc to have thy eyes always fixed on thy- 
fdf; that will prove the beft chart, by which to fieer thy 
fottife thixjugh the rocks and fands which on all bands 
threaten the life of a courtier. It will not be amifs alfo 
to j^e before ^e the examples of wife men, thy pre* 
deceflbre. r^kcre is a greater force in thefe, than in the* 
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beft counreb, becaufe matter of fa£t leaves no room for 
diftrud { whereas men are naturally jealous of thufc who 
pretend to inftmft them. We are all fond of oar own 
reafon and judgment, and are apt tofufpefl him of fome 
defign, who fecks to perfuade us, though to our good: 
.bciidc\, there is a fpecies of pride, a punctilio of honour 
in mortals, which will hardly permit us to yield our- 
felves in a condition to need another's advice; whence 
comes the Arabian proverb, which fays, ** A man pro^- 
{its more by the fight of an idiot, than by the oiatiuM 
of the learned.” We all love to make our own^experi* 
merits, and'fooner truit any fenfe than our ears; there* 
fore the Lacedemonians caufed their flaves to be made 
drunk in the prefence of their children, tli^t, from the 
fqualidnefi of the fpe£facle, they might conceive a ha¬ 
tred agaiiift that vice, which, by all the inflructlons in 
the world, they would never learn to abhor. 

The crimes of fome in thy ftation have more of fobri- 
ety in them, but Icfa honefty. Wonder not at the ex- 
preflion, nor accufe me of impudence. I reiieA only oa 
the wicked ; number not thyfeir among them. 

Thou knoweft it has been an ancient cuftom for our 
renowned emperors to divert thernfelvcs, at certain timet, 
with the figlit of their inelUmablc treafury. I am no 
ftranger to the ceremonies ufed at fuch times; one would 
think it impolUble, amidft fo much caution, that the 
Orand Signior {hottld be defrauded of the leaft part of 
hts wealth. I do not fpcak of the chamber of anps, or 
thofe others which make up the imperial wardrobd. The 
bulk a»d weight of thofe rich velvet brocades, and other 
furniture of gold and filver, difeourages the theft. Bin 
who can number the vobberio that have beeu committed 
among the jewels, a.id invaluable raritiea of the myfteri- 
ous clofet i It has been found eafy to conceal and tnm- 
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fport from thence whole beds of diamonds, and chains of 
pearl, undifeoveted, I will not fay unfufpefrtid, at tlie 
times when Anackdar-A^aA gircs three knocks on the 
cabinet of the keys. 

Thefc are hours of luuuificence and royal bounty, 
when the auguft Lord of tlic Mines is pleafed to gratify 
•his Daves with gifts, and make them fenfible they fnvc 
him, who commands this upper world, and that under¬ 
neath. 

No prince can difcommend this domeftiu fport of cm 
foverci^n, when he makes his pages fci ambit fur dia* 
monds and rubies, fince it gives him a talle \-i his oyru 
humanity; nothing being more agreeable, it) cafes oi> 
this fide of %motous jealoufy, titan to let others partake 
of our pleafures : and it is the peculiar delight of kings, 
fometimes to lay afide their Date and grandciu, lo he ia> 
miliar uith their attendants, making them iheir eompa- 
nions, or at IcaD their proxies, in many enioyments. 

But it is pity this favout Ihould be abufed, as it has 
been, in the inDance I mentioned. Tiiou art no Dran- 
ger to the records of the Hiifna, which tells us, that 
when Gelep Chiaus Baffa was made chief tjcafurcr, in 
the reign of Sultan Muftapha, the lucre of the glittcTN- 
ing jewels had tempted him to defraud his mafter to the 
valae of five hundred thoufimd fequins, which, upon the 
information of three pages, and a diligent fcarch, weie 
found in his trunks.

<dfice,*who have not purloined fomething from the im¬ 
perial coffers. They fay it is an hereditary iheft^delivcr. 
tradition from one to another; every Hafnadar- 
bang advanced to that honour by the recommenda- 
tpn of his predeceffor, for the fervice he has done him 
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ill conniving at tkefe prafkices, wliich cannot be hid frotts 
any of the fixty who guard the royal wx:alth« 

I'liou canft nut blame me for putting thee in mind of 
thefe ihingS} in regard I am ec/inmanded to write with 
all freedom to the fublimc miaiAers, wliatcver concerns 
,lhc inieiell of our great maAcr. 

I have no more to fay* but to deAre theei in tranf- 
mitting >vh3t money is appointed for me, to be timely 
and {nin£l jally, to lend duplicates by dlAcrent polls, 
tliat, if one ihouM mifeany, 1 may not be at a lofs; for 
there is no credit for a inuQulmao io Paris* . Eliachim 
t\'pu*ld fupp7y me with wliat may fuificc a dcrvicli; but 
it belongs to thee to lake cate that I want not what it 
requifitc for an agent of the Grand Signior*^

I UNwi< LiNGLY concluded my laft Lltcr^ before 1 bad 
vcnlcd half my thoughis on thofe orittiial fubjccls, fo 
full of inili.idiuu ard (jleafnre. I'hy journal is become 
my '-ompanion; £ carry It with me to the gar* 

dens stud folkiides, and even to the libraries and cLurcbes^ 
to v.'iiich fall I am obliged to go fometimes, that I may 
avo:d fi-fprcion. 

Tfsc Chnfliuns, when they enter the mod deligl^tful 
g,;rdciis of Paris, Ipend their time, and wtaiy ihemfclves 
in '.Yulking forward and bnckwaiJj they will rf^eahire fe> 
vcral leagues in travcrfing one alley j w’hich vain coftorn, 
thou knowefl, is contrary to the pra£lice of the faftcrif-* 
people, who love to fokee thyufelvei, iti litung ftill unr 
dcr the cool fhades, and feeding thdr eyes with t!ie grate* 
ful vtidurc of trees, i]«cir nofes with the fragrant fmclj 
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of htrbe and-floweiBi and their eara with ilie pretty me* 
lody of the birds; all which ferve as helps to their con¬ 
templation. 

After tills manner I many times pafs .'inmy fome hours 
in the gardens of this city, whereof there arc j;reat plcn- 
ty.| and when I am cloyed with the foremcniioncd ylea- 
fures, then I take out thy journal, and fall to reading, 
which winds up my thoughts afrcili, like a watch tlmi is 
down; nay, it opens new fuurccs of contemplation, uix! 
ferves as a miraculous talifniaii to bring China, India, 
and all* the eaft into the place where I am, fo lively and 
nntmral are thy difeoutfes of thofe parts. 

When I am in the churches it ferves me inlUad of a 
prayer-book,; and, whiltt others are babbling over they 
know not what, or at leail they care not what, 1 offer 
up to God the firft-fruit of my reafon and knowledge, 
which he has given me to diffliiguifli me front all forts 
of beads, whether io human /liape or not. 

I go, to the libraries, I compare tliy joarnalwjth 
the.wrjtings of others who treat of the fami? matters, and 
ffnd, tliat thou agreed with fopie, corredeff the miffakes 
of othcis, and in all, fhowcll 9 geuius elevated above ail 
others of the common hiitonans and travellers, vvjio feck 
lather to amufe the reader with uncouth ftorics and uil- 
Tcntorcs, than to inlhuCt him with what is really ufcful 
and' profitable^ 

Thus thy journal is become the companion of my foli- 
ludcsj the objeft of my ftudics, and the help to my de- 
vottonl alsroad ; and it u no Icfs the diveriiun of my rc • 
tIrrMpgt and melanclioly at home. T am a greatvadmircr 
of^li^uity; and therefore an old craggy rock, over- 
with mofs, and fulkof gaping cbafms, is a more 
V .Rgrceable fight to me, than the flowery meadows or ver> 
dauL groves; becauTe the former looks like a reiifi of the 
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primitive chao9> wherMi 1 know the latter to be only the 
produ£t of the hft fpring. It is for this reafon tlty nar¬ 
rative ntfords me fo vaft a delight, becaafe k treats of the 
moil ancient kingdoms and governments in the world, 
nnd is not iluifcd with chimcnis and fables, as moil rela¬ 
tions of thofe countries are, but gives a fincere and true ' 
acOoiint of whatever is confidcrablc, without touching on 
impertinences. 

But above all, I am delighted with that part which 
relates thy travels in China; that country being of fo 
vail art extertt, fo rich, fo poprdous, the people fb iVduf- 
triotrs, learned, and politic (befides the antiqoity of their 
empire, which cannot in that point be nrttched by any 
goveiument under the heavens), that the exarftJcnorwdedge 
of thefe thiogs feetns to me of greater moment than any 
other difcoveries whatfoever. , 

What thou fayed of the Cbiocfe letters and words 
ihowB that tbod haft made fome infpeAion into that Ian- ' 
guage; and thy remarks on the long fucceffiofi abd feries 
of their kings, is an argument that thou art no ftringee 
to their chronology, which takea to snshy thoafands •( 
years before Noah’s flood. Thou art very exaft in eott- 
nierating their public tribunals and courts of jufticc, at • 
alfo in deferibing fome remarkable bridges, temjdes, pi- 
laces, and other ftruSures, which ferves to give the read¬ 
er a true idea of the magnificence and grandeur of the • 
Cliinefe emperors, and of the ingenuity of the people, 
who feem to exetd all others in arts and fciences. lij 1 ' 
word, it is evident that thou didft not pafs tliy time Vith " 
thy armsfoldcd whflft thou wert in that kingdom. And, 

1 know not how better to exprefs the efteem I have for' 
thee on account of the pains thou haft taken to inform , 
both thyfelf and me in matters of fo great importance, 
than by giving thee an account of what progrefsthe Tar- 
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tars have made in the conqueil of that empire fince thy 
return to Conftantinople. In my lafl, I acquainted thee 
with the coronation of i!ic Tartar king at Pekin ; fmee 
which, other veffcls arc ariived from tbofc paile, which 
bring an account that the young Tartarian conqueror 
foon pufhed fonvard his victories; and marching with un 
army into Corea (which kingdom, thoq kiiovveJt, bortlcrs 
on China), the king of that country made his fubmif* 
lions, and entering into a league with Zunchi, held his 
crown in fee of tliat viftonous emperor. 

Afterwards he haltened to fobdue the provinces which 
remained uncooquered. His method in accomplhhing 
this great work was by fwift marches, like another Alex- 
aoder tbe<Great; and by laying fiege to the principal 
city of a province, which he never failed either to take 
by force, compelled to furreoder, that fo they might 
efcape famine i and, when this was done, he took polTef- 
fion both of it and the whole province, fummoning the 
cities of lelTer note to furrendcr, which they feldom re- 
flifed after they had beheld the fate the Brft. Thus, 
in a little time, he became mailer of all that fpacious em¬ 
pire. 

The fame of his fuccefs quickly brought innumerable 
Tartars out of their native country to follow the fortune 
of tlieir emperor. To thefe he gave tlie chief offices m 
his army, and continued the Chinefe in ilie adminidra. 
tion of civil affairs ; and, as a token of their fubjc-'Hon, 
hej:ommanded r.ll the Cliiuefe to cut tlieir hair fliorl, and 
^ to clothe thcmfelvcs after the fafhion of the 'fartars. 

, They give a high charafter of this young pifhce, who, 
failidff fo many fucceffes and tiiumphs, difeovers not the 
vain-gfory, but contains himfelf within the bounds 
.i)^f a virtuous moderation, aferibes all to the decrees of 

i 
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glorious adions, which is an argument of a fpirrt truly 
heroic. And yet this prince is an idolater, as are aU the 
Tartars of that nation; or rather, they are men of no 
religion, which makes their morals the more admirable ; 
for, according to the relation of thofe wlio came lall 
from China, the Tartars arc a very' temperate a:ul conti¬ 
nent people, abhprriiig thcl'e vices which are but too 
common in other parts of the world, and from which liie 
true believers thcmfclvcs are «ot free. They arc rigor- 
ouily juft alfo, and punifh all manner of fraud and deceit 
with ynmadiate death. As for their cooduift and*cou- 
rag^n the wars, there is no nation furpafles them, few 
are their equals; they are palBonate lovers of an active 
life, fpending moft of their time on horfeback^ either in 
hunting wild bcafts, or fighting with their enemies i and 
their horfes arc the bell and mull cm.rag|0U8 in the 
world. There is nothing the Tartais fo much deipife as 
tlie fedentary life of ftudents and learned men, account? 
ing them the biudeo of a commonwealth, la/,y diones, fit 
only to be fold for flavts j but men of fervice and merit 
in the wars they have in gieat elleetn, never fuilL-g to re¬ 
ward fuch with dignities and commands pruponionable 
to their deferts and capacities. Nay, fuch iv the martial 
genius of this nation, that the very women ride to the 
wars with tlie men, and perform exi»1oits above wliat is 
expected from that foft and delicate fcx. Both men and 
women arc hahitiiated from their infancy to live in tents 
or v/aggous, there being very few cities in all Tartary ; 
there they aic imircd to hunger, cold, thirft, nnA all thc^ 
methods %f a frugal aiid liardy life; this is that w hiej/^ 
lenders them cxcclicnl foidiers, and a terror to all the na* 
lions round about them ; this is^that which fo loon re. 
duced all China to their obedience, the Clihicfe, among 
all tlicir virtues and accamph’fhmcnts, being the moft ef.- 
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femitiate people on canh. This, no doubt, thou baft ob> 
fcTved. 

Brother, I adnfe thee to go to Kerker Haflan bafla, 
our countryman, and prefent to him thefe obfervationg 
on the Tartars, which thou mayeft eafily do, by tran- 
{bribing what is for thy turn out of this letter. He in* 
berita his father’s genins, who, thou kijoweft, was one of 
the greateft bunteni in all Arabia, and had a charader 
not much diftcrcnt from what I have here given thee of 
the Tartars. That bafla will take great delight in thefe 
memoirs, and will think himfelf obliged to thee 

Tome proper acknowledgment. He is generous and ^cat, 
and it lies in his power to promote thee. I have writ to 
him alreatiy, and have given him an encomium of thy 
ability. 1 will fecond it with another letter, in anfwer 
to one I lately received from him, wherein he defirea a 
ftrther account of China. 1 will inform him therefore 
of feveral pafTages out of thy journal. He, no doubt, to 
make a ferther trial of thy knowledge, will a(k thee fe¬ 
veral queftions relating to thefe matters; fo (halt thou 
have a fair opportunity of rendering thyfelf confpicuous, 
and of gaining his efteem. Follow my advice; take time 
by the forelock, and the event (hall prove happy.

RSCaiVAO thy commands, and em proud of the honour' 
. ahou baft done me in requiring the fmalleft fervfce at my 
hands, efpecially one of this nature, which is an argu¬ 
ment that my former relttion of China was acceptable to 
thee. This I account my honour and happinefs,' that I 
< have a brother who has made fuch cunfideiuble impiove- 
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m?nls in his travels; for it is to him I owe the know> 
ledge I have of that country, and the other parts of the 
£aft. As for my couGn Ifouf, he would never vouch- 
fufe to fend me a fyllable relating to his travels, though 
he had rambled throughout all Afia. 

I dcGrcd this favour of him in fevcral letters, but have 
received no anfwey, fo that 1 know not whether he be 
dead or alive. My friends arc ver)* backward in writing 
to me } and, unlefs it be Tome of the minifters of {late, 
who fometimes honour me with a difpatch, though very 
rarely,. W.7rdly receive a letter from my familiar friends 
and {Rations in twenty moons, which makes me conclude, 
that abfcnce of fo long a date has quite blotted me out 
of their minds. • 

As to what thou defircft farther to know concerning 
China, my brother fays, that empire contain^44CO wall¬ 
ed towns and cities ; 3000 caflles and towers of defence 
on the frontiers, wherein are always garrifoned a millioa 
of foldiers, who are relieved at due times by others of 
equal number. There are a million alfo conflantly kept 
in pay to guard the goveniors of provinces, ambalTadors# 
and other officers of Gate ; the Emperor of China main¬ 
taining Gve hundred thoufand horfe to attend bis perfon.' 
All this is in time of peace. But, upon any revolt or 
invafion, the forces are iunumerable. There are in China 
331 bridges, remarkable for their ftrength and magni¬ 


ficence beyond all others in the world ; 2099 mountains'; 
lakes and medicinal fountains 1472 ; 1159 triumphal 
arches and other monuments, ere£led in honour of valiaivt| 
and learnt men ; 272 libraries, abounding with all man/, 
ner of excellent books; temples 3CX>,ooo, and as many 
priells, befides the convents of* their religious. They 
reverende 5036 male faints, and 208 female; aU which 
have temples dedicated (o their honour, befides thofe 
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w/hlch arc coiifccratcd to the fun, muon, and Aars, fire, 
«dr, earth, and \mer, and to the heavens, which comp re* 
hend all, and to the celeilial god^, who rule ah, and to 
tlie Supreme God, creator of the worldji. In thefe 
irmplcs tl:cy ctlchrate the praifcs of their gods and 
iicrocs with nnilic and ibngs, incenfc and facrifices ; be* 
hexing, that all things which are cQufpiciious for the cK« 
eellency of their nature, or from which mankind receives 
any general or extraordinary bcaeAt, ought to be wor* 
ihipped With divine honouis. In this they differ not 
from*the ancient pagans of Greece and KonK;i.«^ho had 
ahnoA as many guds and goddclTcs as there wc/c IV'cral 
cjcatuics ill the world, fu that there was no beginning 
nor ending of their fupcrltilions ; and the mo A learned 
and contemplative of thdr prielU found the cercmonici 
of their religion to be an inextricable labyrinth, where 
they w*crc often IoA« Certainly happy arc the faithful 
muffulmans, who adore but one God, the fountain of the 
univerfe, without entangling theinfelvci in the ahfurditiei 
of uiAdels. 

The Cbincfe arc great admirers of themfclvcs, a ml 
their own nation ; believing, that no people can Aand iu 
competition witli them for learning, wifdom, and riches, 
lliey have a very contemptible idea of all other countries, 
wnth dicir inhabitants, cAcetniag them cither as idiots or 
inonAcrs. 

« Tins conccitedncfi ii owing to their ignorance of the 
rel^ of the world, for they fcldom or nexer travel beyond 
limits of their own empire, 

\ I could fay a great deal more of this people, but it 
will be belter for thee to hear it from my br»tlier, who 
has been theic, and ca% give thee ample fatisfadlon iu 
aU ihiiigp relating lo that empire. I have wrote to him 
to gu and kife the dull before thy feet. If thou makell 
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uial of his abilities, tbou wilt hnd him ia)[/Voved bj'hu 
travels, a man iit fo: biifnitb, and one in whom thou 
uiaycit confide, whidi is a virtue never enough to be 
prized in thefe corrupt times*

Pardon ir.y importnnhy, if I tins once trouble thee 
with an addrefs of fcruples, bcgg'hijj ihy counfcl in tljc 
affairs of my foul. 1 feem to mylelf as a traveller loll m 
a wildevncls of doubts and uncertainties, witliout guide 
or conduct. Not that 1 queffion the of our holy 
religion, or miftruft the a\ilhority of the Sent of GOD. 
Certainly I revere the Book of Glory, whole (acred ver^ 
huVs arc tvanferibed o» my heart. But tlicrc is wanting 
to every man a particuhit ccuidud in the intncacics of 
^his life. I have not the art of applying the general pre* 
cepts of the law to my own perfonal occafions and neceC* 
fitics. Infinite difficulties arife from my daily affairs. 
My converfation with infidcU, and the duty I owe my 
great mailer, entangle my confcience. I am embavrafled 
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on all hands; and, wliilil I ftiidy lo confcnc purity, I 
hnd nivfcli* ftill defiled. 

I am no heretic, nor in the uumher of tliofe who are 
pieddtinatcd to be dananed for the injurious love they 
bear to llali; injurious, I fay, bccaufc it derogates from 
ihe honour they owe lo Omar, Ofmati, and libubechcr, 
the true fuccefi’ors of the apo^lle of God. 

As I firmly believe the t'.lcoran, fo I give an entire 
faith to the Book of AfToiiuh, or the Agreement of the 
Wife, with the writings of the four principal imaums, 
Haniff. Schafi, Meleclii, and Hautbeli; and 1 am fefign* 
cd t^^Uc fcntencc of the mufti, as our fathers were of 
old to tl:e oraculuus determmations of the Babylouiao 
caliphs. J curfc the Ky/ilbafehi with as mticit devotion 
as I pray for the health and fcL'cily of true believers. 1 
fpit at the naming of them who deny the chapter of the 
Covering, and ttic verficles brought down by the Squiic 
of Gabn'cl, in honour of the prophet's wife. I tievei 
lifted up my liasid agaitift any who dtTcciided from tiic 
divine inoflengir : and if in my pafliun I have ever curf- 
ed a muilulnian, 1 took of the dull under his fee'., and 
laid it on my lips, befoic the (liadow of tlic fuii had ad- 
vanced a hail’s breadth ; and U> 1 liindeied the fwift rr- 
cO!-<ler of our words from rcgillering the imprecation : 
for that duft, I believe, has power to blot out the •me- 
morials of our evil words and works.

When I liave rolled over ten thoufand i ho lights, which 
Cif^rd me no ci'fc or relief, no fooncr do I fix my t.uu 
twi.*iyi;Uion on the foliiary of Mount Uiicl, but a Uidd.u 
bcavi of light and comfo;*t glances through mv foul. I 
inyfcli g;eater faiiblaClion from thy advice, theu

Tell me, tlicrcforc, O holy and pious Eremit, i.ow I 
fliail difTipatc thefe mills of grkf and fachids whicii tnve% 
lop my mind, and threaten to lulfocatc my intcllcdl. 

’ f, in this du.knefs and caufulrm, 1 iliouid apply my- 
LO tliG difeipks of Alhd/au for inllniclion, i^icy*\viil 
pu/./.le m« with iniricatc r.icciies about the elTence and 
unity of God, whereas I am too much troubled already 
with Ui drafting fpcculntions. I (tek not to dive into that 
H'hicli U incomprchcnfible, but to be itiibufted in the 
pi.fill ;v;d hie way to happfsicfs. What imports 
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whether God he good by his goodnefs or by his eiTence ? 
Tbi? is to tlirow mciaphyfical duft in my eyes, and fo 
leare me in a worfe condition than they found me. 

No better light muft I expeft from the Momfeondc- 
ran j for, if they are ftriA obfervers of the law, fo am I, 
where the precepts are applicable to my condition and 
circiunftances: But I want a dire£lion in many emer¬ 
gencies, fur which the Alcoran feems to have made no 
proTifron, but leaves every man to the condu£l of his 
own prudence; and, I muft confefs, I dare not truft 
mine m all cafes of this nature. Befidcs, inftend .^of in¬ 
terpreting to me, in a plain ftyle, the ftatutes of the law, 
Urey will confound me with high and unintelligible no¬ 
tions of the Divine attributes, which are fufficient to 
dazzle the inteltcA of the brigbteft feraphim.; and if 
they could ofice perfuade me to be zealous for their fpe- 
culations, I might in time turn fuch another religious 
fool as was one of their followers, the poet Namifi, who 
being wrapped in his profound fpeculations of the Di¬ 
vine unity, and hearing an imaum pronounce the facred 
fentcncc, GOD is one, gave him the lie, and told him, 
that he multiplied the Divinity in affigiiing it any attri¬ 
bute, though it were only that which exprelTed lus uni¬ 
ty j for which impudent alTertlon he was flayed alive. 

In as bad a condition foould X be if I afleed the advice 
of the Muferin, thufe infidels in mafqucradc, who, uhder 
the difguife of mi’.flulmans, deny the being of a God, af- 
fert.all things to come by chance, and live without hope 
or faith of another life : For if this were true, that there 
were no reward or punilhment of good or bad li-orks, I 
would either foon make my way to earthly happinefs, by 
not boggling at any vies that would conduce to that 
end} or, if I failed In that attempt, I would not tamely 
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wait for a inartyrdom from men, but bravely rid myfelf 
of a life which was attended wiih nothing but mifery. 

Almoil as bad as thefe are the Ilairet, tliofc Maho. 
meian fceptics who dare not truft. llitir own reafon, but 
are ever wavering and irrefolutc. If I fhould feek for 
hillruvlioi) at their hands, they would anfwer me, “ God 
knows bell wliat I ought to do i'* and fo leave me in the 
fame fufpcnfc as I was before. 

Much worfe are the Guard, thofe inorofe interpreters 
of 1 lie law of mercy, who damn a man irrecoverably to 
hell for committing one mortal fm. This is encu^h to 
drive all mankind to defpair. 

Indeed the morals of the Sabin pleafe me, who feem 
to be perfedl Mahometan ftoics, afciibing all events to 
deftiny, and the influence of the ftars. 1 could willing¬ 
ly embrace tlic advice of philofophers who ^pear fo void 
of paiTion ; but I could never join with them in adoring 
the fun, moon, and conileUattons of heaven, becaufe the 
Alcoran has exprefdy forbidden it; and were there no 
fuch probibilioii, my own reafon would convince me tiiat 
I ougtvt as well to adore the hre for warming me, and 
ferving my other iiccefliiits, or the, water for quenching 
niy I’.ii/l, and puufjing me, or my own hands lor feed¬ 
ing me, .IS'.o pay til. fe divine honours to the ccU'ilial 
bu'.her, fm<;e the one, as w ell as tlic o Jicr, a^ according 
to natuic. 

in a word, cf all the innumerable fefts into which the 
jj '{'u i n.m empire is divided, I cannot cxpei^ entire fa- 
tisfaelion from any; for, if they appear uribuilux iil fomc 
tenets, in others they are manifellly heretical. Yet 1 can- 
nut but fet a higher value o.i fomc than others, as their 
duAriues and piadices upprojeh nearer to reafon and 
truths for I am not.yet fuch an academic as to afle that 
mock qtidlion, What is truth ? 
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UoLbtlcfs our fathers knew it, and the Mcircn^^cf of 
(.icjtl was fi.nt to divulge it on earth, liur if ij'noranec, 
iupcrilhion and error, hate baniihed it from courts and 
Cities, let us feek it in the di-fens. Pei haps we may find 
this rvand.’rcr among the rocks and wo-.ids ; or, it is pof- 
lible, file lias fiieltcrcd hcrfelf in fome den or cave, a( 
h«jpu-.g for greater favour fiom tlic wild beads than from 
tl.e focicty t'f men. 

If tr.itii be nowhcit to be found entire, but has divid¬ 
ed hcrfelf among the (liderent religions and fefts in the 
world} then, rather than mifs of this divine jewel, ^ will 
leaah for it in fragments; and whatfoever is rational and 
pious ill any fe£t, I will embrace, without ronccHiing 
myfelf in ifaeir follies and vices. 

After all, the Munafibi feem to me the only orthodox 
and illnniinated of GOD, who, declining the private by¬ 
ways of fcl'.Innaties, walk in the high road of pridine 
judice and piety, following the fteps of the ancients, and 
obeying ilic traditions which know no origin. Among 
thefe thou appeared as anotlicr Pytliagoras, confirming 
them by thy example in an innocent life ; enduring tiie 
utnmft feverititi of ahdincncc, rather than be guilty of 
Ihedding the blood of thofe creatures which the great 
Liord of all tilings created to enjoy the hc'.b.igc of tlic 
field, and to partake of the common UcfTingj of Natuie 
as well as wc. 

To thee, therefore, I liave n comTe, as to an oracle. 
Tell me, O facred Sylvian, am 1 not obliged to obey tlic 
infpir&tions of ray nature, or better genius, which tells 
me, it is a butcherly and inhuman life to feed on-flaugb- 
tered animaU I Did not all lUufe who aimed at perfec¬ 
tion among the primitive difciples of the Projihct ahdain 
from murdering the brutes i It is ^rnc, the MelTcngcr 
of GOD did not pofitlvcly cnjulu abdiucncc from ileih, 
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ytt lic recommended it as a divine counfel; and tliofe lo. 
whom he indulged the iibrrly of eating it, he tied up to 
certain conditiutiE. Do not all the religious orders preach 
up abillucnce, both in their fermons and lives ? I make 
no longer douhl, but the corruption of manners, and vo- 
luptuoiifiiefs of men, arc the chuIcs that this ancient fo> 
briety Is now difiifcd and flighted. My own experienee 
confirms me iu tV's opinion, who have often attempted 
to live iu abdiucuce, but, by the force of a voracious ap¬ 
petite, fuifeied myfelf to be carried back to my old in- 
tviiiperaucc. 

Ye*, in caili'g flelb, I have been precifely caretul to 
obkrvc the piwhibitions of our lioly Prophet, fo long as 
it was ill my pov-ev. I u;vcr kno.viiiyly tailed of blood, 
nor of any tiling ilrangled or knocked down. • But it is 
impoffihle- for me to affure myfdi of this, or that all the 
fleflr I cat was killed iu pronouncing tha^ tremendons 
name which gave it life. NeiO'cr covdd I o:icc cfcape a 
Bcceffity of eating fwiiic’- flclli. 

But 1 abomlnaie inyfetf for ilu's iuveluatar)' crime; 
and, to obviate the like temptation flir tlic future, I will 
tLidc of nothing that has brcarbvd the common a;r, being

true, 1 wilh for n;> greater Itappliivls, than that In my 
mut change my foul may {join into the body oi the ca¬ 
mel nliich lhail cany theC to Mecca.

My iiitcUi gcnce from the Imperial Porte romptimes ar¬ 
rives late, either ttuough the negleA IC.' u tmiilec, 
to wh{im that care is committed, or Uno.tgti the badne& 
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of the roadsy which many time« are unpaflabley befides 
the fit^oent ftops and interceptioM of the pofls in this 
time of war, which is the reafon I do not always hear of 
^e altenuione at the fera^lio, and the changes that are 
made in the governments of the Ihining empire till many 
moons are pa0ed. Who is exalted, or who made Man> 
foul, are things to which Mahmut is for a time a great 
ftranger. 

Therefore thou liaA no reafon to be offended that 1 
am thus late in fending to thee my congratulatory ad> 
drefs; but red confident, that 1 wi/h thee incrcafe of 
happisefB, like the fprouting of the palm. 

As a mark of my duty and affection, 1 ihnll now ac« 
quaint thee with news, which, though it may feem 
of fmall iiTiport to the divan, yet ha>< ftartled all Eu¬ 
rope. 

It is the inpvifonment of three of the French princes ; 
notthofe of the ordinary rank, but branches of the roy¬ 
al ilem, whofc names are not unknown in the feraglio, 
the rcfidence of fame. They arc the Princes of Condc 
and Conti, brothers, and the Duke of Longueville, huf- 
band to their filler. They arc the principal fubjefls in 
this nation; all three having the majeftic blood of the 
kings of France running in their veins. 

They owe their confinement to Cardinal Mazarini, or 
rather to their own inartificial conduct. Tire Prince of , 
Conde is a paflionate man, and has never learned how to 
conceal his refentments. When he firll returned front 
the.battle of Lens in Flanders, whereof I formerly gave 
an account, the infurreclioD in Paris began. The prince 
blocked up the city, and promifed the cardinal (againll 
whom alone all this llorm was raifed), that he would 
titber bring him back in*'tiiumph to Paris, or die In the 
•Itcmpt. He performed his word; and the cardinal rode 
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through the (Ireets of Paris in the fame coach with the 
king, queen, and all the royal blood, after the fiege was 
raifed, and a peace concluded ; and the prince, when he 
alighted out of the coach, addrefied himfclf thus to the 
cardinal: " Now, Sir, I efteem myfelf the happieft man 
in the world, in tliat I have been able to perform my 
engagement, in bringing your eminence back to Paris; 
and that by my prefence, tiie hatred which the multitude 
have for your perfon was reprefled whilll we pafied 
through the ftreels.” 

Tills too nearly touched the cardinal; and ind^d the 
queen, with all the relt, were fcnfible that the prince 
had too far overihot himfclf In this bft exprtflion. How- 
ever, the Curdiral teplied in a kind of mpdefty, not 
wholly void of cUokr and dlfdain : " Sir, you have not 
only obliged me to that height, but have done the king¬ 
dom fo confidcrabic a fcrvice in this aflion, that I fear 
neither their majeilirs nor myfelf lhall be ever in a (late 
to make you anfwerable corapenfation,” 

Thofc who ilood by and heard thefe interchangeable 
dlfcourfes, were apt to interpret the firft for a reproach, 
and the fecond as a menace; lince it is not ufual for 
great men to overvalue the fervices they do their king 
and country; and for princes, when they cannot duly 
reward an eminent performance, to turn their gratitude 
into hatred. 

This is ceitain, that the Prince of Conde has prefuD- 
’4^ much on the merit of his late fervices; aod it was not 
cafy for the queen or the cardinal to invent fuch acknow¬ 
ledgments as he expelled ; for he imagined they ought 
to deny him nothing, who had fo often hazarded bis life 
for their iiitereft, , 

It vae on this ground he thought he had a right to 

j> 6 
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intcrpofe in a marriage wliich Mazarini defigncd to make 
between one of his nieces and the Dnke of Mcrcoeur. 

Tliis duke is of a family which has been a lung time 
at variance with that of the Prince of Condc 5 and there¬ 
fore the prince was jealous, Itft the cardinal, hy the in¬ 
tended match, fhuuld fortify his hitereil among tlie 
prince’s enemies, and fo he in a condition not to want 
' his protection, the only tliitig he was ambitious uf; for, 
could he have once reduced the cardinal to this necclTity, 
he ht'mrvlf had been ahfoliite mailer at court; therefore 
he oppofcdlhc match with all vigour and induilr)'. This 
nettled the cardinal; he complains to the queen of i)>e 
prince’s unkindnefs ; iTic intercedes, and ufes her mmoft 
etideavoiii's to reconcile the prince to tin’s marriage ; but 
his brother, the Duke of Longiicvillc, had fo poflcired 
the prince with a jealoufy of the cardinal's prv)ceediug 8 , 
that 110 arguments could prevail on him, or overcome his 
(ixed avcifion fur Mazarinro dcfigued alliaiiec with the 
houfe of Vendofme (fo they c:i]l the family from whence 
the Duke of Mcrcccur is fprung). He rails at the car¬ 
dinal, irtid lampoons him in all companies; this begets 
111 blood in the fupreme miuiiler of Halt, s.iio fecretly rc- 
folves the piiucc's ruin. 

In ihiE, his policy and malice exceeded the petty re¬ 
venges of the piince ; who heing of a frank, open heart, 
coutented himfclf with railleries and fatirical cxprefllons, • 
whilfl.tbc cardinal concealed his angtr under the maik of 
extraordinary civilities; returning all the c'.>utcmpt 3 of 
The'princc, w’ith a rcfpcdl which fccined to fpcdk much 
alfeftion and devoir. , 

'He has been a long time tampering with a fadlion 
which goes by the name the Frondeurs. Thefc were 
his enemiesj not fo much in hatred of his perfon, out 
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of a zeal to ferve their country, wliich they imagined was 
oppicffed under the conduft of this minifler. 

Thefe he has lately gained over to his party, bj^re- 
prefciiting to them the Prince of Conde as the authc#of 
all thofe evils which they aferibed to himfelf; whilft at 
the fame time he perfuaded tliC prince, that they had 
fotne dtfign againfl his perfoti. Thus he artiliclally 
blinded both parties, and engaged them in mutual re¬ 
venges, privatclj' animating the Frondeurs agatiiU the 
prince, and provoking the prince to feck tlie ruiti of tlic 
Frondeurs. lly this trap the prince was inveigled to 
coijfent, and give orders for his own impiilbnrrent, 
whilR he wai made to believe the arreft was defigned 
agaiiiR his enemies; and tlie people were faliblied, fince 
they tserc jurfuaded the failion of the Frontieurs had a 
hand in the plot. 

•The iHth of tile latl moon the three pr.V.ccs were ta¬ 
ken into ciiRody, and fent to a place tluy call the Cattle 
of the Woo<l of Vinciennes, fornc le.igucs from Paris. 
The fame day the queen fent for the Diiclicfs of Lon- 
guevilic to coiiic to her, but the wary dnehefs woidd 
not put hei'fcU into a cage ; ihe Immediately fled in dif- 
guii'e to a feu town belonging to her luitliand. 

Il ib fiu'd, the Prince of Conde had notice given him 
of his dtfigned iiPprifounu nt, but that he would not e- 
fcapr, projcdiiig lo himklf fon-c giealcr advantages from 
the diJeontents of tlie people (who now behold him as a 
patriot), than from a cbiidcllineor fugitive liberty. This 
is certain, his coach broke on the road between .Paris 
and Vinciennes ; and it is thought bis friends might cali- 
ly have refeued him ; for this accident uccaiioned a ttop 
pf.fix hours in ihclr }our»ey, lime enoiigii to have raifed 
a thoufand men to his relief, &eiug only guarded by fix- 
teen cavaliers. But it feems he courts the cardinal’s pier- 
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fecution, that he may have deeper ground* for revenge, 
1 know not wbetl.er his policy Is juIUfiablc or no{ but» 
if ^were in his ci>'cumftanceS) 1 Ihould hardly take this 
mAhod to gratify my refentments, which in all probabi¬ 
lity 1 Ihould not be m a condition to accomplifh till the 
Greek calendst that )>, never.

III.—'To the Rais ErrEvot, Principal Secretary ojthe 

Ouoman Empire. 

Tn e devotees among the Fmnks much of the ju¬ 
bilee that is to be celebrated this year at Rome. They 
eniich ihcif fancies ttitli the hopes of 1 know not what 
fpiritual treafure, which the Roman mufti, or pontiff, 
will didributc atr.on**' the pilgrims that refort to Rome, 
during this holy year. 

This, as I am told, is celebrated in imitation of the 
fabbatical year, formerly obftrved by the Jews when they 
poffleffcd the Holy Land. The Hebrew writers, fiich 
as Jofephus and others, call that alfo the year of jubi¬ 
lee. Their cabbalifts, like the Pythagoreans, pretended 
to derive great myftcries from certain numbers ; and the 
number feven was had in particular veneration by the 
Hebrews: therefore they kept every feventh "day, week, 
and year holy. In the feventh year it was not lawful to 
till the ground, plant vineyards, or fow any feed; and 
when (even times feven years were expired, the year of 
jubilee was proclaimed, being always the fiftietlj; they 
proclaimed it by trumpets throughout the whole country 
of Paleftine, in the forty-ointh year; and the Muezins 
cried in the gates of their cities and fynagogues, af the 
Iwgiuning of the jubilee, « Let every man return this 
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fcar to his own polTcflion and tribe, whether he be a 
flave or free. He that ha» fold his houfes or lands, if he 
was not befote able to redeem them, let him this year 
take poiTeflion of his inheritance. He that is become 
another man's flare, and neither himfelf nor liis friends 
can redeem him, let him this year be difmifTcd, and font 
home to the family to which he heIong, 8 ; fur henceforth 
he is fn e by tht indnlgence of the law. Let no man 
fow tliC ground, nor gather the fnjils that grow of 
themfclvcs this year; but let the earth, as well as its in¬ 
habitants, enjoy liberty and red; for this isthcftycarof 
grace and divine bounty.” 

After this manner was the Hebrew juBIlce proclaimed 
and ohferved ; .and they fay, from hence arofe the ctiftom 
among the Chrlftiana, %vho in many things may be ftylcd 
the Jews apes. But other? fay, that the prefent Roman 
jubilee is derived from the fccnlar games, •celebrated by 
their Pagan antedors, in rigard this was renewed every 
hundred years at Bril, even as thofe games were ; whence 
it was, that the cryer in ihofc days, at the indiflion of 
the fccular games, faid, ” Come to the plays which no 
roan living has yet feen, nor fhall ever fee again.” For, 
man’s life being generally fo fhort, they thought it im¬ 
probable that any mortal fhould live to fee this folem- 
nity repeated. 

The modern jubilee was firft publiihed by Boniface 
IX. bifnop of Rome, in the year 1300 of the Chriftians 
^gira j at which time, he promifed full and entire re- 
iniinon of fins to all who fhould refort io pilgrimage to 
Rome^that year. After him it was celebrated every 
hundred year, according to his inflitulion, till the days 
of Clement YI. who, at the inftance of the Roman citi¬ 
zens^ reduced it to every fiftieth year. Then Urban VI. 
another pope, reduced it to (he thirty-third year i and 
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laft of all, Piiiil II. contrartcJ the iiitcvval to fivc-and- 
twenty years; wliieh fj»acc of time lia&hceii obfevsed by 
all Ills fuceciTors to this d;.y. , 

If thou wonldfl. kn-' A the rcafon whj-they have thus 
alleicd the ptriods, it 1.5 for piMi'.t; fur in the year of 
jubilee, there is a sa'l conflux of piv,j>‘o frujn all parts 
t>r Ihim’V, ulio hrinjf a far g5s,.Ter irtafau* into tin’ Ro- 
ns.iri o)jiVr,>, 'han tluy carry aaay from tlir.t city ; tln'ii^h 
l!»>. pope, ir i* fahl, is veiy liberal rf that wliiji they 
c.iVi the treauire of the church ; which a certain fund 
of nic»||;5 anil fuperabfind.iui Ufi by the Mi-nTiali 

and Ilia faints in the ciifloily of lliis to fnj'ply the 

defers and hifirmities of (inful men ; and they believe 
it is only ii; Iiis power to dlfpofc of ihi^ Iteavtnly wealth 
to whom lie' pleafes.

We iliat are mun’ulmans cannot d ihiim .Tsainil the 


docLi'iiiC of p.-ayh.g for the dcud, Cnee it iu prafiifcd by 
all the faitl.li.'l; nuther have wc rcafon to Inveigh igahiil 
irtdulgviicics, or idcafe-s liotn pentmee ; but that the 
power of granting and dlfpciiCng thefe favours fi.ould be 
only repoCted in the Chrllllan mufti, will not Hccoid 


with^the faith of a true believer. We know who fworc 
by the hoofs of his fwift and faitliful Elboraeh, which 
in one night carried him a journey of fix moolis, that 
from thenceforth the key of Aaraf, or ilie place of pri- 
fons, was committed to him. Doubllefs the Omnipotent 
cau transfer his cemmillloos when and to whom he pleafes. 
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iriic nncc ,^3vc llus auliiorlty of remitting fin* to the 
Mcfiisih, and PeUr his licnlenant, does it follow that all 
Peter’s fi’cciiTurs, the caliphs of Rome, have retained 
this privilege ? Tlure have been many good men in that 
feat, and not a few wicked ; fmne prophets and fome 
magicians ; a catah^guc iuUifptrful with faints, martyrs,

Blit it is evident they forf^^ltcd il.elr authorit)', nheii 
they declined from the tinlh, from tlie unblameable pro. 
feffion of the divine unity, and refilled the meffenger of 
Keaven, feut to con-<c1 their cirors, vefonn their ivices, 
and reduce mankind to one law of purity and light, 

I write not partiaUy, nor am 1 embittered againft the 
patriarch of the Romans; he is a roan, like others, fub- 
jedl to the will of dclliny. The Babylonian caliphs, and 
tliofe of Egypt, fucccfiivcly enjoyed the fame power, tranf- 
milted to tlicm from the prophet, who fcalcd fip all the for¬ 
mer difpcnfations; yet in time, througli-their fins, they for¬ 
feited their aulhoiiiy, together with their empire, when the 
bright Ofmans conquered all things. Then was the pro¬ 
phetic oflicc tranflated to our mufti, the guide of thofe 


who poffefs the fcpulclu-c of Mahomet; to him all the 
world ought to have rccoarfe for folution of their doubts, 
tliri’ftlun in ihc.r lives, abfoluiion fiom their fins, and 
for the paffport of immortality, the fella luquircd of all 
that enter the gates of paradife. 

But all morLils are naturally tenarious of wliatfocvcr 
adflttices their lioiionr and intcred. Kings hug emp¬ 
ty titles that yjeld them no profit; and the Romaif bi- 
fltops ai^' unwiDing to acknowledge themfclves divefted 
of the privileges which were once annexed to that chair of 
Petei'i they (how thekcys,thc^fymbolsofapowcrwliicli 
they' lv»vc loft ; and the credulous Nazarcncs believe that 
heaven and hell arc opened and fhut at their pleafme. 
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On the ere of the MeiBah's nativity* the prefent pope 
knocked three tiroes with a {golden haminer at the gates of 
the principal mofque in Rome* which were then opened, to 
fignifj the enfuiog year of jubilee; when the Chriftians 
are perfuaded, that heaven is open to all that vifit Rome 
in this holy time.

cent Visiaa Azem. 

I firft heard the news of the troubles that have 
been at Conftantinople* the depofition of Mahomet* the 
late Vizier Azem, and the advancement of the Janizar* 
Aga to tVat dignity* I imagined it had been Caffim Ha> 
U; but it feems that brave old foldier is elevated to a 
more lofty ftation; he his entered the immortal poffef- 
Sons* being tiunflated to an high feat; for I under* 
ftand he has his reft in paradife. On that hero be the 
mercies of the Snpremely Indulgent; whilll 1 turn my* 
felf to thee, his late fucceflbr in that military honour* 
but now the lieutenant of the lhadow of God. I touch 
the earth thrice with my forehead* when I.ldute thee* 
great prince of the Viziers* in token of my humility and 
reverence* and in remembrance of my original; that 1* 
who am but the produfl of duft* a mere worm, may 
BOt commit an indecency* when I addrefa to the bright 
image of our auguft emperor, who is the type of the fun. 

In fpeaking to perfons of thy immenfe power* I ftrive 
equally to (hun flattery ^nd difrefpefl: endeavouring to 
deport myfelf with an even courfe between thofe twe 
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cxtremeSi as mariners fteer between Scylla and Cbarybdii. 
Thefe are dangerous places in the Sicilian feas. 

All Europe celebrates thy praifei» and extols thy 
juftice for rcleafing the ambaOador of Venice^ imprifoned 
in the fourth moon of this year. They fayt fince thy 
aflumption to this important truft» the Ottoman Porte 
is reformedt and^rown more civilized; (for the Franks 
cfteem all the followers of the prophet, who could neither 
write nor read, as barbarians). 

Here is much talk about the defeat given to our 
forces in Hungary: The French fpare for no enoofhiums 
on the Bafla of Buda, who fought valiantly till his lega 
were ihot olT, and then caufed himfelf to be carried u|s> 
and down through the army to encourage his foldiers. 
Neither do they dimtniih the glory that is due to his foo^ 
who received his death in defending bis father, at what 
time the old captain was taken prifoner. 

But they blame the conduft of him who befieged the 
fort of Clifla, in regard he undertook it in the wrong 
feafon of the year: The defeat of a generaPs judgment, 
in fuch cafes, is many times fatal to an army. The 
French are the heft in the world at fpying adraotagei, 
and the moft dexterous in making ufe of them. Moft 
of their campaigns are fpent in their trenches, or in light 
fkirmifhes i (eldom hazarding a battle, unlcfa on fome 
unequal terms to their own intereft; and then they never 
let flip the opportunity. This commends their policy, but 
is flNKgreat argument of their courage; for true valour 
never regards dangers. 

Adonai the Jew fends me word, that the Venetians 
are put iu great hopes of accommodating thdr affiura 
with the myflerious divan, fli^e the releafe of thdr 
bailo) ^et both they and all the Nazareoes refent higk* 

ly the ftrangling of tus interpreter, 

♦ ♦ 
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They underftand not the meafurcs of the Sublime 
Porte, full of wifdom and jnftice; and that by the terror 
of fuch examples, the minifters of the righteous throne 
feek to prevent future wickednefs. 

lo thefo Weftern courts, a little gold, or a great 
friend, {hall cahly palliate and procure a pardon fur the 
greateft crimes. Their procelTcs here are flow in the 
execution of juftice •, being Urangers to the impetuous 
orders and fwift performance pra^ifed in the Eaft. Be« 
fides, this interpreter fported himfelf to death by the 
licentiOufoefe of his tongue. He delighted to play upon 
majefiy, and with an infolent lafeivioufnefs of fpeech, to 
deceive him whofe high, fublime, and remote intelle(ffc 
ufes no other expreilions of liis wrath but the hands of 
his mutes. It does not become the emperor of the 
world to be prnfufc in words, as the Chriftian princes 
are, who take great pains to fatisfy their vaOals of the 
iuflice of their proceedings. They cannot condemn the ’ 
wicked without a formal procefs, wherein various wits 
{bow their {kill in canvafling the caufe, which, upon fin« 
cere evidence, may be decided, in two words. This is 
the mafqucrade of Chviflian juflice, a mere trap for gold, 
the fccret of the Weflern lawyers, who enrich tbemfelves 
at tiie price of other men’s folly, and to the difgrace of 
the monarch who there pretends to command. 

Should thofe men of law fee this letter, and know who 
wrote it, how would they sot circumcife and flay the 
minuted dafh of my pen to And arguments of revenge 
agaihll a mufTulman } 

All men are full of tbemfelves, and their ovn prin* 
ciples t and the Nazarenes of the Well are fo brimming 
with them, that there no room left for inftrudlion or 
amendment. Like the Chinefes they boail of their own 
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fciencc and wlfdom, reputing all tlie reft of tlie world 
ignorant and blind. 

They are fo narrow in their tenets, fo dogmatical in 
their decifions, and fo conceited of all, that it is difficult 
for a man, who has convcrfcd in a freer air, to frame 
himfelf to their rules.

I turn not my back on thee, fublime idea of abfolute 
power; but, retiring after the moft. refpcftfid manner of 
the Eaft, 1 make a thoufand obcifances, till the antipoit 
has covered me from tb^illullrioiis prefence.

1 write not thefe things to reproacli tltee with the 
meannefa of thy birth: Thy merits equal thee mth thofe 
who are born of nobles. It is not the cuftom of the 
Eall to prefer men for their parentage, or becaufe they 
can Ihow the dufty ftatues of their ancellors. This is 
the peculiar overfight of tlic infiuels, to give that honour 
to names, and men of a noify defeent, which is only due 
to virtue. There are families in Rome at this day who 
boaft of their pedigrees, and that they fpring from the 
renowned heroes that are recorded in the liiiloriei of 
that empire: But they glory in their lhame, fiiice they 
are quite degenerated from the brave qualities which en¬ 
nobled their progcniiom, and by their fordid a£Uons are 
become a daily fubjccl for tlic defcants of Pafquil. This- 
is an image in a certain public place in Rome, to which 
in the night-time they affix the libels which they dare 
not own t a kind of dumb fatire on the vices of the 
grandees, not fparing even the chief mufti of the Chri- 
ffians, if he is guilty of any follies which merit to come 
within the verge of a lampoon. 

It was no contemptible jeft which was in this manner 
pvic'upon the prefent pope, and one of his nephews, at 
the latter end of the laft year. It feems the good old 
father had advanced this fpark from a poor ignorant 
taiior to Ute dignity of a Roman baron ; beilowing on 
.. him offices which brought him a revenue fuffioent to 
maintain his title and porte. All the ancient nobility 
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were diigufted at this; and fome arch wag was fet at 
work to ridicule the pope’s condu6i» and the new baron’s 
honour. Wherefore, on the day which the Nazarenes 
celebrate with great folemnicy fur the birth-day of Jefut 
the fun of Mary, early in tlie morning the fore-men* 
tioned Image, Pafquil, was obferved to be apparelled all 
in rags, and a very nady habit, with a fchedule of paper 
in his hand, wherein was writ, How now, Pafqoil; 
what! all in rags on a ChriUmas-day (for fo they call 
the nativity of their Mcflia8)~And underneath was in. 
fcribcd this anfwer: ** Alas, I cannot help it, fdr my 
TAILOR is become a LORD.’* 

Yet notwitbdanding the obfeurity of this man’s birth, 
aud the meannefs of bis former trade, he became an etm* 
nent ftatefman after the pope had exalted him to that 
dignity; and lived with an unblemi(hed reputation, whOft 
he taw all, or mod of the ancient nobility PafquiUcd 
every day for their effeminate vices. 

By what I have faid, thou mayed be affured, that I 
have not the lefs edeem for thee, becaufe thou wall not 
the fon of a baffa ; finoe, had thy father lived, bis fotw 
tune and courage might have promoted him to that 
honour, or a command equal to it; and thou thyfdf art 
in a fair way to fupply fome future vacancy in thofe 
great charge; of the empire.

having alfo with her the young Duke of Enguien her 
fon. 

The Marflial de la Meilleray ia gone with his army to 
befiege this place; and it is fald, the king will foon fol¬ 
low with the whole court. All things feem to portend 
another relapfe of this ftate into the old diforders. 

But this is not of fo near a concern to us that are 
muQulmans, as the quarrels that I hear are broached be* 
tween the janizaries and fpahis. They fay, the whole 
Ottoman empire is warped this way and that way into 
contrSry faflions; and that the fcraglio itfelf is full of 
different cabals, on the account of thefe military orders.

VI.— To the Kaimacham. 

Orafhitl Eben Smahbnshah the Arabian phllofo- 
pher bas faid it, and every man’s experience cc4ifirms it, 
that no human care can prevent the accomplifhment of 
what Heaven has decreed. There are certain moments 
of our lives wherein fate delights to mock our Wit and 
prudence, to baffle our caution, aud ridicule all 
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OUT conduft, that we may learn the leflbn of refignation, 
and not truft too much to ourfelves. 

When I firft faluted the light of this morning fun, my 
fpirits were ferene and joyful: No melancholy dreamt 
had left their black imprefTion on my mind, no fadden- 
ing thoughts pofTelTcd my foul; X awaked cheerful and 
fprightly as the Iprk. After I had adored the Omnipo¬ 
tent, and performed my accuftomed holy things, I be¬ 
gan to rcflefl on my own happinefs, in that I had fo' 
many years fer\'cd the Sublime Pone in this ftation, full 
of difficulties and perils, yet by no misfortune ha^ even 
betrayed the leaft fccret of my commiffion. It pleafed 
me to think I Aill parted for Titus of Moldavia among 
the French, who arc the moft apprehenfive peftplc in the 
world; and even in the opinion of Cardinal Mazarini, 
who, like Janus, has more eyes than two. I embraced 
myfelf (if I may fo fpeak), in the conceit of my good 
fuccefs; concluding 1 was bom under fortunate ftars, 
and that no difafler could ever hurt me. 

But I took wrong mcafurcs of the ways of defliny, 
which are as untraccabl/ as the mines; for before mid¬ 
day my fun was eclipfH, the air of my foul ruffled 
with ilorms, and all my joy turned to mourning and 
fadnefs. 

Wilt thou-know the occafion of my g^Ief ? It was this: 
In the year 1645 , according to the ftile of the Naza- 
Tcn^ I received fome particular inftrufkions from the 
then Vifier Azem, putting me In mind of the hazards I 
run in this port, and giving me Arift charge to bcAow all 
my letteffe in a fccure place, whether the tranferipts of 
thofe I write to the minirters of the Porte (for I always 
retained a copy of the original),* or jhe difpatches I re¬ 
ceive f?om thence.

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That niiiiiiler was afrai.l, left I niiglit fyme time or 
other be difeovered, and co:iffc]ueiitI>'that my chamber 
would be fcarcbed. Therefore, obeyisi-r his hint, 1 im¬ 
mediately earned all my writings to Kliachim the Jew ; 
knowing his hoiiie lo be free frani any jealcufy of th 
ftatc, ami that the moft important ftercts in the 
might be there an age unrevtaled. L ~ 

The letters of my writing were cnclolcd in d* box, 
and thofc which I received from the Invincible Porte in 
another. And this was my conftant cuftont from that 
time;'as often as I writ to the minifters of the divan, or 
bad perufed the difpalches which came from them, I 
dtfpofed of both In their proper places, leaving all to the 
care of El^chim. 

But neither his caution nor mine were lu^^cier.t to 
prevent the refolvcs of Heaven : It was delermined 
above that we (hould lofe fome of thefe papers. Elia- 
ebim came to me to-day, before the hour of Ulanamift, 
all iti palTion, aitonilhed, raving and Raring like a mad¬ 
man. As foon as he entered my chamber, he tore his 
inner veft, which was of crimfoiviilk, fringed round with 
gold, and cryed,'We arc undon^ betrayed, and ruined. 

1 prefeiitly thought of my writings; and adeed him 
whether they were fafe. In a word, he told me he had 
loft the box, which contained the letters fer.t from tlie 
minifters of the Porte to me, and that his ftave, a negro, 
whom he kept in his boufe, was miftlng. Thou mayeft 
tmjgine, fage minificr, that this news put me into no 
fmall confulion. I prefently fufpeded that this villain 
of a negro had got the writings, and was gone (o Cardi¬ 
nal Mazarini with them : But then recolle^ing with 
cooler thoughts, that tlys African underftood not Ara¬ 
bic, in which lan^age akne Eliachim and I oied to 
converfe, and that coafequently he never could know 
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our affairs, or read the letters, which might tempt him 
to fuch a treafon, I was at a lufs what to think of it. 
Neither am I better fatished now, though I liave rumi¬ 
nated on it thefe twelve hours; only I think, if Cardinal 
Mazarini has thefe papers in liis cullody, he would have 
given orders before this time to feize the fjppofcd Titus 
of Moldavia, for fome of thefe letters take notice of my 
having affumed tliat name But I cannot perceive any 
attempt has been nude In that kind, or that auy body 
has been to inquire for me at my lodgings; for I fet 
fpies to obferve, as foon as I departed thence with*Elia- 
chim, which was about noon. We ate now together in 
a friend’s houfe, where we (hall continue till we hear 
farther of tliis event. As yet wc arc in the ^ark, and 
full of fears; but time, which brings all things to light, 
will convince us what wc have to trnil to. 

In the mean wliile, th*‘''e is little news fave a difeourfe 
of a certain convention . hfuremberg, and the great ju¬ 
bilee which is celeb’- ed at Rome, where they fay the 
ChrifUans chief me i, the week before their Beiram, or 
Eafter, wail) i .c feet,of twelve pilgrims; aud that 
Cardinal LiV' / lo entertained nine thoufand of thefe de¬ 
votees at O' . ytith a very magnificent fcaft. They fay 
alfo, thaf * . I>ope will get this year two millions of fe- 
quins,^-^ /the refort of pilgrims to that city. 

Tli4 Jng of Denmark’s refident at this court has re¬ 
ceived a letter, which certifies him that his maflcr has 
dechRkd Pratce Clirifiian his fon fucceffur in the throne. 

They talk alio of a marriage lately folemnized betWL-cu 
Charles, ^ German count, and Charlotte, ftffer to the 
Landgrave of HclTe-CaOel. 

But that which moil takes up^ens ears, and employs

By the God whom I adore, and by his fliadow, I fwear 
there is no difloyclty in Malimut, yet his life is full of 
temptations and perils.

the jewels. He went direfily into the fields, purpofing 
to bury this fuppofed treafure in the earth, in fonoe pri> 
vate place, where he might take it forth at diferetion ; 
but firfl opening the box to fupply himfelf with fuch 
Hones as he thought would be tmqueftiouable pawns for 
money, to anfwer his prefent necelfities, that fo he might 
the better provide for his concealment, he was aftonUbed, 
and his heart became like lead, when he found nothing 
but papers full of characters to which he was wholly a 
Aranger. A thoufand refolutions prefented themfclves 
to him in that agony of his mind, and he knew not what 
to fix on. Sometimes he thought to carry the box back 
again, as he found it; and fince his defign had been thus 
ftrangely baulked, to content himfelf till anollter oppor- 
tunity ; but then he confidcred it was too late to I'ctum* 
befisre bis mailer would inifs both his ilnve and box ; fox 
the fun was now far advanced in our hemifphere, and 
Eliachim is an early rifer.

Eliachim ftill fufpefling worfe, 
and that he only framed this as a plauGble llory, to be 
freed from, or at leaflt to refpite the pains he fuffered, 
caufecl fharp thorns to be thrufl under the nails of his 
fingers and toes, believing that the extremity of fo fenfi* 
ble a pain would extoit the true fecret from him ; but 
he cou-d get nothing tlfc from the poor excruciated ne> 
gro, though now almofl ready to expire, than that he 
. had hid the box under gioui>d, in a certain corner of a 
field O' t of the ciiy, to wh-’ch he knew not lu)w to di- 
rc£t Eliachim, but promiied to ihow it him, if he would 
carry him alive to Taris. 

This was no hard talk to perform, in the opinion of 
the Jew, it being but a day’s journey to tliis city from 
the place whtre they then werd; but be was deceived in 
his hopes, and now all the applications and cordials they 
could life came too late, for that very night the negro 
breathed out Ins fo'.il. 

ffowever, when Eliacliim came to Paris; he followed 
the diredtions of his dead Gave as well as he could, in 
fearching every corner of the fields nn that fide of the 
. city where this black had been feen to go out, but all to 
.no purpofe. lie could God nothing ; nor have we any 
hopes ever to fee that box again. Yet I h^ve many 
.qualms of fear, left fome time or other it niould come 
to light, to our difadvanlage and ruin. 

X defirc thy inftru^ion, fage governor of the capital 
city, how I fhaJI deport myfelf if it be my lot to be dif- 
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covered. As to the remaining box, which has in it the 
tranforipts of my own difpatchcs, I taken it home 
to my lodging, believing it will be as fafe here as in the 
houfe ofEliachim; fiucc that faithful Jew is no more 
exempted from contingencies than myfelf, and I have no 
fervant to bcti-ay me. 

This kingdom abounds at prcTent in treafons and re« 
bellions. llic French fparc not to maflacrc one another 
for the fake of a pafTiun} while the Spaniards make their 
advantages of their inteiline feuds ; for under pretence of 
alBfting the princes of the blood, they get footing in Pi¬ 
cardy, from whence it will not be cafy to expel them. 
Leopold Archduke of Auilria, is at the head of the 
Spaniih army, and has taken fcvcral towns belonging to 
the French king. 

When the quarrels of thefe infidels will end, I am not 
folicitous i my thoughts being ever taken up in the fer* 
vice which X owe to the empire of true believers. 

I cannot bid thee .idicu, illuflriod^ Kaimachatn, until 
I have aifured thee, 1 am macciated with zeal lor the 
Grand Signiur. ,

I had perufed thy dlfpatch, wHermvith thou 
haft hunoured iby Have Mahmut; an f was full of joy 
for the*continued demonftrations of thy friendfV.ip and 
ptotedion, fo my breait conceived an indignation at the 
affront which has been ofiered Jo the Sublime Porte by 
the Cham of the Tartars, in prefuming to demand the 
‘.utelagc of onr augnfl emperor. It is an indignity to 
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the minifters of fupreme jullice and honour, lights of the 
imperial divan, to whom is committed the cognizance of 
all human events; the illuftnous vifiert, who manage the 
affairs of the mighty and invincible Sultan Mahomet, wliofe 
throne may God fortify, till the moon fhall no more 
appear In the heavens. 

Thofe people have been ever thirlly of rule, and it is 
numbered among the virtues of their andtftors, that they 
enlarged their dominions by the keen edge of their 
fwords ; but in all the regifters and archives of the cm. 
pire, has not been found that any of that nation chal¬ 
lenged a right to govern our fultans, though during their 
minority. It is fufficient, that they lhall have the ho¬ 
nour (according to the ancient capitulations) to fuccecd 
in the throne of the Ofman princes, if ever that lacred 
line ihould be extin^, which God avert, till the final 
confummation. 

It is a wonder they demanded not alfo his royal bro* 
thets, the other tuns of Sultan Ibrahim, that fo they 
might at one blow cut off the whole Ofman race, and 
take pofTeffion of the vacant throne. 

1 have not heard any thing thefe many moons what is 
become of thefe high«born infants, whether they are 
^Uve^ or facrificed to the jealoufy of the Suku, as has 
been the cuftom. Here are various flying reports con¬ 
cerning them. Some fay, that thou haft conveyed away' 
Sultan Achmet, and that he is privately educated in the 
houfe of a certain Georgian. The bleiling of Mahomet 
be U^on thee, and refrelh thy heart, if thou haft taken 
^re to preferve the life of an Ofman princ^. which 
is more precious tlian an hundred thoufand of common 
birth. 

As for Solym^n, and the reft of that fublim^ race, 
the French give them over for loft; and I cannot con- 
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tradi^t them for want of due totelUgeace. Beiidee», I 
have reafoQ to fear it is too true, in regard it has been 
the cruel prance of all, or moil of [our [late emperors, 
cither to ikughter their brethren, as foon as they alcend- 
ed the throne, or to put them to a more lingering dearii 
and martyrdom in a prifon. 

It is true, indeed, our prefent fovereign is not yet ar> 
lived to thofe years wherein children commonly lofe their 
native innocence. I believe he fufpefts none of his bre- 
thten, nor harbours any unkind thoughts againil their lives. 
Yet cruelty may be iufmuated into his tender years by 
the artifices of his motlier, efpccially againil tltofe of 
bis father’s blood, that did not alfo partake of hcr’s; 
for Sultan Ibrahim, thou knoweil, had cbildrep by other 
women befides the Sultana Valcde. 

The Maltcfe think they have one of thefe royal infants 
in their pofTcilion. Thou knoweil tlie whole llury of thy 
prcdeceflior’s voyage toward Egypt, with his beautiful 
Have and her Ton, whom thefe infidels honour as the ofT- 
fpring of the Grand Signior. Tliou art not ignoraat, 
alfo, that tills infant, \\dth his mother, were baniihed 
out of jealoufy, by the order of her who bore in her 
womb Sultan Mahomet, our g^iious fovereign; the re¬ 
membrance of which makes me tremble for the fake of 
the young prince, if there be any yet remaining alive. 
It is in thy power to certify me, and, in doing fo, thou 
wilt rid me of much anitiely. 

I am but a Have of the Jlaves wlto ferve the Grand 
Signior; and it is not decent for me to deicant on 'the 
adlioas <if our moft abfolute monarch, whofe will is not 
to be controuled: but 1 am ftill a man, and have fome 
ihafe of humanity and rcafon. ^Thou alfo art my parti> 
cular friend, and wilt permit me to difedurfe with free¬ 
dom! Was it sot a bloodv leail, to which our king^s 
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great-grandfather, Mahomet III. invited nineteen of his 
brethren on the day of his inauguration ? Was it not a 
cruel aA, to canfe thefe royal guefts, in wliofe veins ran 
the blood of his own father, to be ilranglcd before they 
departed from his table f No lefs inhuman was it of Maho* 
met, the late Viher Azcm, to guide the hand of this our 
prefcnt fovcreign, when hut fix years old, and incapable 
of knowing what he did, to fign a warrant for the exe* 
cution of his father. Well may the ^Nazarenes call lur 
barbarians, when they contemplate the empire of the 
muffulmans, fupported by fuch unnatural methods. 

Thou that haft the fupcrlativc honour of being (he 
immediate guardian of our young emperor, wilt pardon 
the liberty I take; aferibe all to the force of my zeal 
and loyalty. Thou art valiant and wife. Protedl thy 
charge as the cryllal of thine eyes, which thou wilt not 
fuffer to be hurt by the dull of the ftreets.

^oTWiTHSTANDma all my philofophy, I have not 
command enough of my paftion to conceal it from thee, 
who haft always been the partaker of my unequal for* 
tunes. Whatever magnanimity of fpirit 1 pretended to 
formerly in my ficknefs, it is at prefent overcome by the 
dcBre of eafe. At that time, -I remember fotne ftoical 
cOofidentioos made me indsftrioufly hide from thee the 
tormenting pains 1 felt. I endeavoured to d^guife my 
Offerings, and to paint my mifery in fuch colours, that 
4reouId hanKy be di^inguifhed from happinefs. But 
ROW 1 have nbt ctfhrage enough to hide from thee my 
lean and- apprebenfioss; and aB Seneea’a morals are too 
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little to hioder me from complaining of the uncertainty 
that we daily experience in human affairs. This ia a 
theme fo popular, that, were not my particular misfor. 
tunes very prelEng, it would make me fiek to fay any 
thing on a fubjed, that has been in every msm’s mouth 
iincc the time that our hrft father appeared among the 
trees. Therefore thou mayeft be alTured, 1 am not go¬ 
ing about to make a declamation, or play the orator, to 
expatiate and make 1.irge defcants on the inilability of 
all things. What I have to fay refers to myfelf and no 
body elfe, fave to thofe who are the occaiion of my 
melancholy. 

In the tenth moon of the lad year, I fent a letter to 
Kenan BafTa, the new Hafnadar BaHa. I have a copy 
of it by me, as 1 always retain of wliatever ^fpatches I 
fend to the Sublime Pone, whether to the public mini- 
fters or my private friends. 

I have perufed this letter feveral times within thefe 
eight-and-forty hours, and can hud po juft ground of 
offence, which that grandee could take thereat, unlefs 
he was angry with me defiring him to be carehal in 
tranfmitting my money. As for the reft, 1 only obeyed 
the particular inftruftions 1 received from Mahomet the 


late Vilier Azem, who commanded me not to fpare the 
greateft miniftcr of the Porte, if 1 had reafon either to 
counfel, or to reprehend him; for, faid he in bis letter, 
** To this end art thou placed at fucb a diftance, that, 
^kffdes the fervice thou doft our foverejgn in dlfclofing 
the fecrets of the inftdeU, thou mayeft allb 1^ frte to 
write udiatevcr thou thinkeft will conduce to his intereft, 
without ftanding In fear of the revenge of the grandees.** 
THcfe were the very words of^the prime mioifter of the 
Ottonuin Empire. 

Now 1 only t<dd him of fome milcarriagei in his pte-

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deceflbrSf warning him to be wary in his ftation. £i* 
ther he was offended at this freedom 1 took, or becaufe 
I prefumed to advife him how to order my bills. Be it 
which it wiU, 1 have a fevcre reprimand from the Reis 
Bffendi, whom 1 have the greateft reafon lo the world 
to efteem my friend. 

It would never have vexed me, bad he wrote plainly, 
and not difguifed his fentimcnts. But' all was obfcure, 
faving one blunt expreflion, which convinced me, that 
the real ground of all this anger was my letter to Kenan, 
wherein I dedred his care as to my money. 

Can that minider blame me for being apprchenfive of 
want in a foreiga country, a region of infidels, where 1 
have no o^cr commerce but with courtiers and ftrangers, 
where, if 1 fliould be in the leafl fufpeded, they would 
prefently put me in prifon, which would liazard a dif* 
covery of the fiiblime fccrcts ? Does be not know that 
money commands all things ; and that the greateft po¬ 
tentates obey the power of gold ? It cannot be imagined, 
but that a man in my poft has a thoufand prcfiiug oc- 
cafions for money, which it is, troublcfome to exprefs; 
and I have had very wrong notions of my employment, 
if 1 deferve, on this account, to be reproved and threat¬ 
ened with fuch political circumlocutions; for -the fecre- 
tary charges me with uawfllingnefs to continue in the 
iervice of the ever-iiappy Porte ; as if he thought my 
£delity were corrupted, or that I had an inclination to 
^e Nazarene intereft. 

l*tcll thee, my Dgnet, perfidy 1 ever abboired ; this 
jq>p<if8 to. me the moft terrib^ and odious of atf vices j 
I iNririd hear the guik and reproach of a great many 
wbieh have Ms^of malice in their conftitution. 

1 am not aiharrftd of many venial frailties which d daily 

coiBiiut, though the law h {ctctc agaioft vhtoii , 
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could any mao accufe me of wOful treachery and ingrati¬ 
tude, I would pray inllantly, that the lumioafieB of 
Heaven might be exciDguiihed, and that no terrene fub- 
lUncc might henceforth have in it the leaft potential 
light, that fu 1 might neither be capable of feeing my- 
felf, or of being expofed to the eyea of others ; and, the 
better to efcape the confurion which would attend that' 
horrid guilt, I would not only avoid human fociety, but, 
it* it were pofliblc, I would run away from myfelf. 

After all this, medtiidts fuch a temper need not be 
fufpcfled, as averfe from tlie intcreil to wliich ht has fo 
folemnly fworn. 

I would not have troubled thee with the news of any 
other aiHidiun ; but to be fufpefled of w^at I never 
was guilty of, and to be menaced in dark myfterious 
terms, not by an enemy, but by my friend, and one who 
has in his keeping the immortal records of my zeal and 
integrity; this cuts me to the heart: And I had no 
other way to cafe myftlf, but by venting my anguilh to 
<hee. 

If any of the will charge me with weaknefa, 

•r want of ability to a£i in this ftation, 1 Aiould have no 
reafon to repine, fmee none ofihem can think fo meanly 
of Mahmut, as he does of lumfelf. 1 boail of nothing, 
but a loyalty to my truft, incapable of being corrupted. 

But I forget that 1 am a midTulman, and therefore 
ought to be rdigned to the will of Heaven in ^ tlungs, 
Without complaint or murmur. Befides, I am iofinltdy 
obliged, iu many regards, to the Reis Bffendi; and 
ftberefdre he may be allowed to take bis own advantages. 
Perhaps his reproofs may be juft, and it is my own 
peeviflmefs that binders me difeerning it. How- 
erer,« I ^guld Vfiih he would hosceftfttb expreis bit re- 
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feotrnents with lefs obfcurlty^ and not gire me grounds 
to apprehend the lofs of his friendihip. 

For, where I once love, I hate a change. And, if 
thou heeft of the fame mind, we two ihall continue owr 
friendihip to the other fide of the grave.

X.—7*0 the R*is EfFaNDi, Principal Secretary of tht 

Ottoman Empire, 

Ir thoti wilt permit me to learn fomething from hufband- 
men, they fay, it is not profitable to plough the fields, 
whofe barren glebe brings forth nothing but briars and 
thorns. Such are the grounds of paflion and auger 
among friends: Let them lie fallow for ever. Peihaps 
thou wilt call it prefumptioo in me, to challenge fuch a 
relation between us; or, if thou owneit the title of a 
friend, thou wilt /:laim a right to reprove me. Be it 
how it will, reproofs make the bell imprcOlon when they 
are given with mildsefs and moderation ; efpecially, they 
ought not to be founded on a miilake, or falfc appre- 
henfion; for they appear like arrows difchaiged in the 
dark, which, being fhot at random, may, by giving an 
tmdeferved wound, make an enemy of a iHcnd, or at leaft 
render a friend fufpcAcd to be an enemy. 

Bu( I tell thee, 1 will not blow up the embers of a 
fis^'^Miofe flame is extinguifhed long ago, and whereof, 
by this time, 1 hc^ there remains not the leaft finoke. 
I never love to add fuel to fuch cafes ; otherwif^ had I 
returned an anfwer to thy angry letter in the heat of my 
vefentmentB, I might haye played the incendiary { for I 
had hot\x matter tnough, and paffion fufficient to ventilate 
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the already kindled fparks. And of this I know thoa 
art fcniible. 

■ Well, to make the beft conftnidUon of it: The Haf- 
nadarbaifa was affronted, I believe, at the freedom 1 took 
in adviling him, not knowing that I had pofitive orders 
to do To, even to the firft minifter of ffate, if I faw oc- 
cafion ; and, to vent his choler, he mifreprefonted the 
buiinefs to thee, hoping by thy means to awe me into a 
fawning acknowledgment of my fuppofed crime. If this 
was thy intention in wTiting that iharp letter, 1 fmile at 
his mtj'lake, but am furry for thine, becaufe i efteem 
thee my friend : it was but an ovcifiglit in you both ; and 
fo let it pafs. 

Thy fricndiln'p I court, and refufe not hif^ nor that of 
any officer of the feragh'u. I honour all the baffas and 
miiiklers of the Imperial Porte ; 1 fhow to every one the 
refprfl that is due to his quality : But I am commanded 
to w'rite with freedom to all, and not to fpeak as if 1 
had the beanlcd head of a barley .Aalk on my tongue, 
which is apt to ffip down a man^s tliroat, and threatens 
to choke him that fpe^s whilff it is in Iris mouth. This 
charge I firft received from the late Vifier Azem Ma¬ 
homet, and it has been fince renewed with freih inffrue* 
tions from others of great authority. They all tell me, 
with much alTuraoce, that one chief end of my bang 
placed here is, that being out of the limits of the Otto¬ 
man Empire, yet holding a cooftant intelligence, I may 
^bely and without fear reprove the vices and encourage 
the virtues of the greateft governors and princes among 
the mirffulmans. Nay, I am threatened with puniflimeot, 
and the fultan^s dif{deafure, if I negleft any opportum'ty ^ 
of this nature, or appear pa|tial and timorous in my 1 %. 
prebenfioni. * 

For it feems this it judged the moft ready and eSec- 
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tutl method to.reform the corruptions that are crept iu« 
to court, camp, and city ; fince every man Is obliged to 
comiQunicaU the letters which he receives from me; and 
they arc al! reglftcrcd by thy care ; whereby the gran¬ 
dees arc compelled, either to live within the limits of 
jnftice and their duty, or elfc to be the difeoverers of 
tlieir own faults, wiiich wlU unavoidably bring them in¬ 
to difgrace, if not t!ie lofs of their liberty and lives ; or 
at leali put them to the expence of coiUy prefents to 
make their atonement : and thou knowell fomc men 
would Umod as M'tUingly part with their lives as their 
money, which is their god. 

After all this, I ho])e thou wilt not be difpleafed if I 
perform my,duty. It is not for me to be flighted with 
menaces, or fufteued with bilbes. My integrity is proof 
againd the pride of the one, and bafeutfs of the other. 
Yei 1 have great elteein for the treafurer and thee, with 
other miniders, who are my friends. 1 could, to ferve 
fuch, freely hazard my liberty, fortune, and any thing 
hat my Itonour, wliich I value at a higher rate than 
my life. ,, 

Thou mayed regider it for a truth, that an Engliih am- 
kaflador was in the 6th moon of this year murdered by 
villains in his chamber at Madrid, the capital city of 
Spain. There has been alfu a great battle fought in 
Scotland, between the army of tliat nation, who main, 
tain their king’s intcreft, and the forces of the new Eng- 
gliih commonwealth; wherein the latter obtained a ilgnal 
vidory, having killed three thouftmd on the ipot, taken, 
nine thouiaad prifoners, fifteen tbouiaDd arms, two hun¬ 
dred cflfigast and all their cannon and baggage. Theie 
are prafperous beginnings pf that republic, and redound 
mudx to the hdhour of the Engliih General Oliver, 
whom cverv bodT extols (o€ a eaUftot nu. And 1 can <

T'hcse Tartars, of whom 1 fpake to thee in dy 
are a llmnge fort o( people in their manner of life. But 
we muH not cenfure them becaufe we are of kin. 1 
fpeak not of myfclf; for though 1 am an Arab, yet the 
greatell part of thofc who ferve in the armies of the 
Grand bignior, ate defeendtd from the Crims, 1 mean 
the Spahis and Timarlots. Thou knoweli the originab 
of tliefe military orders, »nd that they are more honour¬ 


able than the janizaries, who, being ftrangers by blood, 
are brought up to the lure of the fcraglio. They know 
neiiiicr father nor motlwr (I fpeak of the tributary 
youths), nor have they any partial fondnefs for their 
n tive country. They are educated in a perfect reUgna- 
tiou to the Grand Signior, and his chief minifters; yet 
often difobey both, and not feldom put them in hazard 
of their lives. HoWmany vifiers have been facrificed tb 


sinning janizar>aga, who, to prevent his own min, has 
tempted thofe under his command to mutiny, and atxept 


of DO atonement for their pretended grievances, lefs than 


the llf^of the firll deputy ? The ri^d fate of Sultan 
Ofn\au» uncle to our prefent fovcreign, will not be forgot 
by thofe who love the Ottomaa Family better than thefe 
baftarcl HcAors. Shall the empire of true believers be 
^ ruined by the renegades ? Belldcs, their difcipline is ez< 
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trcmely corrupted ; they marry, and follow meclianic 
trades, repugnant to the aufterc manners of the primitive 
guards, who are wholly attentive to martial exercifes. 

Were this to conte to the hands of a janizary, he would 
curfe me to the pains which have - neither medium nor 
end. Yet I had once a friend of that order, Callim Hali, 

' the chief aga, a brave man, and of the fame fentiments 
as myfelf. He fought to reform that diforderly militia, 
but was oppofed by the wife men in power. He would 
Sttdy have facriheed his own g;randeur and intereft for 
the good of the mufliilman empire, but was overawed by 
thofe who had no other uttered but in its ruin. 

Thou knoweft who I mean. Neither am I a flranger 
to the hei^ic bravery of the faithful Soijman, when he 
bearded the Bodangi Aga on that account. That gar¬ 
dener was of the fadion, being the ibn of a janizary, 
and trained up in aU the pradices of the feditious. It 
makes me aihamed when 1 Iieaf the iaddeii upbraid the 
wifeft of the wife, the i'upreme monarch on ear;^, with 
felly, for permitting this infolent and mutinous foldtery 
to continue in the empire} and, I tremble to tlunk, that 
one tir.ie or other the renowned offspring of Ertogriel 
will owe its ruin and cataftrophe to thefe difloyal vipers, 
whom it cherifhes in the feraglio. 

Much more aiTured is the French king of his guards . 
ef Switzers, whofe fidelity was never fthined with the 
lead infamous brand of peihdioufnefs, in taking up arms 
agaiud their mafter, whofe bread they eat. Thefe are 
mercenary foldiers, who travel out of their native coun¬ 
try to ferve foreign princes, and will died the kft drop 
of their blood rather than betray their trud ; therefore 
ve admitted into t)ie palaces, and nigh the bed¬ 
chambers of th^ Pope and the King of France, wdth full 
confidence of their valour and integrity. * 
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As for their couutiy, h is barren and poor, confifting 
chiefly uf rocks and deferts, which occafions the youth, 
who are generally very ftrong and hardy, to feek their 
fabflflence abroad, by fervieg in the guards aad armies 
of neighbouring monarchs and dates. 

Some regiments of the Switzers now ferve in the wars 
of Candy, undev the ftandaid of Venice. 

There are veffels arrived lately in fomc of the French 
harbours, which bring news of the ill fuccefs of our arms 
in the flege of Candia, the chief city of that ifland. 
They talk as if above two thoufaad muflulman^ were 
blown up in the ninth moon ; and that Chufaein BafTi, 
difeouraged by this lofs, and with the inconvenienctes of 
the approaching winter, was forced to raife the fiege in 
the moon of OAober. 

The French magnify the valour of the Knights of 
Malta, who flgnallzed themfelves by many brave ndions 
4uHng this fiege; and if all be true that is related of 
thefe Chrillian champions, we cannot In common jullice' 
deny them their due chara£icr, and number fome of them 
«t lead among the herocl 

Otherwife, we Ihould come fiiort of thefe Weftem Na- 
zatenes in generofity, who, with no lefs honourable »• 
prefliens, extol the repeated courage and invincible coa< 
dancy of the Dlullrious Chufaein, and the alacrity of ail 
the muffulmaa foldiers in the fervice of our great mader. 

,^et they cannot forbear reflecting on the cowardice of 
the jantzasiee, who, after that fatal blow, bad. they dout- 
ly maintained their other pods, that brave would 
not fo (oon have quitted the fiege of this important place. 

As for other news, I have little to acquaint thee with, ' 
fave a feeming calm at prefent iq this kii^dom of France, 
which has for the greated part of the year been handTed 
with civil difeords and flniiorhtcrs. Bourdcaux. the chief 
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>city which held out againft the king, it now reduced to 
obedience, the pacified monarch retired, and there is aa 
appearance of peace. 

The Queen of Sweden, we hear, was folemnly crown¬ 
ed in the loth moon of the lall year, having declared fur 
her fuecefibr Carolui Guftavus, Prince Palatine, and her 
coufin. 

In the fame moon died the Prince of Orange, and foon 
after the Count d’Avoux, a French grandee, and minifter 
of ftate. 

inMie mean time, I rejoice to hear that my old friendi 
are alive and flouriihing, and that the knot is not loofen.

There thou mayeft wound me with tlie flift ar- 
rowa cf pretended friendfhip ; but if once tlioii appeareft 
naked face of ^ enemy, I am prefently on my 

Usoo acculeft me of many crimes whereof I was 
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guilty, loadeft me with a thoufand undeferved reproaches, 
and all to vent thy choler ; threatening me with revenge, 
becauG: I once excufed the latenefs of my addrefs to Mi> 
nezim Aluph balTa, then newly veiled by our munificent 
fultan, by laying the blame on the badnefs- of the ways, 
or the infolence of foldiers, by whom the polls are often 
intercepted in time of war ; or, in fine, on thy negle£l in 
not fupplying me* with more early intelligence; wherein

Thou wouldll take it ill, if in my own defence I (hould 
complain to the Vifier Azem of thy frequent neglefls in 
this kind ; but I fcom to vindicate myfelf at the price of 
another man^s difgrace and peril; only, 1 advife thee to 
forbear threatening.

Thm was another whining fage that perpe> 
tually w^t. The moft comical paflages, and fuch as' 
moved all men to laughter, drew floods-of tears from Ms 
eyes.' His name was Heraclitu^ It Is hard to deter¬ 
mine which of thefe two was hi the righff But I think 
1 am not much in the wrong to be a CCUe pleaiant with

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thee-j perhaps it may put thee into a better humour. 
However, I would not have thee diTpleafed with thylcif 
for being of fo peevilh a difpodtion. It is obfevved, that 
paHionate men are always bell natured, and free from fe> 
cret malice. Chuler is as neceflary as our blood ; With¬ 
out the latter we could not live ; and, if we were void of 
the former, our lives would be as inadive as that of fnails 
and oyfters; we ihould be abfolute drones. 

Hippocrates, th/ famous phyfician, fays, this com- 
pleaion is the moft noble.of all the four, transforming 
men tn heroes, and refining our earthly mould to a cun- 
ftitution like tliat of the immortal gods, whofe bodies, 
according to the poets, confiH wholly of an etherial flame. 

Therefore be not difeouraged, neither repine at a tem¬ 
per which ranks thee among thufc to whom iacriflees are 
made. On the other Gdc, take it not amifs from 
mut, if he tells thee, he has not dexotioo enough to be¬ 
come thy voluntary victim. 

Yet if I cannot he fo obfeqtiious as to throw myfelf 
away by acknowledging crimes wherein I was never con¬ 
cerned, and for which 1 have a^ natural abhorrence, reft 
fatisfled at lead that 1 will ferve thee as far as I can, 
without intrenching on the duty I owe to the Grand Sig- 
nior; and be aiTured I will do thee no harm, fo long as 
thou obferveft that rule.

tlie be^mning of the laft year I feet thee a difpatch, 
^v herein I acquainted thee with the imprifunment of three 
princes uf the ruyal blood of France ; now thou fhalt re« 
ceive the news of their liberty. 

They were rclcafed by an order from the king on the 
13 th day of this moon, and arrived in this city on the 
16 th, which was yefterday, attended by a numerous ca* 
valcaile, confifting of fome prlodfc, divers of the nobility 
and gentry, and, one would tliink, of half the citizens of 
Paris. Even thofe w’ho triumphed lad year, aud made 
bonfires for their confinement, yeftci-day tlironged out of 
tlie city to welcome them home wlili acclaniatidhs of joyj* 
and to congratulate their rcicafe; fo fickle and inconfiant 
a thing is the multitude, driven hither and thither with 
every artificial declaration of fiatefmen, or pretence of 
iaflion. 

But there were divers princes and noWemcn, who, from 
the firft hour of their being feized, refolvcd not to leave 
a done unturned to procuic their freedom. The gran¬ 
dees that were their friends retired to their governments, 
and raifed rebellions in the provinces. All the kingdom 
was haraffed with civil wars. The parliaments decreed 
againft the coiM; and there wanted not cabals of fedi- 
tious courtiers, even in the palace of the king, to under¬ 
mine the royal authority, which the cardinal miniiLer. 
fhffSj^ht to eftabliih by the imprifonmeot of the ptlocfi. 
In all places the king’s intcrefi ran retrograde. 

Thou ifilt not wonder at this, when thou {halt know, 


thet the princes of France are not Oaves to the king, like 
the baiTas of the moll ferene empire^ who owe all their 
greatnefs to the foie favour of our munScent fultant. 
XheCe princes enjoy all that and mere. by inheritance, 
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«f^h our grudees acquire only by their merits and the 
fmilM of their fovereign. Hence it is that their intereft 
is riretted in the hearts of the people^ who rerere the 


blood royal in whatfoever channel it runs. 

Therefore thinking men blame the cardinal's condu£l 
iix this affair^ facing, there was neither juftice or policy 
in ft. Indeed} if a man's wit is to be meafured by the 


fiiccefs of his contrivancest the cenfure of thefe people is 
true} for the cardinal feems to have made a trap foe 
himfelf. ' ♦ 


As foon as he perceived the king was prevailed on by 
the importunity of his uncle the Duke of Orleans, and 
the parliament of Parisi to releafe the princes, and that 
they had ut the fame time eameftly begged of him that 
this minifter might be removed from the court, he fud* 
denly packed up his moveables, and withdrew privately 
towards the place where the princes were conBned, hop> 


ing that, ttiough he had loft his firft point, yet he might 
make an indifferent after-game, by going in perfon to 
the royal prifoners, and affuring them, it was to him 
they owed their releafe, fince fc was in his power to car¬ 
ry them away with him, as alfo ihofe who brought them 
the king's mandate ; for he travelled not without a con- 
itderable guard. 

It is faid the princes received him with .feeming Com¬ 
pliments and addrefs of civility, promifing their frlend- 
fhip to the cardinal, now a voluntary exOe, and in a worfe 
copdhion than themfclves; 

It is very ftrange that fo great a minifter, who inhffit- 
ei all that abfedute power which his predecefToo Richlieu 
at thk court, fhould thus on a fudden abandon ^Hs 


sei But it is tbaa(^t he is not gone to pick ftraws. 
However^ had, by this timely flight, avoided thi 
d)%leafure of ftxmg- himfelf compelled to depart by tla 
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•Tteu hiftfent me a bf|^ a^i fatis 6 idlo#y account uf 
oblmations m Afta ; yet I am forty tfaou hadft not 
^e.ttt'penetrate into the rciigioa and fecrets of ■the In* 
dan Bramini, I am more andntknn to.pry into the wif* 
dom and fearntug of tbofe pltilofophera^ than into any 
other, fpectes of krmwicdge whatibever. Mctliiiiks it is 
pity the tecorda of fo vaft an antiquity Hiould be contWcded 
from the reft of the world* and only known to tbo(f Imp- 
py prieftst 1 proteft it is impol^t^ foi^i^||p:tO' of 
it without envy ; but perhaps ittS^tlie wi^ of I^eaven to 
lock tp tbofe tnyilcrics in the rcmordl piovinees of the 
£aft* as a reward of their cooftuncy, in adhering to the 
tfaditions of theiv fathers* whicli know no origin* and ns 
a repeoac^ to all other nations* who, in matters reli* 
gion*- liave been mutaUe os the winds. 

1 have converfed with fevcral Jefuits and othets who 
have been in the Indies; but they feem to relate all things 
partially, out of a natural averikra for the manners of the 
Eaft; and 1 knqw not bow to difprove them* till my 
brother Peftdi Hali undeceived me. He has dfo vifited 
diofe parts* arid rcfided a coniiderable time m ^ina. It 
is a dllficuU thing for a traveller to ke^' himfetf within 
^e bounds of truth in his relations; but 1 believe he has 
oot exceeded. Thy journal touclies but lightly^ the In* 
dhm affairs, aot having leifure* as thou telleft me* to ob* 
{iK^e much ; however* tho.u haft made aoimds id thy re* 
UlioBs of Pet&, Taremy, and the land of the Curds.

'11»ave heird a traveBer affert, that as'^ie waa journey- 
iftjr through'fte deferta of Libya, he d&ovcred ait altar 
of ftone, w-itb this infdiption'bn it, in Grecian chaiac- 
tera j *' I, PoLYsraA'toa cf Athens, has’e' confrerated 
this aftar to that is^obd in hearen; ahd'if that Allbe 
bhtONB, as fome fay, may that Ose accept myvows." 

' I'deiire tb^'to inform me whether thou haft ever feen 
dr li»rd of filch an altar when thou wert in tholTi^ parts. 
You^rarcllcTS muft eaped this lund of trouble from your 
friends: Every body ia naturally Inquifitivc and defirous 
fof knowledge. 

It will be acceptable alfo to fend me an abftra<ft of th^ 
prefent ftate of Fe*. I ftioujd be glad to hear of ibc 
health of Abdel Melee MuK Omar, the fuperior of the 
magnificent college in that city, built by Al* Habu En- 
nor, king of the countiy.

by ri^ence. Bat whatfocrer the ti^noer of hii fiirth 
was* this is certain, that he* and foity of his fuccefibrs* 
were hunicd out of the worid by untimely deaths; for 
they either laid Tiolcot hands on tbetnfelves* Kir were 
murefered by traitors. 

If thou wouldeft hare any news out of thefe parts* the 
chief difeourfe at prefent is, of a great vi^ory obtained 
by the Polanders againft the ColTacks and Tartaia. And 
I could wifh this were all; but the Ndaarenes are con¬ 
tinually made joyful with the fuccefs of the Venetians, 
agatnft' the arms of the iit^nciblc empire.

Tills makes me prefeutl^ conclude, that, as I a m 
debted to other ci eatures for my fcnfible bappincflO*> I 
Kwe my very being to fomethirg beiide myfclf I exa». 
mi. ■ tny original, and find I am born of^cn M3d wo* 
men, who wci-e in the lame indigent circumBaoccs ^ 
myfelf^ and that it is not only fi> my part^ailar fa* | 
mily, but with all mankind; wur wb^ human race be* 
ing boin natural mendicants ftom the'-womb. As foon 
as jire^brcathe the vital air, we%ry. and with thefe inar* 
riculate prayers, beg for help and pitMiSlioB ftoii^aigtken, 
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■without whofe generous aid we could not fubfjft a mo¬ 
ment ; fo poor and beggarly a thing is man from his 
birth. This is the condition of all: neither is a king 
any more exempt from tliis common charafter of mortals, 
than the Hari who fwee^s the ih^ets. 

If I couM iMVC relied in this thought, I Ihould have 
been happy ; for it would have had this influence on me, 
either to convince me that I ought to be content with 
the condition to which I was born, or to rid myfclf out 
of fo defpicable a Hate by death. 

Buraias! one thought produces another| and, from 
the conicmplatioti of our prcfcut mifery in this life, I fall 
to tiiinking wliat will become of us after death. For as 
we know qot what or where we were before we came in¬ 
to this world, fo there is no human certainty whither 
we ihall go, or in what condition we lhall be, when we 
leave it; and therefore it would be an unpardonable 
madnefs, to throw myfelf headlong into a Hate of which 
I have no account « and, to avoid the little miferics of 
this life, which muH have an end one time or other, call 
myfelf down a precipice (for aught I know) of intolerable 
torments, which has no bottom. 

I hear the plulofophers talk of immortality, the poets 
of Elyfmm^lhe Chriilian pticlls of Lcarcn, hell, and pur- 
^torv . the Indian bramins of tranihiigratioa ; but 1 
linWltot what or which I have reafon to bu^cve of all 
Uiri'e. « 

1 fpeak aftW the manner of philoiophers, for, if we 
to faith, the cafe is altered. Think not, I bcfcccli 
^ee, that I call in qu^ioo the facred oracles, thf reve- 

s 

lotions of the feut of God ; but I only acquaint thee how 
my natucal realbn hatters me with doubts. 

1 fee nun ev^'irfaere ^ofcBing forae religion ,or, o- 
diviuwlioi loun to fome fuperior bdng or be* . 
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ings, according as they have been educatad^ which ma¬ 
ny times tempts me to tbink, that religion is nothing 
but the ed'efls of education. 

Then I wonder how mti), when they come to years o£ 
diferetion, and their rcafon is able to dlftiugutfh between 
things probaUc) and mere romances, can hill retain the

errors of their infancy. It is natural for childien to be 
wheedled or awed into a belief of what their parents, 
nurfes, or tutors leach them ; but, when they come of 
age, they foon redlify their mifled underrtandings in all 
things, fave the affairs of religion. In this they are chil¬ 
dren ftill, tenacious of the facred fables of their priefts, 
and obitinate in maintaining them, fometimes even to 


death. • 

It puzzles me to find out the caufe of fo ffrange an ef- 
that men, otherwife endo\ved with mature judgment, 
and an extraordinary fagacity in all things elfe, (hould 
yet be fools in matters of religion, and believe things in- 
confiftent with the common fenfe and resdbn of mankind.' 

I could never give credit to the hiftories of the anciuot 
pagans, which acquaint us with the devobt adoration 
they paid to the creatures of the painter or carver, did I 
not fee the fame pradifed among the Cbriftians} or that 
thofe wife men of old could fwallow the ibfgerles of theie ^ 
priefis, concerning their gods and goddeffes, wer^..I>ci^ 
an eye-witnefs how ^gotted the modern Nazarenes ai« 
tu the legends of their faints, ud the Jew^o fhofe mote 
riilicCmis dgments of the Talmud. ^ 

It perplexes me to fee mankind generally hdi>dari^ 
under great a darknets, not fo mt^ the effeA of ig- ’ 
Tiorance as of fupcrilition; to behold men well vetied in 
friences, and all kinds of hoigan learmeg', yet aedqu* 
afhlters of manifeft contradidioos In matters of 
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ratlier than oppofe, or To much as examiur, the traditions 
of thdr fathers. 

When I behold mankind divided into fo many innu¬ 
merable diircrcnt religions io the world, all vigoroufly 
propagatiiig ihdr own tenets, cither by fubtlcty or vio¬ 
lence, yet few or none feeming by their praftice to be¬ 
lieve what they with fo much ardour .profefs, I could 
almoll think, that thefc various ways of worfhip were 
iiril invented by politicians, each accommodating bis mo¬ 
del to the inclinatioQS of the people whom he defigned 
to circumvc.nt. 

But when, on the other ftde, I conhder there appears 
fomethihg fo natural and undifguifed in the furious zeal 
and unco'iiqtierable obflinacy of the greateft part, I am 
as ready to join with Cardan, and conclude. That all 
this variety of religions depends on the different influence 
of the ftars. This was a famous philofopher in Europe, 
and held, tliat the religion of the Jews owed its original 
to the forces of SUurn, that of the Chriflians to Jupiter, 
and ours ito 'Mars j as for'the Pagans, he afligns to them 
many conflellations and afpedis* 

Thus there is fo equal an appearance of ti-uth and 
falfehood in every religion, that 1 fliould not know how, 
in human redfon^ to fix on any. 

'^afii^erftition renders a man a fob!, and 'fcepticirm is 
enough to make him mad. To believe all things is above 
reafon j Ifo ^ive credit to nothing ia below it: I will keep 
middle path, and dire£l my faith by my reafon. 

^ Tirat*^ifaculty tetfs me,' tliat, if 1‘wcrc inclined to adore 
the fun, moon, and liars, for their beauty and hifluence, 
I naight on the fame ground worlhip my own eyes, witli- 
wKibh I ooWd^Rot behold their tempting fplendours; 
I might ay divinie honour to that more inti- 


ate ^liog, or any of my other fenfes, which 
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only render me capable to know the virtue of ihefe lu- 
nunaries. The fame may be laid of the clementB) and 
all Tilible beings. 

Wliat then fhall I adore, or to whom Ihall Z return 
thanks for all the bltflings I enjoy ? for even In this mi- 
fcrable life I tide fome happinefs. To what being, I 
fay, lhall I addrefs my vows and fupph’cations, for all 
the good that I poirefs and want} Is it to any thing that 
1 have feen or can fee, or that 1 can reprefent to myfelf 
under a figure i Is it to any part of the univerfe, or no f 
No. To the whole complex together ? No. I htfve a 
thoufaad kind thoughts for the fun, moon, and ftars, for 
the elements, and many other compound creatures. My 
foul, and that of the world, are unifont. Butjt is the 
profound depth of eternity, the infinite, and immortal, 
who is the diapafon, and makes perfefl harmony. 

To that being which has no rtrfemblance, neither is 
divided into parts, not circumfcribed with limits, whofe 
centre is every where, circumference no where, who hath 
neither beginning nor cud; to the only Omnipotent, 
from whom all other thirds flow, and to whom they all 
return; to Him I owe all that I have, and will pay what 
I can. And fomething by his deteimunation 1 am in« 
debted, and will difeharge it to thee, oriei)^ light of the 
Morefco mufTalmans; that is, the dnty of an humbj^. 
ilave, in begging pardon for this'prefumption.

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(et, the JetvJih kiilomn uid pro|^t; aeither eould my 
arguments perfuade liim to believe, that all mortals de> 
fccnded from Adam. It was an article of his faith, that 
i[] the infancy of tlic world men were formed of the proli¬ 
fic flime of the earth, impregriated by the vigorous warmth 
of the fun. and that all other animals had their original 
io the fame manftcr; but that, in procefs of time, the 
riclina&ofthe (eminal foil being exhauiled by a cont-i- 
Bual fpoataoeous produdlion of living creatures, there 
was no other way to perpetuate the various kinds of be¬ 
ings,* and multiply the individuals, but by the ordinary 
method of generaiion; for which reafon nature fisems 
have fubdiWded eyeiy fpecies into two fexes. 

Hence^is pbtbibpher concludes, that at firit there 
was no seaier relation between man nod mao, than there 
is now betwixt a lion and a (heep, or any other different 
kinds of animals; lavitig only, that as thefe are diftin- 
guhhed by their forms, into four-footed beails, fowls, 
fifiies, and creeping things, To men aflumed to therofelves 
tlte chara^lcr of rational creatures; and a principle of 
jislf.preicrvation was the firft ground of a tacit and com- 
tnou league between men, againft the reil of their fellow- 
mnimals, cfpecially againft Uiofe which made a more 
frightful figui;^ on earth than we do, and feemed more 
q^cious, and roelined to mlfchirf, fuch as dragons, ty- 
gers,7tears, lions, &c. 

But nn^withflanding this general aiTociation of our 
race againil ^ more favage and fierce troops of beafis, 
ISft Me man ftill fiood upon - his guard againft another ^ 
and all the fotis of the earth endeavoured to maiiUpin the 


p^fts which nature had aSotted each man ; that is, tlie 
place wfatW-be was firft formed, and drew breatli. But 
things could naik lift l^g^n this date; for either hyrin- 
BT fssfion* it which you will, fays tlus author) 
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men beiog ftiaitcned for want of fruits, or fpurrrd on by 
fume liecret defire of novelt)', foou went out of their 
bounds, and encountered each other, more by. chance 
than defign ; wlicnce arofe the firft occafions of a£iual 
war; for every tirenger appeared like aa invader $ they 
naturally flartled and fufpedied each other; recipro<»I 
pallluns of cholcr fprang in their breafts { and every man* 
to prevent the elTcd of his own fears and apprehenfions, 
rulhcd on his ntiglibour, wlio was, on the tame ground, 
ns rea<ly for an afiauU ('.a himfeif. Thus an univerfitl 
war commenced in the world, which, by various methods 
of hnpeovement, was carried on by the fuccceding gt- 
aerations, and coatiuued to the prefent times. 

As for the original of governments, the^particular 
time cannot be determined; but it may be fuppofed, that 
mej generally finding the iDconvenience of thefe private 
pcrfonal combat:^, and by degrees arriving to greater ma« 
tftrity of experience, formed ihcmfeircs at firh into little 
focietica and friendfhips, or as ^y dwelt near one ano- 
ther, or as they agreed in fome common inclinations, piancl- 
plcsy and intereils; from which fmall affociatioDSy they 
gradually fpread intd larger communities, living undd* 
certain laws and obligations of muteal peace, julUce, and 
alfiftance toward each other, and of defence aigaiaft their 
common enemks; fome living under the form of »■ cmft> 
iDouwealth, others of a monarchy; each body 6f me(| 
fettingfup fuch a model, as bell fuited thsiw owB- is- 
-ters^ and ncoeBities. From hence fprm^ the 
tion of nations, kingdms,. aad emp ires. Thaw tllfc 
A^^bian philofopber.'' ' 

But without inquiring into the tnitkof his prinei^eSi 
one would think, thae foiAe of the weft'om Ntt<ereae| 
wese kis difciples; and indeed ^ ^*vfl diftmTioAS’ feMi W' 
• be grounded on the fame maxims; n%iUl adifion-tiiO 
■ • 05. 
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-^. 1 ^ difcoRtent or.jealoufy, lay afide the obedience they 
•pwe to their foTereigns, chkiming 1 know not what na¬ 
tural right to defend theafelires agalnfi the encroacUmeots 
and uftirpaiions pf others. 

Thus no fooner was it fuppofcd here, that the king 
iotcoded to recal Cardinal Mazaiinl from his exile, but 
.the parliament of Paris, who are fccrct friends to the 
Prince of Conde, publiOicd an arrcH againd the cardinal, 
whereby all perfons are fotbid to contribute towards the 
return of this minllter; and ordering, that his library., 
with»aU his moveables, Ihould be fold, to raife a fum of 
an hundred and fifty tboufand hvres, which is promifed 
as a reward to thofe who (hall either take him prifoner, 
or kill hm. They alfo petitioned the Duke of Orleans 
to make the utmofi ufe of his authority agalnlt the car^ 
.filnal, who thereupon railed coiifiderable troops, and 
gave the command of them to tlie Duke of Beaufort. 

In the mean time, the cardinal is not idle, but, with 
.what forces he has, performs fome confiderable adion 
in bis own defence. He has taken prifoner an eminent 
counfellur of pariiameot. The j[iarliament fent a trumpet 
to demand his releafc. This melTengcr was rejedlcd; 
v^ereupon the parliament arc taking new metliods. 

The Princf of Conde has fent a letter and requeft to 
^ parliament, defiring them to fufpciid the execution 
oltKe^treft pubUihed agaliift him, ftnee the time given him 
Sojay doggn his arms was not yet expired, and that the 
.cardinal was^^tlmned into the kingdom, contrary to o 
HAokibitton figned by the king. 

' But ootwitbibi^g all thefe traverfes, Ma^arini is 
itcae to the court, which is now kept at Poi<Eb'ers, 
rwhero W'Waa received with infinite refpe^ and carelTea, 
iky.the Idag, litfr<pieen,^uu} all his friends. Anioiodties 
4iSy incite. hCwecn t\f£ different parties ; private. 
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gnidgas are improved to public fa&iona; ao univerfal 
pcevi{Imefs has pofTeiTed the hearts of the French nation} 
they are alarmed and offended at one another’s looks : 
if a man fmile too much, or too little, in converilng with 
his friend, it is enough to give him the charafler of an 
enemy, or at leaft to render him ftfpe£ied { fo that he 
who would live peaceably here, nt this Juncture, had 
need to be well ikilled in all tlie fecrcts of phyftognomy, 
and make frequent ufe of his louking.glafs, left any 
ubtique caft of his eye, or fatincal writhing of Ms nofe, 
liiould be interpreted for fymptoms of hidden mdic#; fur 
now they will fpy treafon in every feature of a man’s face. 

As for me, when I go abroad, 1 conform to all com¬ 
panies, yet alter not my addrefs; 1 neither play the ape, 
nor cuuiitLrfcit a ftatue; but, obferving a medium, 1 
pay a civil refpeft to all, without being courtly or rude, 
inr this carriage bcil fuits w'ith my circumftances. Hence 
it is, that nobody fufpedts the plain, deformed, blunt, 
crouk-backed Titus of Moldavia, to be >yhBt 1 am really, 
Mjlnnuf, the flavc of the exalted Porte.

'X HE prince of Conde’s taking up arms, has more 
zled-^Jic counfels of the king of France, and more ena- 
barraifed his affairs, than any occurrence that las -^ap- 
pened^nce the death of his father. - 

1 have already informed the Kainucham, and otheiy, 
of all paffages hitherto relating to thefe inteftine' broiU:} 
fin«e which they feem to be UE^r4^ed int« a war, wher«- 
in foreign nations take a part. AuerAhe retuia of Cak- 
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tfeal UGkxSnni to this court) the Prince of Conde v«6 
^BTcn to great ftraitS) beiag compelled by the fwift 
narchei of tlK king’s army to retire to Bourde^xv; 
itheFe, conrideriog that it would not be fo much his inte- 
fcil to keep this placcj as to increafc bis forces, be fent 
envoys to the King of Spain, and Archduke Leopold 
an Planders, to defire tlieir ailiftuncc. 

Thu ibrmer onmcdiatcly dirpatched away orders for a 
^onfidenhlc body of meu to approach the confines of 
Gaicoigne, where the prince had a great interett; and 
tbe latter ftnt h»m ei^bt thoulaiid men, to adf on tlie 
ilde of Flanders, and toward Parir, as occafiun offered. 
This it the parttcular game of the Spaniards, to take ad> 
vantage q/' the civil wars to this kingdom, tluit fo, by 
alBfiing the weaker party, they may balance the con* 
tehing powers of the nation, and keep theirt iu a perpe¬ 
tual quarrel; whillt in the interim they gain ground, re¬ 
cover tbe places which the French took from them in 
time of domeftic <pcace, and fo pave the way to new 
Oonquefls. 

In the mean time, the parliament fent deputies to the 
king, befeeching him to remember his royal word, by 
which he had for ever banifhed Cardinal Mazatini, and 
y^refenting tp him the fatal cunfequences which were 
fike to proceed from his return; but the king, infiead 
of coiUplying with their requells, caufed an cdlA of 
eouacil pubiifhed, which juftiiled his condufl in 

this matter. \ 

He aUb wrote a tetter to the parliament, full of com- 
^Irats, that-they had not yet publilhed any order to 
iunder the entrance of a foreign army into the kingdom ; 
<Viit all tlgnified nothing to men paifionately bent to 
'maintain' the IVtnce o^ C^nde’s quarrel againft tlieirr fo- 

ha^ut few trufty men in that fcDate, and • 
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they lire overarred by the reft ; beftdee, the Duke of 
leans bears a ftrange fway> both iu th«( parliament and 
country. ' - 

At the inftigation of the prince^tkejdltizeiU'of Orleans 
fhut up their gates, when they beard thf king was eomiag 
that way in his return to Paris < yet the country was 
open for the Prince of Comic, a^bjccl^'he travelled up 
and down the provinces, to make new interefts, and con¬ 
firm the old, leaving the command of his army in Oaf* 
coigne to his brother the Prince of Conti. 

There have been many fkirmifhes and encounters be- 
tweeu the king’s forces and thofe of the malcontents, 
and one fierce combat, whereiA the Prince of Conde de¬ 
feated tlie vanguard of the king’s army, as be yas march¬ 
ing to this city ; whereby, getting the ftart of his fove- 
reign, he arrived here, and was received in the parlia¬ 
ment, whilit the monarch was forced to lie encamped in 
the field. 

The prince found a different reception, according t* 
the various humours of people: The greateft part fa¬ 
voured him; and he received infinite careffes from tke 
citizens of Paris; but met with fome oppofiUon fniax 
periuns of higher tank, and more ftedfaft loyalty to the 
crowo. The Duke of Orleans is bis gizateft«fnend, and 
one for whom the parliament have a great deference; not 
fo much in contemplation of his wit and policy^ as fof 
the fake of his near relation to the crown, he boing undk 
to t(*s prefent king; whereby he has a to tffdme 
more authority than others, in regulating the dsfisrdcTB eJT 
the c<^rt, among which the greateft is efteemed that of 
Cardinal Mazarini’i return. 

In a word, both parties ferre thcmfelves of thofe wh» 
have the greateft intereft, andlre moft lately to compole 
• the q^iiarreh Tb« exiled queen w England nod h$r fMt 
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who haw takco'fanftuary in this kingdom from the peri 
fscutions of their own fubje^R> make it their bufinefs tO 
mediate between the court party and the faftion of the 
princes. 

The rrince of Condc alfo fetit deputies to the king, 
to reprefent to him, that the only means to give quiet to 
the ftate, was to baiiidt the cardinal miiiiiler; and, as 
they wore delivering their addrtfs, Mazariiii came in, at 
the fight of whom they aggravated their charge, aud faid 
to his face, ” That I'.c was the caufc of all the evils 
whiclf the kingdom fj{r,rcd.” The cardinal, interrupt¬ 
ing them, turned to the king, and faid, *' Sir, It wid 
not be jult tliat fo flouriihing a kingdom, and to whofc 
grandeur ^ have contributed all that lay in my power, 
ibuuld rain itfelf for my fake; therefore 1 humbly en¬ 
treat your majclly to grant that I may return to my own 
country, or whitherfotver my fortune fliall call me.” 
** No, no, replied the queen (not without fomc paflloti), 


tlus cannot be granted : The king had never more need 
of your counfels than at this junfturc ; We cannot con- 
fent, that fo ferviceable a man ihould be bauiihed only to 
humour his enemies •, therefore let us hear no more of 


that.” 


The dfpnti^, perceiving nothing of hope, returned to 
Paris. Then the parhament deputed others to go to the 
king, aMd remonilrate the deplorable ftate of the realm : 
This was«|^e a few days ago. 

la the meat^time, we have been alarmed here in the 
city with daily iofurreAione of the multitude. The oc- 
, cafionwaS) fome private orders which the Duke ^of Or¬ 
leans had given to the provoft of the merchants, relating 
t 9 >hia charge, and the welfare of the city. This being 
miftioderftood the ^o^lc, who have not the fenfo to 
^l^inguilh the goad offices of their governors from in- 
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jurjesy put them, all into a tnmult. aCaolted the 

provpd in hid coach» asihe was paHing thcftrects; and. 
had he not efenped into an apothecary’s ihop. they would« 
perhnpi, in tbclr furyt have tom him in pieces ; for fo 
they ferved hU coach, as an after revenge. 

I am weary of beholding the malicious quarrels of 
theic intidels i but when 1 confider, that tlicir difeords 
will be inllrumental to the future conqueds of tltf true 
believers, I am patient and rehgned. 

However, it is one comfort to me in this thorny da* 
tion, that one time or other, indead of the perpetual 
jangling of bells in Paris, I may again Itave the happinefs 
to hear the muezins cry on the minarets in Condanti. 
nopk, There is but one God, and Mahom^ his Pro¬ 
phet,’* Or if I fhall not live to enjoy this wifti,- yet, in 
the inviiible date, 1 diall hear the fame cry, and fhall be 
pad doubt of thofe things, whereof 1 have no certainty 
in this lii^:.

'T'he Chridians feem to have too proud ^an, opinion of 
thcml'eivcs, and fet a greater value on human nature than 
fuits with reafon. They aifert, that all things weae made 
for man, and dyk him lord of his fcUow-ereatarcs ; as if 
G(k 1. had given him an abfulute dominion dw the reft of 
his works, efpeciahy over the animal genenttims^ and 
that a|| the birds of the air, beads of the emth, and fifli 
of the fea, were created only to ferve his appetite, aud 
other nccefQties of life. I rctnember a letter 1 fonnerly> 
£mt tp ihcc, wherein I dlfcouilh^of the ^artefiw phib» 
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fophen^ and their contempt of the beafti, in denying 
^em foule, or the ufe of reafon^ 

Give me teiTC to entertain thee now, and divert my- 
felf, with fome farther remarks on this fubje^^. It is a 
refuge from melancholy, when I can thus freely difeuver 
my thoughts to aineud, who I know will out be psd'tial 
to the truth. 

I have been long an advocate for the brutes, and have 
endeavoured both to abftain from injuring iliem myfelf, 
and to incalcate this fundamental point of jultice to others. 
Thif is owing to the example and philofophy of Mahum- 
med, the Eremite in Arabia, that light and glory of re¬ 
ligious men : And, were it not that my humour is to be 
jAibtful jn all things, the influence of his converfation 
would make me a profefTed Pythagorean, a difciple of the 
Indian bramins, a champion for the tranimigration of 
fouls. 

The lad letter, fave one, 1 writ to that folitary, was 
upon this fubjeA ;* fuch an one as would divert him in his 
Mvc. It contained an account of the primitive manner 
of lifc'pradlired by the ancients,^ a narrative of the golden 
age, a hiftory of human iunocence, and the ft^-ps which 
men firft took tO' ufe violence and cruelty to their fellow- 
creatwres. * How 1 will prefent thee with fame additional 
oblervitions, fome remnants of antiquated trqth, gleaned 
from {Jhilofophers and hiftm-iaDs, and winoowed ftom the 
chaff of and fuperftitioo. 

■ Who wouU^not believe the beads to be endowed with 
reaibn, when he beholds them perform all the actions of 
j^tional Creatures, with mMc caution, though Itiv pride, 
than men ? They are more provident than we, and much 
more fubtie in avoiding any affliction or dan^irr. VVttnefs 
Tliaies the phflofoph^'i^^ule. which he often employed 

carry {alt to a^ertaih market > but the cunning bead, • 
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finding herfelf overbaded, when (he wat paiBng through 
a rircr, lay down, whereby the water, penetrating into 
the racks of fait, melted it away, and lightened her bur« 
den ; and thia was her conftant pradUce, till the philofo- 
phvr, perceiving himfelf thus outwitted by his beaft, was 
refolved to circumvent her another way ; wherefore, in* 
ftead of fait, he loaded her with wool, which he knew 
would grow heavier by being wet { biU the wary mule, 
feniible of the difference of her burden, would couch no 
more in the water, but, fenng no other remedy, went 
forward on her journey. • 

Who will not admire the wifJom of the fox in cold 
couutnes^ which the inhabitants ufe as a guide when they 
would pafs over any ftozen lake or river ? For^his cret* 
ture going before them, bys her ears clofe dovro to the 
ice, and liftens to try if (he can bear any motion or noife 
of the water running underneath $ which tf ihe does, (he 
will not venture on the ice ; but, if all be dill, then by a 
bgical dedu^n (he concludes the ice is thick enough 
to bear paiTengers; and fo (he leads the way, whild the 
men follow. ^ 

When a dog is hunting in the thick woods, and by 
chance comes to a place where three paths meet, he hrft 
feents the one, then the other; and perceiving that the 
game is not gone by any of thufe two ways, he throws him* 
felf fwiftly forward in the third, without fuch a particular 
application of kia nofe; which is an evideni^^jugumrat, 
that-’ie makes ufe of the like choice we ^felves fltaiild 
do. • 

And now I have mentioned this creature, I caniKrt 
forbtir celebrating their virtue and fidelity, whereof wfl 
haw d.u[y experience ; and there are many pleafant ex* 
amjWes^recordcd by grave hiftorifessj »

But the graiitudc of a lion to a certain Have In Rome 
is beyond all parallel: This Have was one of tliofe who 
were appointed to combat with wild beads in the amphU 
theatre, according to the cufiom of the .'indent Romans, 
in the public /hows which were ei^hibited to the people. 
As foon as the lion was let loofe in the pavement, he ran 
furioudy at the /lave, but coming nearer, he /topped on a 
fuddl^n, as one aftoiiifiied ; then he came gently towards 
the /lave, fawning upon him, and Uclcing his hand, which 
caufed all the people to give a /hout. The emperor he< 
ing prefert, and taking notice of t^c feeming friendihip 
and acquaintance that was between the flave and the lion, 
feat for the Have, and inquired the occailon of fo llrange 
an accident; to whom the /lave mads the following re« 
latiun : 

** My name, /idd he, is Andredus, and I am /lave to a 
mtain proconful, who having determined to kill me, I 
made my efcape, and hid myf«.V in a cave, where I bad 
not lain long before this lion, which you now fee, came 
in, being very lame of one foot. As foon as he fpie.l 
me, he caAie iimptng towards me, and ftretched forth the 
paw that was wounded, as though he begged of me to 
eafe hhn. A/frighted as 1 was, I took his paw ia my 
hand, afc^uUed out a great raggea thorn which fluck 
faft in it 5 thRB I walhed the wound with my own water, 
whiift he lay very patiently till I tbcwmghly drt/Ted it. 
The eafe he found by my application made fcim fall 
afleep; and when he awaked, he licked my band?, and 
Ihowed other figns of affection and gratiuido. I lived 
with him thus*threc in that cave, and cvcry*day he 
brought me a (htihe of his prey, on which 1 fuftaincd tny-* 
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felf: But at length tired with this manner of life, I took 
my opportunity when he was gone abroad to make my 
cfcapc. I Avandered up and down three days ; when a 
company of foldievs meeting with me, and knowing to 
whom I belonged, took me, and brought me hither to 
my old mailer, who has condemned me to this cruel-death. 
But it feems fortune fo ordered it, that this lion fliould 
be taken about the fame time, and appointed to be my 
executioner this day ; yet you fee he refufes to perform 
his oilice out of gratitude to me for my former kind- 
iiefs.’* 

The emperor, adoniihed and pleafed at this palTage, 
gave the (lave his life and freedom, bedowing alfo the 
lion on him, which brought liim in a conftant Irrelihood, 
by (bowing him to all piuple, who, having heard of this 
wonderful accident, were defirous to fee both the lion 
and his tenant, for fo they ftyled the (lave, and fomc 
called him the lion’s phriician. 

I (hould think I bad faid enough Cready to tire thy 
patience, and make thee forcfwear reading my letters fof 
t)ie future, were I not t^ell acquainted with thy genius, 
.I'ld know that thou delighted in relations of this nature, 
being no enemy to the harmlefs brutef.

In the name of God, fuperlatiTeljr indulgent and benign, 
lord of annies which cannot be numbered, confervator of 
the empire founded on his own unity ; praife be to him 
that has neither beginning nor end ! what is the reafon 
that we are always baffled by the inhdelu ? Every year 
our auguft emperor fends out mighty armies by land, 
and our fleets by fea are termed invincible, yet they arc 
ilill'overcume by the Chriflians.

The inhabitants of Rome ap*.- 
peared all in a great conflcmattoii: The chief mu(fi of^ 
that place went forthwith into the ftreets, ful^gfi^d by 
his ca^diuals and dervifes, accompanied b^s inoumcivl 
able multitude of people. They carried their gods o£ \ 
gold and^ver along with them ; and being apparelled ' 
with garments of coarfe hair, they fprinkled aihes on '

In a word, tbefc iniidcls feemed a while after to be in a 
great confulion and hurry, running this way and that 
way to hide their goods, and favo themfclvc:. hom the 
victorious ftrangers. In fine, 1 faw the cruflrs taken 
down from the minarets of the mofques in Rome, and 
■crefeents advanced in their place.” 

1 do not relate this, as if 1 gave credit to viiioiis and 
tr&ices: Perhaps all this might be hut a waking dream ; 
yet fuch viftonary entertainments hapt>cn of cuuiTe to our 
•ountrymen, when tliey obferve the forefaid ceremonies. 
But 1 {,€^1 thee, I am not aileep at this moment, and yet. 
it appears to me a very probable undertaking, fur the 
rnufTulmans to fit out a mighty fleet, which, having a 
fufScient army of landmen aboard, might deliver them, 
with little or no oppofltiun, on foine of the wealthy 
flioies of Italy ;« and if it is not thought worth the la¬ 
bour to make new conqucils, which would be dlfllcuk to 
maintain, yet at lead our foldiers, by plundering only the 
lich temples and convents of the Nazarenes, might carry 
.'Way ineftimablc ireafures. 

I wrote formerly to one of thy predecefTors about the 
fame matter, propofing the furprife of Loretto, as a very 
eafyt|atcempt, and that the booty would infinitely furpal's 
the ei^jnee and trouble ; but Mahmut's advices are ne¬ 
ver regarde^.ilU it is too late. We fejuander away thou, 
fands cf men, and millions of money, to purchafe little 
hifigniflcant iflands, which arc defended indeed yith feem- 
ing vigour by the Chriftians, but it is rather to'ainufc 
us than out of any real value they have for tliofe places. 

It is only« maxi^of weiicm policy thus ta give dl- 
vrrfiun to the arms which are dcRiiied to fuliduc al! nr- 
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tiona. They fport thcnifelvca, to fee the iiower of the 
catlem militia coiifumcd in their trenches^ befoK the im* 
pregnable fortrefs of Can<iia> wliich^ if won^ will not quit 
tlic coH of fo tedious a liege ; whereas^ in lialf that 
time, our tuvincible forces might have overrun all Italy. 

Thou wilt not think this an impraAicable enterprife^ 
when thou Oialt conlidcr the divtlions of tlie Italiab prin- 
CCS) the univcrfal fccurity and voluptuoulhefs of the inhabi- 
tnnts^ and yet the opprcnioris and tyranny they live un* 
dcr, bijtng fleeced and polled of all their fubftancc> to . 
maintain tlie giandcur of their governors, and the pride 
uf the clergy* which renders them equally difgufled at 
their prefeat Davifh manner of life* and dcfirous of a 
change. It is not hard to furmife after all thi|, that & 
coiiqueh would be cafy to the viftoriooe mufrulmans, or 
at leall fuch depredations a$ would mightily enrich 
tlicm.

I am not fent hither to fludy nice 
expiefiloRs, but to ferve the Grand Signiur with inte* 
grity. Dtfides, I know thou hafl not been accuftomed 
to the foft entertainment of ladies clminbers, but the 
rough dialecl of war. It is thy honour to be unacquaint¬ 
ed with the delicacies of dlfcouifc, diet, or dreffing; 


thing^ooly fit to enervate a man’s courage, and change 
his healt into that of a woman. Thou knowefi howto 
handle the cutrafs and lance, the fabre and fhicld, the 
bow and gun, and art pcrfedly verfed in all the military 
terms of art. A difcouifc of fieges and cay^paigns, 
florming of forts, and plundering of camps, is more 
agreeable to thee than all Tally’s oratory, or the fineft 
firaini c{ the«Perfiaiiy^ets. 1 am therefore confident 
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thou wilt not lake jt ill, that I addrcfs to thre in a (lyiw 
void of aiaiiicc, yet full of iral refpeft and love. 

If I counrtl thee, \i is for thy good 5 and I am com- 
iV'unJcd to exprefs my fentiments with freedom. Bcdclesj 
I have a perfomd privilege to advife thce^ the right of a 
friend, which thou witt acknowledge, when I felt thee, 
thtit I once had the happiDcfs to five riiy life, as w'e tra¬ 
velled together in Arabia. 


Thou canft not but remembet that paftge, and how 
tlint, m heat of youthful blood, thou hadll pfovoked' 
an eir.ir to kill thee in the fight of the whole carjvan, 
had uot I rallen at Ills feet, and told him thou wert 
ftrangcr to the cuhoms of the country. 

Briios^e me, I do not reproach tiicc with thic^ but on¬ 
ly make life of it as an argument tn rouvlnrc^thee, that 
the fame motives which prompted me to interpofe myfclf 
at that time between thee and certain death, induce me 
now to giNx thee warning of a precipice of which thou 
art ill danger. Kvery one givrt thee the charaftcr of a 
brave man, and nobody diflike^ thee the worfe for being of 
an air as fierce as a Tartar. AM th‘S liecomca a man of 
the fword ; and they fay, thoO duft even' thing with a 
martial gtacc. 

But I am told Itkewife, that thou art giult^ of ava¬ 
rice, and that, the Iccre of prefeirts, thou eilroHeit 
men in the lift of the janivaries, w'ho are not fit ^ fcrvc 
in the wars ; fucb as are iionfckcrpers, perfofts cStangleJ 
wkr waives and children, with ihhis aai. olh«r #nciHti- 
brances, that they only appear on certain days in*the 
milhaiy. habit, and then return to their d' 6 mefttc builnefs, 
without ever regarding'the difcj'pline of the royal cham- 
h«', or thinking themfclves obKgcd to learn the art 
that thon in the mean P»7» wd 

addi tional bribes, whilft they arf only contented 
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\vitb the titleasd privilege of a janizary, to Iheltcr tliem- 
felves from juiUcci aiid prote£l them in their rapine and 
villanie$. 

I tell thee, Ihould this be known and proved againd 
theC| it would be to thy ruin ; but I hope better things, 
and that thefe are only the furmifes of thy enemies. Foi 
thou knoweft, that none ought to be ad nutted into that 
ancient order, but the tributary Tons of* the Nazarencs, 
who, being in their infancy liilcd in the college, know 
neither father nor patron, favc the Grand Signios^ who 
Is the cemmun parent and protcclor of the Ofinan em¬ 
pire. On his fervicc is all their zcul nud courage iixed^ 
having no ]>rjvate bias, no paitial incuualionK, to warp 
them from the fidelity they owe ihcir great madcr. They 
are devoted to indefatigable toils and hnrdilups during 
their whole life. 

This was tile firft inilitulion of the janizaries, though, 
through the currnption of the limes, they have much tie* 
generated from ikeir primitive lulcs. But thou, who 
art honoured vriih an high command, will fjgnaljfe thy 
virtue and loyalty in reforming tUefe uhufes, and in not 
fuiicring the college of men of war to become a reetp* 
taclc of rogues and drones. 

Such diforders as thefe have promoted tlic luteilmc 
broils of this kingdom; I fay not that they arc the ori¬ 
ginal mufes } yet it is a great diiu inn lion of fovereigii 
majefty^when a king fliall find Ids own armies fighting 
againft him, as they do at prefent here in France. How 
tnaity mutinies and rebellions have been raifed by the li¬ 
centious janizaries at Conilantinople, when, layir^ afide 
all refpeft and duty, they have notfpared to vudatc the 
feraglio itfelf, but entering witliin thofe facred y^nti 
with bands of armed have turned all things .tod^n' 
turvy, feized on <hc imperial treafure, changed the*.- 
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nicftic ofucei's of their fovercijjn, and fometlmes chafed 
him from hi^ own palace, to the hazard, if not to the 
lofs of his life. 

If thou wouldft know what they are doing here in 
Trance, the men of arms are cutting one another’s throats, 
whilil l.*e rabble are burning their neighbours out of 
their hoiifcs. 

Two days ago’, the multitude affcmbled in the ftreets, 
and, having hefet a certain palace in this city, they put 
tire to,ir, rcfolving to kill all that Ihoul.l attempt to 
make tiieir cfcape out of the flames. A perfon of qua¬ 
lity, coming out to pacify them, fell a violiui to their 
unbridled rage ; and had not the Duke of Beaufort (of 
whom-1 Jiave often made mention iu my leitors) intcr- 
pufed his authority, they had murdered all that were 
wiiliin thufc fiifpcclcJ walls. 

Some lime before this, the Marefchal Turenne took 
a place of flrcngth from tire Prince of Condc, who in 
lieu of it took »St. Denys, a t«wn not far from Paris, 
wherein there is a temple, which tlie French fay is the 
rieheft In Eu:ope ; but they are laughed at by the Ita¬ 
lia;',s, who boaft of far lichcr mofq ies in Venice, Milan, 
i-laples, and Rome. 

The Duke of Lorrain plays fall and loofe with the 
Prince of Coitde. He entered the kingdom with an ar¬ 
my, pretending to cfpoufe the prince’s quarrel, biU was 
quickly bought olF by the queen, fo that he is now gone 
to F- nders again ; by this ailion IcaYin^a free paflage 
to the king’s army, under Marefchal Turenne, to range 
'■ hitlierj.hcy pleafe, which were before blocked tip by 

forces.

X HE Pnriiinna feem to be all in a dream or trance; iliey 
know not whal ihcy fay or <.lo, or at Itaft tlicy care not; 
fiicli IS tlic immenfc joy for die return of the king to this 
city. The fteps to this fudden change, were the retir¬ 
ing of Cardinal Mazaniil from the court, which iras fe- 
conded with a declaration of indemnity, or a general par¬ 
don for all that had puffed during thefe trunbks, fave 
foniL particular referees, facrilege, fires, and fuch like. 
This worked ilrangcly on the inhabitants of Purls. But 
the Prince of Condc not finding any fatisfaflion as to his 
own pertlm in this amndly, called in (he Duke of Lor- 
rain’s arn-.)'to his afliftancc. Thifc reduced the king’s 
lorecs to fo grcrit a firait and extremity, that the par- 
liunicnt, lieing fenfihlc of the advantage, made ufc of it, 
and fent deputies to the king, befceching him to continue 
in the fame good fefoluticn he had taken before this mif- 
fortune. 

The monarch fulTercd liimfelf to b? overcome by a vi- 
olcncc mixed with fo much fu mi’iTiou, and yielded to 
their rcquk'lLa. lmrs*\cdiatcly ihc heaiis of the Prince of 
Conde^s frici^s jjt'.w cold^ and began to change their 
fentiment:;. In a word, they were refolyed to defcit 
their maftcr, and cafl thcmfchvs at the fict of their 
lawful iovc;c»gn. The grandees, tv ho had moft affet^red 
Condc’s intereft, I?''cl dowri their ofTicea : the foreign ar- 
mzes of Spaniards and I.*t;rraigricrs retired out of the 
kingdom i the citiz.ciis of Paris feiit a depntiticvn, COD'* 
fiiling of fixty^fix perfons of honour, to invite the king 
to tI>J$ city, and alTure him of their future allegiance j 
all the cfficcrsof the rp.^Htia did the like. The khg be* 
ing fatulied with ihe timely ptuitcncc of hi^' 
having couimanded fome preparatory alteration:! 
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cf truft, entered this city on the twenty-firft of the laft 
moon> with all the joy and acclamation which could ex* 
prcfs tlic love of his people, and the regret they had la¬ 
boured under during his abfcnce. 

Thou feeft, illullrious minifter, that though by the 
artifices of a faclion, a king may be rendered odious to 
his fubje£ls, be baniihed from his palace, and have the 
gates of his cities llmt againfi him, as hcfel to this king t 
ytt the inconveniences they feci, in taking up arras againft 
him, fooner or later biing them to repentance } and they 
are glad to court his return, whom but a while ago*they 
forced away by tluir undutifulncfs, to gratify the ambi¬ 
tion of a bold young prince of the blood, who promifed 
and ventured ail things in hopes of a crown ; far it can¬ 
not be fuppofed, that the Prince of Conde had Icfs aims 
when he firil began this war, though his pretences were 
fpecioiis, only to remote Cardinal Mazaiini, and other 
evil minillers from the king, and to protect the French 
from the machinations of Spatlifti ancl Italian coimfels} 
w'hilft it is cv'deiit, that all along he and his party have 
been fupported by the King of Spain in their rebellion. 
One would wonder how the French, a fcnfible and witty 
nation, could be thus impofed upon ; but the Arabian 
proverb fays, “ There arc none fo blind as thofe that wil¬ 
fully flnit ih^ir eyes.” 


Yet whatever flupidiiy vcigns among the Fra^s, me- 
thinks nothing but light and rcafon ought to appear in 
iW^ariinriS of the miiffulmans. I an^awfounded to hear 
of the rebellions ii» Syria and Egypt: Will they never 
give Srt to the banner of the Pinphet ?

Whatever wc endure as an evil* or pofTcfs as 
a good, are both fo fhort, that, as the one need not /Ink 
to an exc^fs of grief, fo neither does tie other deferve 
a paioxyfm of joy ; a figh or a tear arc enough fiir the 
6rd, ^d a ftrule is too much for U)e lad. My mind at 
prefcatNs an equilibrium. 

What ^V,;; birth of the greateft monarch, or 

that he can boaft of a long defeent of kings his progeni¬ 
tors i He It born to laboiu and trouble as weU ^ other 
tnea j and all the charming plcafores that attend a crown 
fcarce fufficient to recompenfe his cares and fatigues, 
his hazards and toils, the perpetual ri/ks he ruos both 
iO'peace and wait * •'ill 
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If from tUe ci.idlc he iiiakc aa early Ilep to a tliroiie, 
h is but a i'.iock honour to hs erowiitd with a wreath of 
briars, i'queczed and prcflvu i.ito bis tender temples by 
the deceitful hands of his guardiaua and minillere, who 
ilrive only to lay the foiindaiiun of their owa honour in 
his ruin, by inproving the time of hia minority, and mak- 
ing opprehton chemical, that, during thejr prefae^Utho' 
riiy, they may txirail tiic life and elixir of his fiibje£U 
wealth, and hoard it in their own coffers, leaving only 
the Icon to him when he comes of age, and thefe general¬ 
ly compounded with the ill-will of his people. I^ifh 
tiw cafe prove nut the fame In out prefent foveretgn, Sul¬ 
tan Mahomet, who, thou knoweft, was lifted to his fa¬ 
ther’s throne before his time, and by methods which caa- 
not be juilified: It was the mufti's plot, who is the on* 
cle of the law, and fo the muffulmans acquiefeed. But 
mark the end; fucli treafoiis feldom efoap^e unpunifheek 
Though Sultan Ibrahim was depofed and impiifuned 
(not to menttoo that which ge^cs theaears of any loyal 
Ottoman), though his eldell {bn be placed on lus throne 
to ferve the ends of a fhdlon, yet a younger than he ma^ 
live to revenge the wion^ that were done to his father, 
and reftove the empire of the faithful to its pridine graa^ 
deur. There are now above three years clapfed hnee the 
change of affairs at the feragliu. In the mean time, doll 
shou not obferve the difeontents of the people f la tiiere 
not a general coldncfs and neutrality to be diTee^ned in 
thi?,.convcrfation of tbofe who at Brfti^cre mofl forward 
to approve the mufti’s proceedings ? *!l!3en begin every 
whereto reHeifl on the prefent revolution and its fatal 
confequences. The Venetian war, they fay, has quite 
impaveriflied the empire. Decay of trade, want of mo* 
ucy, and a tUoufand other thii^ are ^le daily cotn^ 
()!aints in CoodantioO^tc).-llils I ar% told from very 
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good KanJs, men of fevcrai nalious, r.'.e'‘c:iiant3 who trade 
in that city, perfons altogether «iit)!afred : They,’as 
ftiangcrs, have hetn inquifitive, during their refidence 
there, into the huinonrs of people, to find how the mtif- 
fulmans Hand afTefted to the prefent date of the Otto¬ 
man atfairs. I approve not the pitfimption of ihofe in- 
hdel8,|fflt make ufe of it to iuform myfclf of ftreral tna- 
terlai paffages, which I could not oihcrwifb learn at this 
diftance from the auguft Porte. 

They tell me the foldiers murmur that fo many thou- 
fandr of men have been fatrificed in Candia and Dalma* 
tia, whim what they gain iu the ifland they lofc on the 
continent; for it feems the Venetians are ftill too hard 
for us one w^ay 01 other. They gnmililc alfo for want 
of their due pay, and that they have not bread enough 
to keep them from ftarving. A certain Grtek affured 
me he had heard feveral of the fpaliis fweaf folcmnly, 
that it was agreed amongft them not to go into Dalma¬ 
tia the neRt campaign : Iki<t this I took as a drain of the 
Grecian's natural faculty, w'ho, thou knoweft, are much 
^ivcD t* romancing. However, I hear enough both from 
them and other travellers of Ealt and Weft, to convince 
me, that feme of the grandees at the imperial city are in 
a tottering condition. 

AH wliieh ferves but to confirm my firft difeourfe, that 
hardly any thing on earth is worth a thought, fince all 
things We of fo fhort duration. 

In a word, the jjforld feems to be a garden, intermin¬ 
gled with rofes zna weeds ; The lirft are fo clofe cncom- 
pafted with thorns, that a man cannot gather them with¬ 
out wounding himfclf; and, if there be more cafe in crop- 
piag the latter, yet they are unwbolcfome, and ftink, put¬ 
ting a man to {s frequjj^ purilicatiuns as the tiroe& he 
touches thena. t . *' 
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Let thou and I, dear Dgnet, pafs along the alleys of 
this garden, -view her beauties and deformities witli an 
even mind, not putting ourfelves to the fatigue of ga¬ 
thering her flowers, or fuffering ourfelves to be tempted 
v.'kh her foftcr pkafures: But let every thing we fee and 
hear in this enchanted ground ferve the ends of our coti- 
teinplation, being fle>lfaftly mindful of this irutli, ^‘•Tijat 
all lliofe things, which apj>ear fo gay and full of charms, 
are nothing but mere empty ideas and fleeting fiiadows 
of thatvfuhilantial and permanent pleafurc which lias her 
rcfidcnce only in paradife.” • 

Thou mayeft tell the Kaimacham, our hiend, that 
now the King of France begins to play the monarch on 
the bottom of his own wit and courage, without the af» 
fitlance or couiifcl of tutors. He has brought the par* 
hament to an abfolute compliance with his will, having 
jnirged that fenate of difafFc<Sled members^ ^ baniihed 
iiom the court the Duke of Orleans, who pretended a 
tight to rule his fovereign. In^he mean time, the Prince 
of Conde lias taken Kethcl and St. Menchoud, wlrilil 
Barcelona is furrendered to the Spaniards. 'Fhus whai 
is gained in one point is loft irt another. Doubtlefs tlterc 
is nothing ftable on earth.

As 
foon^as lie artived at the next towDi wbeie he had many 
friendsi lie related thU wonderful pafTage ; but inftoad of 
chcrhhiiig bis hprfe for So hiithful and invaluable a. fer* 
vice, he diew bis fword* and immediately killed the beall 
that favud his life, fayiug, Ide did it fur the fake of fame, 
heirig rcfolved that hi» horfe Ihould never perfonn the 
like fervice to any other mortal.

meritorious beak, and give him his free delight in all 
things as long as -he lived, commanding that he Atuuld 
sever more be forced to labour or traTcl; and to com- 
plcte thu happiiiefs of the beak, he culled out fome of 
the beautifuUcft m^cs of Arabia to accompany him, char- 
.giiig.alib, that CS» doors of the liable ihould be always 
Open for the horfe to go in or out, and KUige wh|n and 
wh^ie be ple^fed. This was a gencrofity worthy of an 
^kerp monarch, whonia as thy letter inldrms me, thou 
hak in part .imj$ated. ^ , 

But fucb ii; fppw flofn’l .ambitioa and Tsia defire to 
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talked of, thatt they care not by what bart^irous methods 
they accompliih their aim. It was a motive of this na« 
ture which tempted Eroilratus to fet fire to the famous 
temple of Ephefus, which had been two hundred years 
in budding, and was numbered among the feven wonders 
of the world. 

This happened on the very night that Alexander the 
Great was born*: And the villain being aiked why lie 
committed fo deftru«^’ve a facrilcge, anfwered, ** That 
it was to acquire an immortal fame by fo ftupendous a 
wickednefs, fince he could not hope to be recorded for 
his virtue.” 

Plutarch mentions a jell that was made on this deftruc' 
tion of Diana’s temple j fur it was common in every bo* 
dy’s mouth, that the goddefs being called that night to 
the labour of Olympias, the mother of Alexauder, could 
not be prefent at hoinc to fave her Iioufe ,from burning; 
for the Gentiles believed that Diana (whom they alfo 
called Lucina) was invlfibly a^llant at the birth of chil* 
drea. 

However, the priefls made no jell of it, but ran dp 
and down howling and fbaking galhei in their flelb, pre* 
faging that Fate was that day bufied in figning the de¬ 
cree of Afia’s ruin. This is certain, that that very 
the man was born who was deftined to fulidue all 
and on the ruins of the Perfian empire raife the monarchy 
of the Macedonians. However, the villain who burst 
th«.^emple liad not hU delire; for Jt.^^ decreed through¬ 
out all Afia, that liia name Huudd n^r be mentioned- Is 
hiflo^, or any public writings. 

It is recorded of a certain governor of a dty in Italy, 
that being on the top of an high tower, with only the 
pope« the German emperor, atM^an amhfiTador fiom Ve- 
• -«ice in bis company, be wm tempted io thit>w the two

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former over the batdements, a? they were taking a furvey 
of the city, which he might have eafiiy done, for they 
wre i>ged, and incapable cf refilling his ftrength. 
This poflage he confeffed to his ghoftly failier ; and be¬ 
ing ailfcd what induced him to think of fuoii a horrid 
tr-.’aron, he aiifwcred, “ That it iniglit he fald he did a 
thing whtih never was done before, nor in all prohabiliiy 
would ever be done again, lince no ptiuce, having hetird 
fuch a ftory, would ever venltire h'lnfclf into the lame 
danger wiiliout a fuBieieut giinrd of his own.” Uatehow. 
ever, <ie had not rcfoliaion enough to go through witli 
his proje£l.

%'ery fpccdily, when the SpanilH king has plcafcd himfclf 
for a while wilb an imaginary poifenion of it. 

I cuiicliide my letter juft at the hour when the old 
year expires, according to lIic account of the Chnftians, 
wifhing thee a feene of new felicities.

God.

Here is no other news ftlm’ng at prefect, worth tho 
knowledge cf a znufl'ulman ginndee. eyes of aU the 
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\v«llern Nazarencs are fixed on tliat refuge of the wovh 
where thou refideil, and on the a6IIons of our invinclbl< 
vifier in Candia. 

They difeourfe of fome overtures of peace which tha 
great general has made to the Venetians, if they wO 
forthwith furrendcr the city of Candia to the vidlorioui 
Oiinans.

invent. But do not I know alfo, that in fome of the 
inoft weighty points of your law, your zeal has exceeded 
your prudence ? 1 fpcak not of the private bigotry of one 
man, or a few, but of the reprefentative body of your 
whole nation. How fooliftily fupcrllitious were your 
armies in the days of Mattathias, when, being aHaulted 
by their enemies on the fabbath*day, tliey refufed to 
draw a fword in t^eir own defence, and fo were all cut 
cir by the army of Antkichus i This is no invidious re* 
mark of*your adverfarics in religion, but the obfervation 
of Jofcpiius, a man of the fame faith, and fprung f.«m 
the ilock of Ifracl as well as thyfclf. 

Now, tell me thy opinion, did your fathers do well m 
thus facrificiiig thcmfelvcs and the whole intereil; of If* 
rael to a miilaken pun£lilio of that obedience they owed 
the law, or no ? If thou allowcft the former, then Mat* 
tathias did wickedly In making a decree, that from 
ihcnceforth it Hiould be lawful cn the fabbath>day to re* 
fill their enemies; and all the Jiws weft guilty of many 
notorious breaches of the law, in obeying this decree, 
and fighting on the fabbath-day. But if thou fayeft they 
did ill in not figliting, though at a proliibited lime, and 
prohibited under the Icvcrcft curfes, then it follows, that 
there is no point of your law which may not,, nay, which 
ouglit not to bii dlfpenfcd with, and give way to the in- 
ttrefts of ftatc, and tlic good of the commonwealth; fo 
that, at tins rate, the religion for which you arc all fo 
zealou^ will appear to be but a form of government di. 
vmcly contrived for human regards. 4 do not call»in 
qtieftion the miraculous delivery of yolk law on Mount 
Sinai. Suffer me to plead, without fufpidon of partiali¬ 
ty : I do not go about to invalidate the teftimony of 
Mofcs .and the prophets, Doubtlefs, th» Mod High 
e|me down through the heavens, attended with myriads 
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aad thirty^wo ttioufaRd chsmot* of fire ; and, 
when he flood on the top of the moun^, the rear of 
his train bad a<A palfcd the hlecr gates of the moon ; 
The fun appeared in h:a circuit at ouc afloniflied | be 
blafhecb and fled away from the etern^ brightnefs) net 
a^le to endure the laftre of a ^ory fe far furpaffing his' 
own : Tlie iVan were dazzled at the immortal fplendour, 
aod ttiftook their coarfes; they ran one againR another 
in theb affrighted careen ; and as a lafting memorial of 
that glorious defeent, the angels left the bright •iropref- 
fro^of their footfteps in the path: That heavenly road 
is to this day diftingutfhed from all the reft of the Iky by

The natlona of the earth were amazed at the tremen- 
dem vlfion and noHe ; for the mountaiu was all on lire, 
whofe ftamest esched up to the clouds, and its fmokc 
to the mid'heaven.

prejudices agaioil aU the fons of Adam, except tliofe of 
pur own race. Stand aloof for a while, and look round 
=ihouL thee to the four winds; but fix thine eyes on the 
Eail, for from thence Wifdom takes her origin. DM 
not the fame God who created the Jews, alfo create all 
Lite nations of the earth f And canft thou be fo blind and 
obdurate as to lliiuk that Sovereignty Merciful made 
fo many millions of fouls on purpofe to damn them} Or 
that it diall be imputed to them for fm, that they were 
not born of the feed of Jacob ? Was It in their powtP to 
choofe the father that (bould beget them, or the motlrer 
that ihould conceive them ? How abfurd are the confe- 
qucnccs of this narrow opinion ? It is an unpaplonablc 
pride and malice, thus to contemn and judge thofe that 
are compounded of the fame ingredients as yuurfelvei. 

Doubtlefs God has font prophets into nil nations, to 
guide them into the right wav. and nut into tlie way of 
hrridels. Thofe who believe ihc prOphets, and obey 
tlrtir precepts, (hall be faved; for liicy preach the unity 
;)f the divine cfHT.cc, the refurredtion of the dead, the 
(l. y of judgment, the joys of paradife, and the torments 
(-i'tbe damned ; tlicy leach the neccflliy of ju'Uce, puri¬ 
ty, and good works ; exhorting all to pmdU^c the golden 
rule, without .entangling their minds in tndiefs niceties, 
wliich arc but the fuperfelation of piety, the excremen- 
titious burdens of a religions life. Such arc mod of the 
truublttfpme and ridiculous ceremonies obferved by the 
yealots of your law, at which I have^kiiown the wifsr 
fort of Jews to laugh. Thcfe littl^fupcrftitions, like 
unproiltuble fucktrs, exhaiill the vitals of reh'gion, and 
leave it only a faplcfs trunk, from which no fruit can be 
expcAcd. Were they commanded in the kw of Mofes, 
[nmething might be pleaded in their defence; but, as 
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they are only the dreams of your rabbis, a wife tohj 
would beware }iow he put on a necdlefs yoke, the flra 
tagem of your crafty guides to keep you in fubjcftioit 
and a fen’ile awe of tlieir authority, and a religious time 
roufnefs of you know not what. 

Thy letter rcph'cs to this by anticipation ; for fuppof 
ing that I lliculd argue thus^ and charge you with add 
ing traditions of your own to the pulitive injiiii£lion3 o 
the lav.-, thou ttllell me, that thofc are greatly mlftakci 
who tliink chat ail which was delivered to Mof^s in tlu 
Mount was written in the two tables, or cotnprifed cvci 
in the Pentateuch, as if the prophet fpent thofc forty day: 
and nights only in keeping of geefe; for it it evident 
fayeft nothing elfe to give hiii 

but the written law, he might have difpatched him it, 
an hour, or a day at mod. Therefore, thou added, that 
by day he gave to him the written law, and by night the 
myileriouB explanation of it, called the oral law ; wliich 
explanation Mofes taught by word of mouth to JolKua, 
his fuccclTor, Jolhua to the feventy-two feniors, and that 
they tranfmitted this oral traditionary comment down to 
their pofterity, even to the 'laft of the prophets, from 
whom the great Sanhedrim received it ; after this, every 

one delivered it to his fon as he hud received it from his 

« 

anccdors, and fo it continues to this day to be the rule 
of your lives, in tliofe cafes where the written law is 
filciit. I tell thee, Nathan, there appears a great fhow 
of reafon in what thou fayeft j and indeed it cannot be 
fi^pofed that Meifcs fpent all that time only in receiving 
the written law jpiDut on the other fide, I cannot believe 
that the Eternal Mind was bufied fo many days in prc' 
fcrlbing thofe ridiculous rules artd ceremonies which an 
Jound in the,Talniud, and the writings of your rabbis. 
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If thou canfl convince me of that, I will ceafc to pcr- 
fnadc thee to a cliange. 

I have a great deal more to fay, but tlie hour of the 
poll calls on me to conclude my letter. In my next I 
will fully aiifwcr al! thy arguments. In the mean time. 
Jet not cuftum, and the dktates of the fynagogiie, fup- 

plant liiy rcafon, but remember thou art a man.

Thou art placed on a high feat, eminent among the 
faithful, and the eyes of the diftreifed are Hxed on thee. 
Thou art the patron of all the miferablc. To thee, as 
to a fanAuary, Hies the man whofe misfortunes have bC' 
reared him of all other hope, whofe drooping fpirits can 
h^d no comfort from the reft mortals. His laft and 
only refuge is to thee, who art the faithful ftew’ard of 
the Grand Siguier’s liberalities. Let not too much pru- * 
dcnce fuperfede thy charity. The w.cked and the inno- 
fcnt have equd accefs to thre ; and it ought ti> be fo, 
for no man at firil can dlftinguiib between the one and 
the other by their outward afpe^l. Yet a little exami¬ 
nation and converfe will fliovi’ the dificrence. 

TJierc are thofe who get large poifcflions under the 
maik of poverty; there are impudent beggarg, who 
make a trade of impofmg on Imma^ compaftion, qnd - 
iport themfelves in this humble methuS^f clie.nting peo¬ 
ple of their money; whilft, imagining they beftow it on 
perfons really indigent, it is thrown away on counter- 
frits, viUains, and inftdeli. ^ 

^ On the other fide, I have fecn true of pity, 
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men reduced to the laft cxtremitie*, who would ratlar 
pcrifli than expufe their condition to any, fave the great 
and noble. They efteem fuch as be wife men, generous, 
and confideratc of the accidents whiA commonlv befal 
mortals; they tliink, to thefe they may freely unbofoin 
themfelves, tell their w'ants, and claim relief, without 
the hazard of a reproach, tvhich M'ounds more deeply 
than a iliort denial. 

Thou mayeft know them by the modefty which ap¬ 
pears in their faces (fays our holy prophet), and that 
th^y arc foon repulfed. To fuch as ihcfe give plentiful 
alms, and do not repine; for it is as a profitable mer< 
chandife fent to remote countries, which, thotigh ven¬ 
tured op the uncertain waters, yet in time, by the fpe- 
clal blefling of Heaven, flrall return with feven-fold in- 
tcreft. 

Nay, giv^'to all that a/k : for it is better to mifplace 
our charity on nine unworthy perfons, than to deny an 
alms to one tliat is reall^-in need. Befides, it is not for 
the honour of a fovereign monarch, that any perfon in 
diilrefs fhould depart from his court fad or difeontented 
for want of relief. 

I have in fome of my letters glanced at the vi’ecs of 
thefe wcflcrn Nazarenes, and have not been altogether 
filcnt as to tlicir virtues, among which tlieir charity is 
very confpicuous. 

The French relate a pretty paffjge of a certain cardi¬ 
nal, awery goodi man, and one that, by the multitude 
of'his generous anions, gave occafion for the world to 
call him, The pjKton of the poor. 

This ccclefiailic prince had a conAant cuAom, once 
or twice a-week, to give public audience to all indigent 
people in thc^hall of his palace, and to relieve ^very one 
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according to their various neceflities, or the motions uf 
his own bounty. 

One day a poor widow, encouraged with the fame of 
his generolity, came into the hall of tliis cardinal, with 
her only daughter, a beautiful maid about fifteen years 
of age. When her turn came to be heard, among the 
crowd of petitioners, the cardinal, difceming the marks 
of an extraordinary modefiy in her face and carriage, as 
alfo in her daughter, he encouraged her to tell her wants 
freely. ** She, blulhlng, and not without tears, thus ad> 
dielTcd herfclf to him : My Lord, I owe for the fent 
of my houfe five crowns, and fuch is my misfortune, that 
I have no other means to pay it, fave what would break 
my heart, fmee my landlord threatens to force me to it, 
that is, to profiitute this my only daughter, whom I 
have hitherto with great care educated in virtue, and an 
alihorreuce of tliat odious crime. What I* beg of your 
eminence is, that you would plcafc to inlerpofe your fa- 
cred authority, and proteft u 8 *froro t^e violence of thw 
cruel man, till by uur honed indullry we can procure the^ 
money for lum.” , 

‘ The cardinal, moved with admiration of the woman's 
virtue and innocent modedy, bid her be of good courage. 
Then he immediately wrote a billet, and giving it into the 
widow’d hands, “ Go (faid he) to my deward with this 
paper, and he dial! deliver thee five crowns to pay thy 
rent." 

ThI-poor woman overjoyed, and refurntng the cardi¬ 
nal a thoufand thanks, went direAly ^ his fteward, ^nd 
gave him the note, which wke:: he ba^read, he told out 
fifty crowns. She, adonilhed at the meaning of it, and 
fearing this was only the deward’s trick to try her ho- 
nelly, Icfufcd to take above five, faying, *8110 afkcd the

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cardinal for no morc» and Ihc was fure it was fome mif. 
take. 

On the other fide, the fteward infilled on his mailer’s 
order, not daring to call it in queftion : But all the ar* 
guments he could ufc were iiifulEcient to prevail on her 
to take any more than five crowns ; wherefore, to end 
the controverfy, he offered to go back> with her to the 
cardinal, and refer it to him. ^Hien they came before 
the munificent prince, and he was fully informed of the 
hufiiicfs, It is tiue, (faid he) 1 miflook in writing 
fifty crowns ; give me the paper, and I, will reftify it.** 
Thereupon he wrote again, faying thus to the woman, 
“ So much candour and virtue deferves a recompence : 
Here F have ordered you five hundred crowns J wliat 
you can fpare of it, lay up as a dowry to give with your 
daughter in raairiage.” 

If 1 mlAa^Ke not, this cardinal was calk'd Famefc i 
but whatever his name .was, this was an aflion truly he> 
roic, and which has but tew parallels. 

It will be much for the glory and intereft of the fliin. 
ing Porte, if thou fomelimcs,> by an extraordinary larw 
gefs, ralfcft the fortune of deferving men, and putteft 
them in a capacity to ferve the Grand Signior ; at leall, 
fuch bounty will oblige them not to difierve him. 

Among the reft, permit me to rccoinmcnd the cafe of 
Ebnol Barwana Kayemas, thy countiymaii: He was 
once pofTclTor of a fair Timariot, but was turned out by 
Sultan Ibrahim, to gratify a creature of Shechir Para. 
'Iliou k.unveft *h^-if'2 of that infamous woman. I fa\- 
fio more.

1 KOU that art a man of war, dclighteft, no doubt, to 
hear of combats and battles; and I tell thee, that fince 
the beginning of the world, tlicre have never been known 
fitch dreadful lea-fights, as during the prefent war be¬ 
tween the Englilh.and Dutch. It feems there is an emu¬ 
lation fprung up in the latter; they grudge the inhabi¬

I fent thee an account of a combat between thtir fleets 
lait year, fmee which they have had many other engage¬ 
ments } and it is faid here, thift, durmg this war, the 
EngliAi have taken from the Dutch near two thoufand 
merchant vefiels, and iunk^and burnt many of their Aiips 
of war, Aain fome of their chief commanders, fpoiled their 
trade, and reduced them alm<’A tu as great llraits as when 
they firft courted the proie£lion of the Euglilh againft 
their fovereigrp the King of Spain, from whom they had 
then newly levoked. 

But the moil terrible conflift was on the fccond of this 
mooni'^/wherein the Dutch had feven-ahd-twcnly of their 
gu-ateft /hips either funk or burnt, ihoufaud of their 
feanien and foldiers killed, and a thoulsBd taken prilbii- 
ers, with many captains. That great ‘general, Trump, 
whom F mentioned in uiy laA, was /lain in this fight, af¬ 
ter he had performed prodigies of valour. • 

• The French fay, that, during the heaf of this engage- 
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tnent. Trump, being exceflive thirlly, called for a bowl 
of wine, which his fervant Lad no foouer dcliTered to him, 
b'ji a cann >n bnllet took bis iiaiid olT, JufL as he was rc. 
tiring from bis mailer. The brave general, toudicd with 
a noble companion, fpilt the wine on tlie deck, faying, 
" It is not lit that I Ihould quench my thirH with the 
blood of a faithful Have And as foon as he bad fpoke 
thefe words, another bullet took from him the power of 
ever drinking again. 

If fuch an accident fbould happen to thee, when thou 
figlstdl agalnfl the inildvls, know, for certain, that thou 
{halt be immediately tranfpoTted to the green and Ihady 
banks of the rivers of wine in paradife, where thou may- 
ell drinl^ thy till in eternal fecuWty; for he that dies fight¬ 
ing for the fjiih is a martyr.

famous Carrack, which they called The Caftle of the 
sSea. This galleon was built of a mouftrous bulk, more 
for JUitc than fervice, and vvas overturned by her own 
unwlcldimfs, as fhe lay at anchor, and funk to the bot¬ 
tom ; from whence neither that forementioued engine, 
nor all the iut of man could raife her-: Yet the flcill of 
the engineer was highly commended, and the fenatc ho¬ 
noured'itim with the title of ClariHimo, and fettled a no¬ 
ble penfion on him during h'fe. ^ » 

It is quoftioned whether the States of Holland will be 
fo liberal to a certain French engineer, who has made a 
Ihip at Rotterdam, wiiicb, they fay, will outdtv all the 
miracles of Noah's ark. 

This ihip is at prvfcnt all the talk at Paris. Our mer- 
clmnts receive Ictlcn. full of wonders from tke Low Coun¬ 
tries concerning this wliirliglg of a velTel, which is to 
nfbve by clock-work, without .fails, uSrs, rudder, or any 
common marine tackle, yet /hall cut her way through 
the fea, with a fwiftcr progrefs than the moon glides 
along the Iky, or a build out of a cannon. This Is the 
difeourfe of thofc who love to advance all that they hear 
to the height of a miracle or romance : Yct^ it is certain, 
the artid tias premifed it (hall equal the motion of fome 
birds, and run twelve leagues an hour. Neither winds 
nor tides (hall forward or hinder its courfe, which, de- 
peudirvr on an internal principle of perpetual motion, is 
to be directed ooly at t^e pleafure of ghim jvho manages 
the fprings and whee^; fo that the n^Aer of this veifei 
(liall be able, with a iingle touch of his hand, to turn it 
to any point of thc^ompafs, in the moft boidcrous wea¬ 
ther that blows. •

at the diflancc of a league, cut afutider any fpouts or 
catara£ls of waters, which ufually threaten mariners in 
the Mtditerr^iean and other Teas. 

It is poflibie thou art veiy well acquainted with the 
nature of thefe fprfuts, and the danger uf fliips that Oal 
near tliem; yet give me Irave to inform thee what I have 
heard from a certain corfair, who has often met with 
them in the Levant. 

This pirate tells me, that a fpeut is a kind of aquedu£l 
between the clouds and the fea, by which thofe pendu* 
lous ciflcrns above are rcplenifhcd with w^ter from the 
ocean, drawing it up a* through a pipe, which feems to 
be let down for that end, at certain feafons, and in fume 
particular places, i/here the water boils up iirft above the 
furface of the briny plain, as a fignal to thofe thirfty 
bladders to mak^s defeeat there, and fuck their All.

And then liow will the wv-'tern pliilofojihm difpofe of 
all the vapours u''k’h the;, fay are exhaled from this 
globe, ^nd aftervvauls eondenfed into clouds ? 1 tell thee 
I hat is but it loofc notion of fuch rttteotive bodies as'Mit 
clouds feem to be: And it would tempt one to alle, what 
(ht velfcls arc made of which hold thofc condenfed cx- 
iulalions, fo that they du not fail at once upon rstr heads 
and ovenvhelm iis, but only ditUl in fmall fuccefiivc fhow- 
ers, drop by drop, to rcfrefii the barren parts of the 
earth, and ferve the nectinties of men : And why the 
rains fall in the Indies, and other regions of the bail, 
wSiolc moons together without*inicridiffion, the relt of 
the year being dj y ; whereas, in other countries, the pe- 
riuds of the wcathci’s alteration arc uncertain, and in 
fame parts it feldom or never tains at all. 

Doubtlefs, the works of the Omnipotent arc inferu* 
table ; and though it may be an argument of a great wit, 
to give ingenious reafons for many wonderful appearances 
in nature, yet it is an evidence of fmall piety or judg. 
ment, to be pofitive in any thing but tlic acknowledg¬ 
ment »£ our own ignorance. • 

Now 1 have made as wide an exci^-fion Jtom my firlt 
difcourfc, as the MauUa did, w-h© begim an oration in 
pvaife of Noah’s ark, and ended with telling a tale of an 
Armenian wheebbarrow. But I will not forget that I 
was fpeaking of the protnife which the Rotterdam engi-

They 
buy them of certain perfows who have the chaiaftcr of 
magici?i)i; and wIkii th:y fee a fpout at fuiuc dilluncc 
from them at lea, the mailer of the vein I, or any body 
clfe, takes tins enchanted knitV iii his right hand, and 
holding the b4Ujk ot ihcir gofpel in his left, reads feme 
part of it j and when he coiiu^i to a certain vcrficlc which 
mentions the incarnation their Mcliiah, he makes ^ 
motion with his knife towar \$ the fpout, as if he would 
cut it in two; whereupon imiricdiately the fpout breaks 
ill the middle, and all the iialofed water falls Into the 
fea. 

But 1 tell thee, he who gives cicdit to the ftories of 
charms, or the projefts of meu pretcuding. to excel all 
the reft of tlicir race, has morr faith than is rcquifite to 
him who reads ^fop^s Fables, ftnee, in pcnifing that 
iiigenious figment,*' we ore only defired to believe the

Ilut the dread they arc nndtr of thp vi£^«rious new'Eng- 
lilli commonwealth, makes them begin to talk of bis de- 
jiariurc from hence. 

The Prince of Conde has taken Rocroy, vthich was 
theflrft place where he Cgnaliaed his artns in the infant 
feign of this king, about ten years a5;o, which the fu- 
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peiltitious interpret as an omen of ill luck to the king. 
This fort of people are led by maxims void of reafon, 
and fo there is no regard to be given to their obferva* 
tionsj yet fomc of the wifer fort tlu'nk this will prove a 
long war. 

That which amufes people moft, is the fmall concern 
the Prince of Conti and the Dutchefs of Longucvillc 
fliow for their brother’s caufc } for, while the king was 
on his march againft the Prince of Conde, they came 
and fubmittccl thenifeKes to him, and were reccivtd to 
favouf. Thofo wlio aie apt to fufpe(fl an intrigue in 
every thing, fay, that tin’s icconciliation is only feigned 
on their part, it bciiig a means tx> ferve their perfecuted 
brother wifli greater fecurity and fuccefs; others are of 
opinion, tliat it is real, cfpecially on the Prince of Con¬ 
ti’s part, fince he and his brother had never any good 
underllanding. « 

There has been a battle lately fought between the 
French and Spanifli forces i*. Italy, wheiein the Spani- * 
ards loft twelve hiuidred men, and the French above half 
that number of their beft foldlers; fu that the King of 
France may fay, with a famous general, Vidories attend¬ 
ed with fo little advantage, will ruin, rather than enlarge 
an empire. ,

T^KEgods of the Nazarenes, one would think, were 
ft^dying how to perplex their adorers. Thefc weftero 
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parts abound with prodigies and furprifiug events ; More 
cfpcctally the low countries feel the ftrokes of a hand, 
which, by making them Imart, fcems to put them In 
mind, they are too high in their owm conceit. 

For fcvcral weeks we have been alarmed from thence 
with tlie tragical Aorlcs of flupwrecks, inundations, tern- 
pells of thunder and lightning, not ufual at this time of 
the year ; mondrous fpc.dres feen riling out of the feas, 
lakes, and livers; urmu'S in the ;iir; with comets, and 
oth«r*wonderful apparitions. , 

The Hates of iltc United Provinces have loft by wreck 
fixteen Ihips of war, and thirty-feven merchant veffeis. 
It looks as if i^olus and Neptune, the chief gods of the 
Hollanders, had entered into a league to punil]i them for 
againft their fate, whilft they maintain a lleet 
to brave and plunder the Engliih, under whofe (hadow 
they firft rofe to the power they fo t^pgratcfully now 
poftefs. 

»• For befides thefe Ioffes at* fea, rtie winds and waves 
liave confpired to break do\vn their very banks, the only 
guard they have againft that encroaching clement. All 
the low countries arc overwhelmed with water; infomuch 
as, ftve miles within land from Oftend, there has been 
found a whale newly call up, feven times as long as a 
man. 

This the infidels look on as a great prodigy, and the 
forerunner of fome ftrange revolution, though it is but a 
nat^'r^l event, and frequently happeis in ihofe feas where 
whales are more plentihil. Tlie n^turalj^s fay, that this 
king of the fcaly nations never makes his progrefs through 
the feas without his guide, which is a certain fmall lifh, 
that always fwims before him, and gives him warning of 
flats^nd fhallows, upon which he often ^Irikes, and fome« 
limes on the main fhores; if his little ^uide chance to be 
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devoured by anj' other hfli, or conic to other niifliap; 
attd this may be the reafou wl^y fo many i\hale8 are 
found on the faiids when the tide ebbs. They fay alfo, 
that when ihi!^ little iif'i is inclined to tci'l, it retires into 
the whale’s h;Ily, repolhig ilfelf there for feme time, 
chii'in'j which the wdiale reds aiJo, not dari!i}» to V'.nturc 
forward, till his guide comes hirth, and leads riie way. 
If tins he vuic, h icems as if there were a Ica'jue or 
fricndfliip contradx'd between thefe two, they naitually 
pcrfuriiiiiig all^he necedary oiiLcs of love and gmtrt ode ; 
and hbw this can be done without fook fpceles of realbn, 
1 cannot comprehend. 

Let them at the Pxirte call me MincHh, or what they 
pleafe, I /:anuot forbear doing this juhiec to the iiOi of 
the fea, as well as to the animals on erirtli, to ucknow* 
ledge, that cither they are endowed with a kind of rca- 
fon, or that fac*'lty which we call fo in men is no other 
than fenfe. If the brutes perfoini many things without 
any dcliberatioo or 6oiinfe^ fo do moll men ; and no* 
roan can domondraic, that even tbofe dumb beings do 
not advife and projed, before the)’ attempt any thing of 
moment towards their own prefervation, or the ftr\’ice of 
otheis; and if they feem to do many things raihly, it 
may be atuibuV'd ro the quicknefs and vivacity of their 
icnfe, which needs not the flow and ]>!ilcgmatk: methods 
cf human counfel. 

Suffer theie digtcfTions, courteoae baffa; and, fince 1 
have led thee fo far Ant of the road, take but another 
ftep, and 1 wil| thee a great monarch, who com¬ 
mands mOlions of men, carried away captive by a 6]ly 
bead. 

The King of France, ^he other day, as he was a-bunt- 
ing, difeharged at fowUng-piece at a partridge on* the 
: Th; bird dropped, and the iRonarch, eager to 
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take Dp his game, gave the reios to hU horfe, who ran 
nway with him over a great plain, for the fpace of half a 
league ; and had not the lung fallen off, within hx paces 
of a great chalm or hole in the earth, he would have 
been carried, Vor aught 1 know, -to keep company with 
lloi^tius Cuttius, the venturous Roman, of whofe ex> 
ploits thou had heard ; for the furious deed, not being 
aware of the da'ngei before him, as foun as he had cad 
the king, gallopped full fpecd into the gaping precipice, 

and WAS never more heard of. 

* 

Tills the prieds cry up for a miraculous efcape.* and 
prelagc, that the king is referved by providence for great 
things. 

The King of Portugal has an ainbaOador here, who in 
his mader’s name propofes a match between this king 
and the infanta of Portugal, prodering four millions of 
crowns as her dowry ; But the court entertains tnie mo¬ 
tion coldly, tlie cardinal being averfe, for what reafon is 
•ot known; for the iiifanU has an*ilIu{lriouc charader, 
know n to be a nrjjc^Js of incomparable virtue. 

This minider is managing a match of nearer concern 
to himfclf, defigning to marry one of bis nieces to the 
Piince of Conti, brother to the Prince of Condc j and 
it is faid, this prince receives the cardiual’s^ropoials with 
left fcorn, titan did the Count of SoifTons tliufe of Cardi¬ 
nal Ricblicu on the like occafion. 

Here is a nimoiir, as if the Prince of ConJe would be 
con^rfniied by a procefs of parliameiK, and that he will 
be put to death iu eihgy. ^ • 

This indignity is common among •the infidels, who 
t !lccni wlialfoever honour or difgracc is fhown lo images^ 
as (lone to the perfons whom they reprefent. They have 
no oiker excufc for iheir worfliip of things made by the 
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hands of men like thcmfelTes, but that it is purely rela* 
tire, and centres in the prototype. 

In the mean time, the Prince of Conde’s friends and 
trcll-widiers fniile at his imaginary death, knowing, that, 
if no ede^kuol llroke of fate carry liim out of the world, 
he will be at the head of a potent army in the fpring, to 
put many to death in reality, and by the edge of tlie 
fword, who fight for his enemies. 

A while ago, a man was imprifoned here by his own 
folly, having voluntarily declared, that be was hired by 
this jwince to afla/Iinatc Cardinal Mazarini. 

I have formerly fpoken of the Count d’Harcotirt, 
and the difgrace he was in at this court, for not con« 
ttnuing the liege of Londa, a ftrong hold of the Spani¬ 
ards in Catalonia. This general is a brave man, and has 
done emineat fervices to the crown of France. It is no 
,Wonder, thertfotr, that he laid to heart the coldnefs and 
contempt with which he was received at his return from 
that unfortunate camjiaign.* Great fouls are to be caref-*’ 
fed with more than ordinary aifee^ion, in their ndverfe 
fortunes ; and faithful fervants ought not to be reproach¬ 
ed with every falfc ftep, or ill fucce& in their affairs. 
The count, refenting ill the king's carriage cowards him, 
removed himfelf from the court, and then out of the 
kingdom, deiigning, as is ruppofed, to fen’C the Emperor 
of Germany. 

Lail; week his two Tons, that were detained as hoffages in 
this city, made their Cicape ; the Duke of Lorraiu having 
promifed to give, the eldeft his daughter in marriage. 

That duke roves rap and down like a freebooter, with 
an army of banditti at his heels. 

Renowned Afis, I malce an humble and affc6lionate 
obeifance ; wifhitg thee as many years of life, as -thou 
cdnil pafs without ieoguilhing for death. 

raris, 17th of the ixih Moon, of ihc Year 165^- 
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X^HOU fuccecdcft a riglueous minifter, Chiurgi Muham- 
mv't; I wifli thee a ftirplu&gc of happinefs, which thou 
wilt not fail to poflefs, if thou inheriteft the virtues of 
that bafla, as well as his office. May liis foul now taile 
the rewal'd of his juA life; and 1 doubt not but he has 
made an happy experience of my wilhes. He fits down 
In quiet under the trees of £den> his head encoinpaiTcd 
with a garland of flowers, wdiich never fade, vefted with 
the immarcefcible crimfon, and purple of paradife t He 
repofes on hie bed of delights, whilfl. beautiful pages 
ferve him in vefTels of gold, fet round with fapphires and 
emeralds: He drinks the dclcftablc wine which never 
inebriates, and cats of the fruits, every morfcl of which 
prolongs his life for a thoufand ages : He hears nothing 
but the voices of fuch as arc full of benejiftion and joy : 
The virgins of paradife faluie him ^with a grace which 
cannot be exprefied : They Aant to the new-come gueft 
fongs of immortal love ; to the ftranger from earth, th^y 
tell their paffion in drains which ravi/li his heart: He is 
diilolved in a thoufand ecftacics. This is the revvard of 
:i pious mulTulman, a wife minifter, a juft judge of the 
fiiithful. Follow his example, and thou Ihnit be tranllat- 
cd into bis Company ; for he is in a goodly place, near 
the fpring-heail of perfeil blifs. 

Thou wilt expefl fome news from me as a teftimony 
ofm'fTCfpcdl; and I cannot pretend there is none ftir- 
ring, at a junfture when all this part oS the world is fo 
full of aftion, or at lead of couiifeU. * 

Here has been great rejoicings lately for the taking of 
St, Moiiclioud, a ftrong town in the hands of the Prince 
of Cftudc. All the officers of the Frcftch King's arm^ 
• endeavoured to diffuade him from the fiege of this place j 
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but Cardinal Mazarini over-ruled their argumcnttti and, 
having reproved thdr groundicfs fears, caufcd it to be 
invefted and attacked the 22 d of the loth moon. Some 
fay he had a party there, yet it held out till the 27 th of 
the laft moon, at which time it was furrendered upon ar¬ 
ticles to the king, who was there in perfon, with his 
brother the young Duke of Anjou, the ^quecn, the car¬ 
dinal, and the whole court: They returned to this city 
the 9 th of this prefect moon. 

They- were received with great acclamations and*feem- 
ing yoy, by thofe who would have triumphed more 
heartily, had they been defeated, or forced to raife the 
liege i for the citizens of t’aris wilb well to the Prince of 
Conde’s arms, not fo much out of love to him, as in ha¬ 
tred of hie enemy, the cardinal miniller; and they are 
feniible, that this fuccefsful liege will redound wholly to 
the cardinal's hanour, by whofe folc orders the place was 
invefted. 

It is difeourfed, as* If thi^minifter has fome new defign^ 
on feet, to conauer the kingdom of Naples: This is 
certain, a mighty fleet is littin^g out to fea; whither 
bound, CO man knows but thofe of the cabinet, among 


whom the cardinal is chief. 

In the meae while, ^he common people liften after 
certain prodigies that have been feeu in the air; They 
fay, a flaming fword appeared lately to rife in the north* 
and lake its courfe fouih-eaftward; from whence people 
make various prognollics, as their pafDoiis or intcrclls iii- 
fpire them. Some are of opinion, it prefages the con- 
queft of Naples by^this king’s arms; others apply it to 
the new commonwealth of England, and to the viftorious 
fword of Oliver, who, from general of the EnglKh anny, 
U now, in this Wery moon, exalted to the height tf fo- 
;v3(fereijfn power, goVcrnlng the nations of England, Scot- 
^land, and Ireland, under the liiL- oftalieir PrgtcAor. 
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Here are divera of his fubje£U in this citj*, and other 
Eugliih, ScotSy and Irlih, who embrace the intcrefl. uf 
Charles, the fon of their late murdered king, who has 
been lince crowned King of the Scots. They give a 
dilTerent charaSer of Oliver; yet all agree that he is a 
■ wife ftatefinan and a great general. 

The Scots icing’s party fpeak contemptibly of Oli¬ 
ver’s birth and education ; yet thou knoweft this hinders 
not but he may be a man of courage and virtue. They 
rclate.inany odd paflages of hk youth, which feem to me 
fo many evidences of an extraordinary genius, and that 
he is a perfon of a deep reach. 

He tampered with feveral religious faflions in Eng- 
land, counterfeiting an cxquifite piety, wherel?y he firft 
raifed himfelf a name among the zealots of that nation, 
who looked upon him there as a very holy perfon, and 
one marked out by defliny for great undertakings. 

He foon got a conliderable command in the army of 
4 he revolters, where he iigna^jzed hsmfelf by many brave 
aflions, which fpoke him a man of an invincible courage, 
and admirable conduft ; fu that at length none was 
thought more fit than htf to be general. In fine, he ac¬ 
quitted himfelf fo gallantly in that high office, and has 
fu wrought himfelf into the affedlions of the people, that 
they now look upon him as a prophet or faviuur; and 
the divan, or parliament of that nation, have conferred 
on him the fovercign authority. 

T|)pfe of the Englifh, which are affit<^ed to his intereft, 
fpeak great things in his praife ; they call him aqpther 
Mbfes or Jolhua; they prefer him t(^ Hannibal, Scipio, 
and even to the great Alexander. It is difficult for 
them to fpeak of him without hyperboles. It is faid 
the I^ing of France will court his friepdlhip. Indeed 
^ all the neighbouring countries ftaod awe of ^ foet- 
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cefsful bcro ; and the Hollanders, who are the only 
people that durft engage in a war with the EngliQi com¬ 
monwealth, now feek for peace, fince he is inveHed with 
the /upreme authority. 

In the mean time, the poor exiled King of tlie Scots 
takes fanctuary in tliis court, with his- mother the late 
Queen of England, and his brother, whom they call the 
Duke of York. The French King allotvs them all very 
conliderabk peniions; and the latter has fome command 
in the army in Flanders. There is another brothsr alfo, 
but yttle talked of as yet, being the younged of the 
three. 

They are generoufly entertained here, it being the pe¬ 
culiar honour of this court to be an hofpitablc refuge to 
princes in diftrefs: Yet obferving men fay, the king will 
in time grow weary of his royal guefts, it being very 
chargeable to maiiitain them and their burdenfome re¬ 
tinue. Befides, he will have fome reafun of date to 
difeard them, if he cnieijp^ into a league with Oliveti 
the new Englidi fovcieign, who is courted on all hands. 

' Eliacliim the Jew of whom thou wilt hear in the 
divan) is jud come into my Chamber, and brings me 
word, that there is an exprefs newly arrived, who informs 
the queen of a defeat given to the Spaniards near a city 
called Rozes, which they had belieged, in Catalonia. The 
French were going to the relief of this place, and the 
Spaniards fet upon them in their march, but were beaten 
into their trenches,^ from whence they fled by night, 
k%ring three hundred Spaniards on the fpot, almo^ two 
thouCand prifonersj and all their cannon and baggage.' 

This has put the court into a jolly humour : Nothing 
but revelling and dancing employs their time, the young 
king taking great delight in balls, mafquee, and fuch re- 
ereatjons, having^left off bunting, ever dnee his korfe 
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ran away with him in the tenth moon of this year, after 
he had Hiot a partridge, whereof 1 have fpoken already 
in one of my letters. 

The great God preferve thee from precipices, poifon, 
the glances of a witch, and from being canonized a mar« 
tyr in a (Iring ; and for other deaths, thou haft virtues 
enough to encounter them bravely.

BOOK IV. 


LETTER I.—To Bedrzdin, Su/>erhr of the X^onvent of 

Dervtfety at Co^ni in Katolia* 

w HEN I firft opened tliy venerable lett|r, my heart on 
a fudden became frcOi as a garden of rofes, or a field of 
■cinnamon and myrrh, whofe ^donr^ are exhaled by the 
weft wind; in my bread there fprung up a fountain of 
joy, ferene as cr)llal, and Tcfrcfhing as the waters of 
Euphrates. * 

I contemplate thee as a cedar among the trees of the 
forcll, or as the durable oak of the defart. May Hea¬ 
ven prolong thy lile till the found ot the trumpet. 

The commands with which thou haft honoured me 
came in an acceptable hour ; 1 have received them with 
a co^tt^laccncy wln'ch I cannot expeefs 5 my eyes were 
fo fixed on the lines of great purity, that I could flSb 
for'a long time take them off. Thou ^aft hit the mark 
of my affeAion, in employing me to write what the moft 
impartial hiftorians fay of Jefus, the fon of Mary, the 
Chrillian MclTias. , 

That holy prophet was honoured b^shis very eoetoiesf 
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Jofepbus^ a learned Jew^ who lived in his time^ and 
wrote the IiiRory of that nation, makes worthy mention 
of him. 

So did many of the Gentile philofophers, ihoiijrh 
they oppofed his difciplea and followers^ Porphyry, 
w'hom the Chriftians commonly repute as a hitler enemy ' 
to their profeffion, yet calls Jefus wife, blclTed, and di¬ 
vine. That fage was exafperated againft a certain fe fi 
of Nazarenes in his time, whom they rolled Gnoilics; 
Thcfc corrupted the doftnnes of Plato, and ^tlie theolo¬ 
gy df the ancients, wantonly mixing human fa!del with 
divine truths. Againft thcfc Porph)ty ftiurpoixd his 
pen, and, not making a diflercnce between them and 
other Chrlfliaas, drew upon liimfelf ilic ilhwili of them 
all; Yet he retained a profound attachment for the Me*- 
Has. • 

Wouldft thoa know the circumtlancc:* -'f this holy pro- 
phet^s birth ? They were glorious, even in obfeurily ; 
for, though his father andt mother wen: tlicn upon t\t' 
road to Jerufalem, flran^^eis at Betlileiu'm, and fnreed 
for want of room in the cai'avancera to ludge in a ftabir 
with an ox and an afs, whcic the Meflias was horn, 
in a manger; yet, in this r.ciitciaptible theu 

Cami' fomc ofi the magi out of Perfia and Chaldea, v. lu; 
brought prefents to the holy infant 5 and luiving l.iJd ;.t* 
his feci gold, myiTb, and incenfe, they proftrated thenw 
felvcs on the ground, and praifed God, ihc Moft Higi> 
^ing of all, in that he had honoured them with a fight 
of the MeiHaSift 

i 

" This was in lift: 43d year of the reign of Auguftiis 
Caefar the Roman emperor, at which time one Herod 
was prefident of Judea. ITiis tnah being informed that 
ciertain noble fliwigers were come out of the call, to Je- 
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rufaletn, he Tent for them, and inquiring tlie occafion of 
iu tedious a'journey, they gave him this anfwer: 

** Peace be to thee, O Sultan ! There wat of old 
time a prophet of great fame in our nation, who, among 
other prediflions that have fince come to paft, left alfo 
' this m writing : 

** 'I'hat in Paleftfne Ihould be born a child of heavenly 
race, who ihould* rule over tlie greateft part of the world, 
and by this ilgn ye Ihall know ihe time and place of hia 
hir!.u : «A. ftrange ftar ihall appear in the firmament, which 
ihaJl direft you to the very houfe where you may ^nd 
him.

l^u<. they never returned to him again; wherefore 
rod in his anger and jealoufy commanded all the infanta 
in Pethlehem. to be ftrangled, that had not been bora 
above four-and-twenty moons.

What I here rdate to thee, fage Bftdredin, is taken 
out of approved hiftonuit; for many among the Gea- 
tilsB wrote of thefe things bdides the Chriftiani.

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wrote a letter, wherein he mentions the coming of the 
mag! after this manner: Certain oriental Perfians (fays 
he) ba^’e fet foot within the limits of thy empire, bring* 
xng prefefits fit only for kings, to a certain thild, newly 
born in the country of the Jews ; but who this infant is, 
or whofe fon, wc are yet ignorant.’* 

Tbon feeft, O pious di^vife, that the MelHas appear¬ 
ed with no fmall luftre, even in his cradle; and in his 
early years lie entered into the temple, and difputcd with 
the Hebrew rabbis, convincing them of an univevfal de- 
from the primitive law of Mofes, declaring him- 

felf the MefBas, and yet in profound humility acknow- 

• 

ledging, That a prophet fhould come after him, who 
fhouW hp preferred before him, the duft of whofe feef he 
was not worthy to kifs. This paflage the ChrHlians have 
perverted to another fenfe ; but the tnie fetthful knfrw 
It was fpoken^)nly of Mahomet, the feiil of the prophets. 

The time would fail me, to recount all the ftupendous 
tt^ions of this mati’s lifa ( and, in calling him man,'”! 
imitate his ow'n example, fmcc throughout the gofpel 
he never called himfclf God, or the foil of God, as the 
ClirilUans do, but mod frequently gave himfelf the title 
of the Son of Man. He turned water into wme,iW, 
five tboufand people with five cakes and two (mail tenches, 
healed all difeafes, redored fight to them that were horn 
Wind, raifed the dead, went invifibly through crowds of 


his enemies, and, finally, was taken op into paradifo. 

If thou wouidd know more of this holy prophet, there

templation. They had alfo an equal contempt forriches: 
No man of this fc£t called any thing bis own, though it 
were his lawful inheritance, but their polTelGons were in 
common, and equally dillnbiiied. 

it was among theii myftcries, to anoint their bodies 
freqn^tly with oil, and as often to walli them with run¬ 
ning waicr. They neither bought nor fold, noP (re* 
^quented the public places, but every one communicated 
freely fuch things as he pofleiTed, to him that ftood in 
Hted. Thus there was a reciprocal exchange of kind- 
nefll'S and aiBAance, according to every one’s faculty and 
power. They were very alTiduoUs in watching, felling, 
and prayer, curious in obferving the varifus names'of the 
angels, which they frequently repeated, iiivocating thofc 
•liappy beings at the minifters of* the King Eternal: 
And tliofc who were czerctfed in this kind of religious 
life, arrived to fo great a conftancy of nund, that neither 
racks, Are, fword, or any other tortures, could ever 
fifhere them to Kuounce their law, or fpeak the leaft Word 
in contempt of their inftitutioB j nay, thgy would rather 
fulTer martyrdom, than be prevailed on to tafte of any 
thing that ha^ life in it j for they were IWft obfervefe of 
the Uvi', whidi commaads perpetual abftiaence from the 
animals.

II.— To the Venerable Mufti. 

T HOV haft heard of the jefuits, an order of Naaarene 
dervifes: All Europe abounds with them; and they have 
attempted to f^Ue thcmfelves at the Sublime Porte, and 
fevcral places of Afia, befides their aflual poiTeinons in 
the Indies, where they ar«;very numerous and powerful' 
They are efteemed the ricbell order of the Roman churchr 
tliougb the conftitutions of their founder cd^lige them to 
perpetual poverty. But what will not the lagred hunger 
of gold tempt men to ? For the lake of this charming 
metal, they c^n difpenfe with antiquated laws and dull 
melancholy vows. 

Tbefe religious perfoos have lately fpre^ about a let* 
ter in print, wliich they pretend comes from one of their 
order in Armenia. 

'^This difpatc^ relates a ftrange accident that has hap* 
pened at the fepulchre of our holy prophet (upon whom 
reft the favours of the Eternal); for it affirms, that In the 
eighth moon of the laft year, the Ihrioe which contains the 
body of that heavenly milfioncr, fell from the raof<of the 
^ifered mefque, tk which they fay it adhered by virtue of 
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a magnet faftened in the centre of the arch; and that 
at the fame time the pavement of the temple opened, and 
fwallowed up that venerable ark, wherein were repofitcd 
the mod holy lelicks in the world; and that from the 
chafm there iHucd out a dame like that of fulphur, ac¬ 
companied with fuch a fmoke and intolerable deneb, as 
caufed all the pi{grims that were prefent to fwoon away; 
whereupon many of them are fince turned Chriftians. 

Tiiis forgery is believed here by tbofe who never exa¬ 
mine atiy thing their priefti tell them, but take all op 
truft. The commou people blefs tbemfelves in that they 
were bom of Chridian parents, and not of the difciples 
of that wicked impoftor; fo they blafpheme the man, in 
whom the promifes of their Meflias are verified,'* when he 
faid, He would intercede with God to fend a prophet 
who (hould lead them into all truth. 

They would never be at the pains or %od to examine 
whether the foundation of this'ftory be true or falfe. All 
ihe muITuImanB who have BAn at that holy of holies 
know, that the body of oor divine lawgiver repofes in ^ 
fepulchre, buih after th^fame manner as the tombs of 
our auguft emperors, and other dormitories of the great; 
only with this difference, that it forpaffes tdl the monu¬ 
ments of the world in the invalual^e richnsfs of its bma- 
ments, the gifts of devout mufTulman princes. Tlv^re 
appears ahviiya fuch an infupportable luftre of gold and 
imecioijs ftoncs;'In every angle of that myftcrious rccefs, 
as maxwell dazzle the eyes of mortal fpeftators, f ince 
tke. angels themfelves are forced to be veikd within thofe 
maji.ftic walls. * 

Hence it is n6t hard to fuppofe, that the circular re- 
fradlioQs of fuch a glittering orB of jewels might create 
the rcfcmblnncc of a tomb fufpcMed In th^air, or cleaving 
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to the roof of that glorious edifice, deceiving the eyes of 
force ignorant, but devout muifirlmans, from whom this 
magnetic fable firll took its origin. However it be, no 
fnau (if common fakh, or but ordinary fenfe, will believe, 
that God, who lias for fo many ages prote^led the fe> 
j^chre of his apollle and favourite, verifying therein the 
prophecy of Mahomet himfelf, who foretold, as did other 
prophets before him, That the place of his reft ihould 
be glorious, and that the greateft monarchs of the earth 
ihould vifit it: 1 fay, no man will believe that God 
would St length foffer fo vile a difgrace to happen to the 
tunib of his ir.clTengcr, the refuge of finners. 

Hut the Nazareocs will believe any thing, fave the 
t’uUi: Th'.y are given up to a fpirit of dcliifion and er» 
r./!, incapable of light and infiru^Uon. 

'rhus 1 leave them till the day of alarm, and the hour 
of fevutiny, whin the angels of ihc teft Ihall enter the 
graves, and, having made experiment of every man’s 
works and faith, (hall give^lhe juft a regifter of their vifJ 
rues in their right hand, but to the wicked, in their left 
band, a black record of their fins. 

iu the mean time, 1 proftratc myftlf before thee, beg¬ 
ging, that when thou turneft thy face to riie houfe of 
Ibrahim, and khe tomb of the prophet, thou wilt fond 
np one ejaculation for Mahmut, that he may perfevere 
in ihuittiitig the errors of the infidels.

in contiDuing that difeourfe* 
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It IB certain the ancienU had another opinion of the* 
beafts than thefe French phiiofphersf who deny them the 
ufc of rearon. Socratet ufed to fwear by the animal ge< 
nerationsy and fo did Rhadamanthus before him: The 
Egyptians formed the images of their gods in the htnili- 
tude of beaftS) or birds, or fiihes: So the Grecians fixed 
the horns of a ram on the head of Jupiter's iUtue, and 
thofe of a bull on the image of. Bacchus : They com¬ 
pounded the image of Pan of a man and a goat; painted 
the hfnies and Graces with mngs f and the poet Pindar 
makes all the gods winged, and difguiCes them A *the 
(liapcs of feveral beafts, when in bis hymns he introduces 
them chafed by Tryphon. Thou koowcll alfo, that our 
holy doflors affirm the angel Gabriel to bare wings, with 
one of which he once gave a mark to the moon. 

When the poets bring in Jupiter courting PafipUae, he 
appears in the form of a bull | and in other amours, 
if we may believe them, lie changed himfelf fometimes 
%ito a fwan, then into an eJgle: They report alfb, tliat 
he was fuckled by a goat. 

For thefe, and otlier rcafons, the ancients not only 
forbore to injure their feUow-aninuls, but entertained 
them with lingular affeftion and friendfhip. A dove was 
the darling of Semiramis; a dog. was th^ joy of Cyrus; 
Pliihp King of Macedon made a fwaa his companion; 
and our holy lawgiver was often wont to fport hknfelf 
with a cat: He loved this creature for its cleanlinefs and 
sf'tivi?!/*, and therefore we mulTulmanft generally have a 
C{ft in great efteem and veoemtion. 

That favourite of God uuderilood the language of * 
heads, and coaverfed as- familiarly with them as with 
men : So it is famed of MeUn^us, and Tirefias of old, 
as aUb of Apollonius Tyanseui, wS» affirmed to hU 
friend fitting by him, that a fpaiT^,*!)wbich he heSrd 
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chirping to his fellows, told them of an afs which he had 
fcen fall down with his load a little way olF from that 
place. It is alfo recorded of a boy, who underftood all 
the voices of birds, and by that means'could foretel 
things to come, that his ntether^, by pouring urine into 
his ears when' he was afleep, deprived him of this incom¬ 
parable gift, for fear he /houM be tak^n from her, and 
prefented to the king. *^^d’e is po qitellion, but feverd 
nations have a certain knowledge of the fpeech of fome 
animals^ ^y countrymen, by a peculiar gift bellowed 
. on 0%^ fathers and their pofterity for cvee, underftand 
tl}e language of crows and eagles ; and the ancients were 
fo well verfed In' this knowledge, that when they con- 
Tetfed'wltfi the 'birds, or at lead when they heard them 
in them language utter prefages of what Ihould ihortly 
happen on earth,' they perfuaded' Aemfelves that ^ofe 
birds were the eraelTengers of the' gods : Therefore the 
eagle was’ ftippofed to be the ‘meDenger of Jupiter, the 
crow and hawk of Apollo, the ftork of Junoj the owl of 


Minerva, and fo of others. 

It is evident that our common huntfmen underftand 
the difterent voices of their dogs, when at a diftance they 
fignify by one kind of cij, that they arc quelling after 
the hare ; by asoiher, that they have found her j by a 
third, that they^have taken her, or that Ihens turned to 
the right hand^'or to the left. So thofe, who look after 
cattle, know by the voice of the bull when he is hungry, 
thirfty, or weary, or when he is fiung with lull i fo by 
"tK rearing of tljp lion, the howling of wolves, the bleat- 
* ing of iheep, men ire made feofible of the various wants, 
inclinations, and paflions of thofe creatures. 

Nor are thefe animals ignorant of our language, but 
by oiif voices orawords they know when we are angry or 
, pieafed, v?hcn wc*AlI them to us, or drive them from 
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us; and our domclllc animals obey accordingly* with as 
much promptncfs and alacrity as a man or maid-fervant; 
all whicli coiilil not be* it' they were not endowed with 
faculties conformable to ouis. They alfo teach their 
young ones to fing artificially: In a Utter of dogs* 

' huntfincn clioofe the bed by this experiment; they take 
all the whelps fr')m the bitch* and carry them to feme 
place a little diHant; then they obferve which Ihc firll 
carnes back again, and thofe always prove the bed dogs,. 
What*is this diilinguilhing faculty io the bitch but Tca> 

' foil* or fuinetliing like it? , 

We fee apparently, that every living creature knows 
its own wcakiicfs or Arcngth* and knows how to life 
mod dcxteroully thofe weapons with which nature hat 
furnifhed it .for its own defence. They are alfo fenfible 
w'bat places are moil convenient for them to dwell 
and which not. Thus the weakefi creatures, as dog^ 
and cats, live altogether in houfes and cities with men ^ 
iwhilfi the lions, tygers, an^fuch fierce animals, dwell in 
tlic dcfait: Thus fparrows and fwaliows make themfclvcs 
almuff domeftic with men ; tvbilfl eagles* hawks* vul¬ 
tures, and other birds of prey* build their nells in woods 
or rocks* remote from human fociety. Some birds change 
their habitations at certain feafons of the year, as beft 
fuits with ^eir convenience ; others always remain in the 
fame place. The fame is obferved in fiihes ; and in all 
livii^ creatures it is eaf^ to trace the fbotfteps of pru-*^ 
deik^and forecail* in order to their own prefervation. 
Let men call this what they pleafe, iaftin^t* or natpK^’tfp 
fenfe* it is evident, that there is ag etaft conformity , 
and refemblance between tbefe faculties in brutes* and 
what we call reafon* wifdom, or prudence in men : And 
we have no more ground to conclude^thcm void of tear 
(bn, becaufe they do not enjoy it in# that peffeAio&as 
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ourfelves, than we have to conclude oarfclves blind or 
dcaf| becaufe we Tee not' fo clearly, and hear not fo 
readily aa the brutes ; and that we have no legs, bccaufe 
wc run nut fo fwift as fome of them do. 

Doubtlefs the brutes are endowed with a facility of 
reafnn as well as we i but this faculty in them is weak 
and imperfeft, for want of difciplinc and art, which polilh 
all things. This is maniftA from thofe creatures w^vicK 
are taught to dance and play a tlioufand tricks, to tell 
inor.ry,' to -(hoot oiT guns, to And out hidden thiugc, and 
brhiguthem fume miles to their maAer, as well educated 
fpahieU wilt do. What can be a greater argument of 
the proAcieticy they make in reafon and knowledge 1 
Are ndt elp]ihaitt6 taught all the arts of war, and placed 
in the very front of the battle? Do not the Indian 
princes repofc as much truA in their carnage and con< 
dudt, as in theafervicc of their AouuA and wife A cum* 
mandefs ? This creature is as traAable and prompt to 
learn any thing when<youngo as a hoy at Icbool, which) 
cannot be done without the ufe of reafon. 

'To conclude ; I have Emitted five hundred arguments, 
which might be brought to prov% the brute animals to 
have fouls as wdl as we, to have (acuities and afieflions 
confonnablc to ours; and therefore it is little icfs in* 
juft ICC to kiii and cat thenii bcotufe they canoot fpeak 
aod cOBVCxfc with us^ than it would be for a cannibal to 
^murder aod devour thee or me, bccaufe wc underAood 
not his language, nor he ours.

X'kou liaft formerly heard me fpeak of the Duke of 
Lorrain, and hia fcveral loiTcs, which moft people thought 
would have ended with the excommunication pronounced 
ugainft him by the Roman mufti, whereof 1 gave thee 
iutcUigcace : But experience teaches us, that misfortunes 
fcldom fct upon any roan lingly, but afTault him m 
troops whom fate has marked out for ruin. Yet this 
prince owes his fufferings chiefly to his own inconftan^, 
whim he has all along played fad and loofe with the ititjigs 
of Fiance and Spain, taking up arms by fucceflive turns 


for one, and at the fame time underhand pra£liflng with 
the other, always unfaithful to both, and only driving on 
an iiidepcudcnt iiitercft of his own. 

This is his true cliaraftcr; to which we may add, an 
ungovernable dirpolltion, and an infatkble third of mo¬ 
ney, which haa prompted him, all the methods of 
npine and violence, to beap*up an incredible treafure of 


gold and jewels; fo that having procured the enmity of 
fi vcral monarchs, the je^oufy of his lad mader the King 
of Spain, the ill will of his own brother (whom they call 
Duke Francis), and the curies of all people wherever his 
army has been quartered, he is at length fnzed and im- 
prifoned by’ Archduke Leopold, in t])e caftle of Ant¬ 
werp ; for which joyful news the inhabitants of the Spa- ^ 
nift..>^tlierlands every where made bonfires for joy. He 
was confined on the 95th of the lad moon; and fo^ip^ 
after his fccood w’ifc was taken into cuftody, that Ify her 
means they may dffcover his papcrs'aod mbhey; tWs^ * 
latter being the chief thing they aim at, he being re-, 
puted prodigioufly rich, and Spanifh coffers want a 
fuppl^. They connived at his robbeiAs, whild Utere 
was any thing left for biorto plunder, and that they faw 
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he hoarded up; but now he has done his work, they 
punifh him fur the crimes which they thetnfclvcB encou* 
raged, that fo they may become a\allers of his wealth.

nature, that, whillt I am inilm.'^ing thee, I may efiabliih 
Iny own reafun, and conhim m^relf incite method I have^ 
taken, to live according to vuy nature; that is, by not 
fuifciing roy rational faculties to fall a/leep, whilit Sfij 
paeons are afUve and vigorous in working my ruin; 
for 1 reckon no greater ihame or i^^ortvne can befal a 
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man, than to be dcpilved of his liumaiiity, that is, his 
reafon. 

"What X have faid conceml'ig the pcsf.dioufi-.cfs of our 
memories, may f rve as a proper introduction to the oh- 
je<fiions I rtiah make againil your traui»iOi»ary law?. 

If one aik you, Why iJicft !::wa were not written as 
weil as liie other? you anra’cr, That (,od took cure in 
this, left tlicGeiitiier getting ci-piesoi them, Oioiild corrupt 
and pervert llifir fciifc, even ae they have dfine the writ* 
ten hw8. Kilt how then ra:rc he to fuffer ariy'to be 
wriilifn ? Had he not equal earc- of one part as of 
the other ? or, could the Gentiles do more harm, by al¬ 
tering and ctirrupiiiig the Icfs fubftaniial iraditions, than 
the very fandamcntal ftatutes ? for tliat ihefe unwriitrn 
laws contained only circumftnntials, your cloflois thcin- 
fclves confefs. What man of common fciife then can fit 
down contented Siith fo trivial an anfwer ? Or will you 
fay, that God took more care to preferve thefc Iraditions 
incorrupt from the Gentiles,* than to retain them in their* 
purity among the Jews? for that committing them to 
writing had been the furcil way^to retain them in their 
original purity, is evident by the prefervation of the 
written law, of wiiich there was fo great care taken in 
tranferibing it, tfeat if but a letter or a point were added, 
diminilhed, or mjfplaced, they took it for a‘fatal omen 
of fome calamity, and the faulty feribes were fcverely 
puniihed, nay, the whole congregation were bound to 
^piate the offence by falling, prayers, and alms; fo that 
it was in a manner impulBble, that, with all tliis dream* 
^fpefition, tlie leaft *coiruption or alteration Ihould creep 
into the written law. 

I appeal now to thine own reafon, whether tlu's was 
not a much fccurA* way of jireferving the laws incorrhpt, 
than by trufting them to the fickle memories of men.. 
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Befidcs, I would fain know what became nf ihefe iru- 
ditloDs duniig the various captivities of the Jew’s, and 
depopulatiuits of the Holy Luuid ? took care to de¬ 
liver thefe traditions unaltered tO’ pofterity, when they 
were without- priefts, prophets, or fynagogucs, when 
they were difperfed over the remote provinces of Media, 
Periia, Egypt, and Babylon ? In thofc days, your fa> 
thers were flaves to the Gentile kings of Afia ; there were 
then no feniors fitting in the Sanhedrim, who might take 
care of th< fe things j neither do I find, that Efdras the 
feribe was any ways concerned for thefe traditions, #lten 
lie, with his bretlircn the Jews, returned from their long 
captivity in Peifia and Babylon. AU his mull ftrenuous 
endeavours Were employed in recovering the luA books of 
the written.law’, without fo much as regarding or men- 
tioning the other ; from whence 1 gatlter, that either 
thefe traditions were of no great importaiice, or, if they 
were, yet they were wliolly, or for the moft part, chan¬ 
ged or loft many luiiidreds vf yearj before the Talmud 
was firft compofed, which tliou fayeft is the grand rc» 
pofitory of thefe facred inftruflions. And in faying fo, 
thou contradidleft thy own arguments; fur if -ihcfe tra< 
ditions were appointed to be tianfmittcd hy word of 
mouth from father to fon to all geoeiatiqps, as you fup- 
pofe, then what need was there of w'riting them in the 
Talmud, or any other book ? And yet the writings of 
yc^r rabbis are full - of them. Thus thou confoundeft 
thyielf, and lunneft blindfold round in a circle of abfue- 

Ruufe up therefore thy reafw, and'*fulkr r,ot thyfelf 
to be hoodwinked by the fables of your rabbis, thofe in- 
duftrious midwives of old womens t^ee. Doubtlels thofe 
tradielons, about whicli you make fuch ft buftle, are ifD 
other than tbe whim^ of your cabalEfts, who* prete^. 


% 
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to fp7 more myftei'ies in tLc order of two or three He¬ 
brew letters or points, than they arc able to unfold in 
whole volumes: They crack their brains in conjuring up 
far-fetched interpretations, from tlie paiticiilar faAiiuu 
and placing of one tingle daili of a pen { they puzzle and 
amufe their difciples with teaching them more knotty 
and romantic divinity out of the four-and-twenty letters, 
than ever Pythagoras did with all his mydic numbers; 
the alphabet to them is the oracle of theology they 
have turned the law into a perfe£i riddle. ' 

'Ibkiieve not, therefore, thefe religious mountebanks, 
thofe holy jugglers, who with their fan£Uiicd legerde¬ 
main would turn you into apes, that they may laugh in 
fecret at ,.your fully ; while they behold bow precifely 
devout you are in cringing, jumping, dancing, Iiowiing, 
braying, and all your other aiuick podures and actions 
in the fynagogi^f ; in the praflice of which you have be¬ 
llowed fo much care, and are fo exad, that you quite 
aeg]e(^ the weighty points the law. « 

X hope what I have faid is fufikictit to convince thee, 
that thofe traditions, which you are taught to believe 
were' delivered to Mofes in the ^ount of God, are no 
other than the impodtions of your blind guides, who are 
dudious of noting more, than to entangle you in a per¬ 
petual labyrinth of fuperllitiun and error. 

It will not be a greater difficulty to demondrate, that 
the written law itfeif, though divine in its original, is 
not of univetfal obligation to all people, but only cal- 
* culled for youp particular nation, and luch as*'were wil- 
ling to enter into *your intereds, atirong the nations ad¬ 
jacent to the Holy Land. 

^ And becaule my time haftenk me, I wOl only fugged 
one argument far all, and leave it to tby deliberation ; 
Vli^^er.it wf» jlof^Ie for all mankind to repair once , 
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year to Jeru^em, to facrifice to Solomon's Temple, as 
16 required in your law ? For that it was not lawful to 
facrifice any where elfe « evident, both from the law it« 
felf, which esprefsly forbids it, anfl from the example of 
your fathers in their fcveral captivities,' and from your 
own praflice at this day, yiho have made no lacrifiee 
fince the <fay 3 0/Titus'VerpaAan, the Roman emperor, 
who laid waftc your city, and burnt your temple to aihei. 

And this may alfo ferve to convince thee, that the 
law of*More 8 was not of perpetual obligation, even to 
the Jews themfclves { iince it is evident from matt^' of 
fa£t, that, for thefe iixteen hundred years, you have not 
been in a capacity to keep it; and, doubtlefs, God 
would never require any thing of men, which he foreft# 
they would not be able to perform. 

Ceafe then to think fo highly of thy natron, as if node 
but they were the elc£t of God, or capable of bis fa> 
Tours ; ceafe to infult over the reft of mankind^ and to 
^urfe thy brethren, the Tons ^f one* father, even Noa&l, 
the juft man and prophet of God. Behold the fun and 
moon, with all tlie conftellations in Heaven; their in¬ 
fluences are equally difperfed to all of human race. Be¬ 
hold tlhs elements; they ferve all the fons of Adrint a* 
like; they are not partial td mortals, ninther does any 
faction bias the winds and rain. Thefe happen^ all at 
their appointed time and place; and the four fcafons of 
the year return with even cowfes to the inhabitants of 
tlfe four quatten of the world. The plants know no 
diS'Trencc between the circumcifed and the uncircum'i^fed, 
but yield thdr increafe whh equal iodifferency to the one ‘ 
and the otlter; aud the brute animals equally acknow¬ 
ledge both for their lords: The birds of the air are as 
foott taught by a Heathen, Chriftian,«or MahomeUft 
fowler, as by one that is a Jew ] and fi(h of the fc^ 
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when they fw^ow the b 6 ok, or plunge themfelves into 

the net* regard not the difference of religion iu thofc

that catch them. AU things happen to every man ac¬ 
cording to their aatilre and the pleafure of deftiny ; only 
man himfelf tranfgreffei the condition of hii being. But 
tfaofe that obey the Eternal Lawgiveri let them be of 
what nation or religion foever* doubtlef;! they live hap¬ 
pily* Mid die in peace. 

However, left men (bould or for want of knowledge* 
a light 18 iprang forth in the Eaft, even the book'of glo¬ 
ry^ Mrhich confirms the written law, and inftrudb men 
in the truth. Doubtlefit, this book was brought down 
from Heaven} it carries its owo evidence, and a ^efti- 
mony ofvts divme original, in the majefty of the fiyie j 
there is a fpirit and energy in every word, fublimaling 
the intellcd of the devout reader, and purifying his af- 
{cdb'ona; it is written in Arabic, in a dialed fo pure 
and perfed, that the moil accurate critics ran find no 
blcmiih from the beginiiin|f to the end; one part cohci'^s 
exadly with the other ; it is void of cootradidion : AU 
the ch^ters in tiiis glorious volume are of a piece; 
which excellencies could not have thus met together 
without a miracle, in a book divulged by a man who 
could neitlter i^te nor read. 

The fuccefs it has had in the world fpeaks it of ce- 
kitid defeent. The greateft part of Afta and Afric* 
with many kingdoms in Europe, have ob^ed the Alco¬ 
ran for above thefe thoufand years. Could fuchvi thing 
to pafs, urithout the decree of Heaven ? When rfhc 
prophet and favourite ^ God firft received his divine 
commiifion, be was like a pelican in the wildernefs', fo- 
litaryi and without coufpanion; neverthelefs, he was not 
difoour^ed, biR obeyed the orders of Heaven : He faw 
in the mi^ft of rocks and fands, encompaffed ou • 
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all Tides wirh terrible beafts; yet he defpaircd not of af* 
Tiftance from above, but comforted himfelf in the pro. 
mife of the Eternal: He . Aril preached to the favage li¬ 
ons and tygers, who, as if they had heard another Or¬ 
pheus, grew tame and fociable at his powerful words j 
thofe fierce inhabitants of the woods came and proftrated 
themfelves before the Sent of God ; they licked hk feet, 
in token of fubmifCon { they environed the place of liia 
rcpole, as his guards, and brought him food morning 
and e^ning. The prophet wondered that £o great grace 
was given to the beafis of the earth t he praifed tht-J^rc- 
ator of all things, and his mouth was full of benedit^ions j 
lictlfiiid the day and the night, and the obfeurity that 
comts between them; he blefled the dews tl^t fall at 
the rifiiig of the odoriferous ftar, and the refrefhing 
winds that ftir the leaves of the trees at midnight; and 
in the morning, be prayed that all me% might become 
true believers. DuubtJcfs, God bad granted lus peti¬ 
tion, had not the angel, who can'itti up his prayers to 
Heaven, met with the devil, a little on this fide the orb 
of the ntoon, wliu flole from biai forae of Mahomet’s 
words, that fb the prayer afeended imperfe*^ to the 
throne of the Merciful. Neverthdefs, a great part of 
men became believers, and more fliall ^ added to the 
number. • 

In a little time, the folitary prophet faw himfelf at .the 
h$ad of a numerous army, all volunteers, who. reforted 
to hiqj^iii the wildernefs, as they were iufpircd ^om a- 
b<y?e. The mighty men of Arabia oppofed the Acred* 
hero; they led the dower of ^ £aft* ^ink him; but 
they accelerated their own fate, and inpenfed their angry 
liars. The dements took up al^s againll them, and the 
meteors fought in .defence of the .avenger, of God. 
t Lightning and hail, with ilones of fire^^dalted the^frod^ 
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ef the infidcU; and tmiUe ilorms of wind buried whole 
armies in the faads. Thus the hoft of the muffulmans 
became vldork>us> without drawing a fwotd» and the 
empires of the wicked fell to the polT^ fiion of true be> 
llevers. Perfia, Babylon and Egypt were fubdued, and 
embraced the undefUed truth; the Alcoran was received 
from India to the Mauritanian ibore. From the nfing 
of the iun to the going down thereof, this holy profef- 
iloD is made with one confent, ** There is but one God, 
and Mahomet hia prophet.** '

rrHS'policies d^ardtnal Mazarini are no fecrets the 
io^perud city, iww he is about to play his maflerpiece :

He is refolred to ftock this king¬ 
dom Sicilian blood, a race of Mazarins, who by 
ioftinft* as well as by rules, Ihall carry oq the deiigb be 
hat laid* and either raife this tottering fUt« to the height 
of bis model* or abfo^utely ruin it | for that afb've fpirit 
cannot take up with mediums. 

It is faid that the Duke of Odeans r^ts very ill the 
• cardinal's aa^itioo, in marrying his,iue«9 into the £loo^' 
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royal. That prince will not be prevailed on to come 
near the court, but rather favours the Prince of Conde, 
and the other malcontents; wheoce Tome people are apt 
to prefage another turn of affairs before long, for the gc- 
nerality of the French arc inclined to the prince’s party. 

There is great caballing all over the kingdom, and the 
cardinal drives to pu/h his irtcreft forward by all the me¬ 
thods of a cunning ftatefman. He knows the Prince of 
Conde’s fpirit too well to dream of a reconciliation, and 
be has a double intereft in the min of that unfortunate 
gen'll; his own prefervation, and the aggrandizing his 
niece, the Princefs of Conti, who, by the fall of her 
brother-inJaw, will be miftrefs of his ertate. 

He i^cnd<»vouring alfo to make an alliance with the 
Cardinal de Retz, his profelTed enemy, and one raifed 
by the pope to that dignity, on purpofe to counterba¬ 
lance Mazarines power kt this court, where he Is fufpedl- 
ed to animate the king againft the court of Rome. 

That Cardinal de Retzks now a prifoner of ftate, ahd 
has been fo a long time, being firff confined by Maza- 
riiii's orders : but the wife minifter now thinks it fafer 
to compound with a man, whom he cannot longer perfe- 
cutc withoBt drawing on himfelf the rcv«»ge of all the 
ecclefiaftics, and efpeciafly the thunder of the Roman 
Court.

' they^-fecl thetYytower at an ebb, and fear it will be mneh 
lower, if the Prince-of Conde fliould once take the 
field in France.-‘ '
